The Congress of the United States, 
which, in a sense, is also the city coun- 
cil of the District of Columbia, will 
convene again tomorrow, with the out- 
look unusually bright for local legis- 
lation. 

Both Senator Capper, chairman of the 
Senate District committee, and Repre- 
sentative. Zihlman, chairman “of: the 
House committee, are of the opinion 
that it will be a fruitful session from 
a local standpoint. 

The last session of Congress lasted only 
four months; the one starting tomorrow 
will continue for seyen months. This 
extra three months should mean less 
hurry and fewer legislative snarls, with 
the result that Congress ought to be 
able to give more time and thought to 
District matters. 

A promising prelude to the session 
came yesterday when Representative 
Zihlman made public a new fiscal] rela- 
tions bill which he will introduce to- 
morrow. It will be answer to the pro- 
test of District citizens that they are 
paying more than their share of the 
city’s expenses. 

Restores Percentage Plan. 


The Zihlman bill would abolish the 
present system whereby the Federal 
Government pays a lump sum of $89,- 
000,000 a year for its share of the ex- 
penses and would bring back the old 
system whereby the Federal Govern- 
ment pays 40 per cent of the expenses 
and fhe District government 60 per 
cent. Under the present arrangement 
the Federal Government is paying not 
much more than 25 per cent. 

The new bill would set up a commit- 
tee of fifteen members—five members of 
the House, five members of the Senate 
and five Oistrict citi which at the 
beginning of every calendar year would 
make a study of the fiscal situation and 
determine and report to Congress what 
percentage of the city’s expenses should 
be paid by the District government and 
what percentage by the Federal Govern- 
ment. 

More than 300 measures affecting the 
District will be introduced in the course 
of this Seventieth Congress, about one- 
fourth of which probably will become 
law. These 300 or more bills and reso-

The seventieth Congress will get un- 
der way tomorrow, bringinz conflicting 
ambitions into play at the very outset, 
Republicans are having their difficule 
ties in the organization of the Senate, 
a fight is threatening in the House anid 
the Democrats declare they would not 
have eontrol of either body as a gift. 

In the House the Democrats hav@ 
made a last-minute gesture for a change 
in the rules providing that a commite 
tee can be discharged from considerae 
tion of a bill by 150 votes, instead of the 
House majority vote of 218, and there 
has been talk of a combination with 
the Wisconsin delegation and the picke 
ing up of other scattered Republican 
votes to this end, but the House leaders 
are showing no worry. A very perfunce 
tory session is, in fact, in prospect for 
Monday, and then it goes about its 
business with the efficiency that comes 
of the ample Republican majority. 

If the Senate is able to perfect its 
organization tomorrow a question that 
is still unsettled, it will run onto rough 
shoals Tuesday, and a stormy course is 
charted for the remainder of the sese 
sion. 

Curtis Answers Insurgents. 


Senator Curtis, the majority leader 
in the upper house, replied to the des 
mands of the five insurgents yesterday 
and received another letter from them, 
leaving this situation just where it was 
the day before. But regardless of the 
outcome of this set-to it is expected to

It is probable, too, that when all is 

said and done, all parties to the Smith- 

Vare controversy will agree to a poste 

ponement of this fight until Tuesday 

in order that the Senate organization 

and delivery of the President’s message 

can be effected tomorrow.

House Program Speedy. 


The House, if everything goes off ace 
cording to schedule, will organize, name 
ing Nicholas Longworth again as its 
Speaker; will receive the President’s 
message, the tax bill, probably two ap- 
propriation bills, act on a resolution to 
abolish sixteen standing committees and 
then adjourn out of respect to five 
members who have died. No fight is 
anticipated on tHe resolution to abolish 
the useless committees. The committee 
on committees agreed unanimously yes« 
terday that this should be done. Meme 
bers affected by such action will be 
taken care of by increasing the meme | 
bérship of twelve other committees, js 
The committees to go are those on 
alcoholic liquor traffic, railways and 
canals, woman suffrage, industrial arts 
and expositions, mileage and eleven ex- 
penditure committees. A general come 
mittee on expenditures, consisting of 
21 members, will be created in od 
stead. 

So far as the threatened fight 
change the rules so that committees 

be discharged with 150 votes is concern 
ed, it has not even been decided that the 
Democrats. will vote as a unit. Overs 
tures have been made to the Wisconsin 
delegation with its eleven members 
with no indication as to what their 
attitudes will be one way or the other 
and even in the event of a’ coalition 
there must be other votes forthcome 
ing so a real fight on this question is 
considered rather remote.

home districts. Robert 8B. Patterson, 
head of the vigilantes organization, re- 
iterated his charges that “the police 
have shown thev are incapable of 
handling the situation.” 

The aroused citizenry had drawn the 
c6ndemnation of Chief of Police Edwin 
B: Hesse and of Capt William G. Stott, 
commander of the Fourteenth Pre- 
cinct. ; 

Two men, held as suspects in connec- 
tion with the series of depredations, 
were inspected iast night by two vic- 
tims of the “Cat,” who were not able 
to identify them. 


Does Not Call Twice. 


The “Cat,” like lightning, does not 
patronize a place twice. But his close 
proximity of operations in Cleveland 
Park and Wesley Heights has been fol- 
lowed by a wave of hysteria that has 
caused nighttime: to be nightmare 
time in these sedate communities. 

His ability to elude capture has 
‘caused much speculation as to the 
identity of this peculiar creature, whose 
greatest claim to notoriety lies in his 
successful ability to reverse the usual 
methods of operation by the wiser 
members of his profession. 

He must be some one of abnorma! 
tendencies, it has been said. There are 
those who live in the prowling grounds 
of the “Cat” who will swear that police 
—if they ever catch him—will find tre 
“Cat” to be a resident of the com- 
munity he robs. Others believe him to 
be one suffering from a publicity com- 
plex. He must read the newspapers, they 
suggest, and what delight it must afford 
him to read about his depredatiors 

Perhaps the “Cat” is one who robs 
for the thrill of plundering, suffering 
from the same kind of complex young 
‘Leopold and Loeb, the killers of young 
Bobby Franks, of Chicago, were afflicted 
with 

But there are others, especially the 
old timers in the Police Department 
and observant reporters who will wager 
that when the “Cat” is captured, he will 
be found to be just a common sneak 
thief whose luck deserted him as it 
did the pitcher, which went to the 
well once too often. 


His Arrest Thought Distant. 


One guess is as good as another. 
When the “Cat” is caught, «nd that 
time seems far, far off, there will Je 
those who said, “I told you so.” There 
always are such. 

However, the “Cat” will leave a 
record, however unenviable, that the 
city’s police force hope never will be 
approached again. 

This robber, ‘whose sobriquet of the 
“Cat” was tacked on him as a result 
of his feline tendencies during his 

‘operations, began to attract city-wide 
attention of citizens and police about 
the middle of October.

to political ambitions. “I came to help 
dedicate an armory,” he said, “not to 
be dedicated.”

prowler, who had warned him only a 
moment before, he would shoot to kill 
if his escape were blocked. 

The bullet struck a lower rib under 
the commander’s heart. It had been 
fired by the ,“Cat” in the hallway 
through a panel in the bedroom door, 
and was deflected through the fleshy 
part of Dr. Johnson’s body. 

Comdr. Johnson was not seriously 
injured. He suffered most from loss of 
blood. In recounting his experiences 
with the “Cat,” Comdr. Johnson Said 
he was awakened just as the clock 
struck three in his bedroom by power- 
ful rays from a flashlight held in the 
hands of a prowler, who was looking 
“the lay of the land” over in Dr. John- 
son’s room, 

Comdr. Johnson started to arise. The 
“Cat” warned-him to lie still in bed. 
Comdr. Johnson disobeyed. The “Cat” 
fled from the bedroom. Dr. Johnson 
tried to grab him as he passed the 
bedroom door. Suddenly wheeling after 
leaving the room, the “Cat” flung the 
door shut, repeated his warning that 
he would “shoot to kill” and fired one 
shot. 

A special squad of headquarters de- 
tectives and police from the Fourteenth 
Precinct surrounded the neighborhood 
but the first definite experience with 
the “Cat” taught them that he was a 
Slippery customer. 


Admiral’s Home Looted. 


Three days later, the home of Rear 
Admiral Frank H. Schofield, at 3235 
Macomb street northwest, was looted. 
Every room was ransacked. Jewelry and 
silverware were taken. The job was at- 
tributed to the “Cat.” 

A week elapsed before police were 
called to investigate another of the 
ever-increasing burglaries laid to the 
“as? 

The victim was John J. Hamilton, 
prominent and wealthy attorney, who 
awoke at.6 o’clock in the morning to 
find his home at 2611 Woodley place 
northwest, ransacked. Approximately 
$500 in jewels and. $60 in cash were 
missing. 

The robbery was typical of the cool 
and calm crimes of the “Cat” and po- 
lice of the Fourteenth Precinct made 
another notation in their book of un- 
solved crimes. 

The Rev. J. Hillman Hollister, pastor 
of the Chevy Chase. Presbyterian 
Church, living at 3913 Ingomar street 
nonrthwest, met the “Cat” during the 
early morning hours of November 20. 


Minister Wakes Up. 

While prowling around the minister’s 
bedroom, the intruder awakened Dr. 
Hollister. Sitting erect in bed with 
the rays of the “Cat’s” flashlight play- 
ing upon him, Mr. Hollister called the 
“Cat” to the side of his bed, told him 


-|whose home he had entered and then 


started a sermon designed to cut short 
the career of the “Cat.” 
But the clergyman had not reckoned 
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with the “Cat’s” peculiar mind. The 
prowler, with gun in hand, ready to 
put an end to the sermon at the first 
sign of a double-cross, and with his 
flashlight flooding the bed, listened at- 


tentively to the pleas to reform. Cut- 
ting short the remarks, the “Cat” said 
he was a desperate man and, although 
he intended to do no bodily harm to 
any one, was in dire need of funds, and 
he then proceeded to rob the parsonage 
of about $8 in change contributed to- 
ward the Sunday school fund by the 
children of the church. 

Success was making the “Cat” bolder 

Mrs. John J. Noonan, wife of a retired 
hotel and motion picture chain operator, 
of 3154 Highland place northwest, was 
awakened by sounds in the bedroom of 
her home shortly after 5 o’clock in the 
morning of November 21. 


This Woman Not Afraid. 


Mrs. Noonan had heard of the “Cat.” 
Did she fear him? No. Perhaps a 
mouse but not the “Cat.” Playing the 
rays of his flashlight on her bed, the 
“Cat” admonished Mrs. Noonan to lie 
still and be unafraid. She smiled, 
laughed, and gave the “Cat” a mild sur- 
prise when she started to converse with 
him in tones that made the “Cat” 
realize he was confronting one victim 
who could call his bluff. 

The “Cat” was not inclined to take 
any chances, Especially from a woman. 
They can so easily be misunderstood. 
So he flashed his pistol in her face and 
demanded her to tell him where her 
jewels and money were. Mrs. Noonan 
said she had none. The “Cat” inquired 
about other members of the family. 
Mr. Noonan was sleeping on a back 
porch. He finally got disgusted with 
Mrs. Noonan, went into a rear room, 
robbed her husband of $3 and fled. 

Alert policemen saw the “Cat” as he 
tried to make his getaway a block 
down the street. They gave chase. He 
fled into Rock Creek Park and was lost 
again. Can not this man ever be 
caught, they asked themselves. They 
searched the park all morning, but the 
“Cat” had escaped. 

Piqued at the defiant depredations 
of the city’s most daring robber and 
the failure of straight police methods 
to result in his apprehension, patrol- 
men and,detectives decided to resort to 
“plants” ‘and use of disguises to catch 
the “Cat.” Detectives decided to dis- 
guise themselves as milkmen, believing 
that they might “run into” the “Cat” 
on their “rounds.” 

Hundreds of citizens offered police 
Officials to form a committee of vigi- 
lantes. The police turned them down. 
Inspector Henry G. Pratt announced he 
would catch the “Cat.” Chief of Po- 
lice Major Edwin B. Hesse declared he 
hopes “the police will catch somebody 
soon.” But the “Cat” came back, 

Shortly before midnight November 
25, Eugene E. Thompson, senior mem- 
ber of the banking firm of Crane, Par- 
ris & Co., of 3026 Forty-fourth place 
northwest, fired upon the “Cat” at al- 
most direct range. Thompson had dis- 
covered the marauder prowling around 
his back yard a few minutes after he 
and his wife and 16-year-old son had 
returned home from a visit. 


Letters Reprove Banker. 


Mr. Thompson fired three shots. He 
told police he felt sure one of the bul- 
lets had taken effect in the ‘“Cat’s” 
body. But. it hadn’t. Several days 
later ‘Thompson received two letters 
purporting to come from the “Cat.” | 
One told him he had done a cowardly 
act in firing at a man without first giv- 
ing him an even break. The other let- 
ter, written in pencil, said the “Cat” 
was seeking his life. 


After a day of inaction following his. 


experience in the back yard of Thomp- 
son’s home, the “Cat” stalked again. 
This time he entered the home of 
William L. Browning, vice president of 
the Mayflower Hotel Co., at 3300 New- 
ark street northwest. The “Cat” ran- 
sacked the house and left after taking 
$45 in cash and jewels valued at $500.

The “Cat” had usually confined his 
operations between the hours of mid- 
night and 5 o’clock in the morning, 
but he is becoming bolder. Wednes- 
day night last he entered the home of 
Mrs. Drusilla Nichols, 57 years old, 3931 
Ellicott street northwest, about 8 
o’clock in the evening, while Mrs. 
Nichols, her husband and a daughter 
were in the kitchen. 

Mrs. Nichols made the mistake of 
going upstairs to get some money. The 
“Cat” heard her. He hid at the top of tre 
second-floor stairway. As Mrs. Nichols 
neared the top of the stairs, the “Cat” 
leaped from his hiding place, struck 
her in the face and knocked her down 
the stairs. He leaped over her body 
lying at the foot of the stairs and made 
his escape, in the darkness. 


Vigilantes Are Organized. 


This last act of the “Cat” was too 
much for the law abiding citizens of 
Cleveland Park. They decided to take 
some action against his further depre- 
dations and organized a committee of 
vigilantes. Two hundred and fifty or 
more men rallied to the cause. They 
declared they would not give up their 
task until the “Cat” was captured dead 
or alive. They go unarmed, but un- 
afraid.. 

The vigilantes feel confident they can 
steal the glory of catching the “Cat” 
away from the police. But—there is 
a hitch—for the police said if they 
catch any one walking around the 
streets at night, vigilantes or no vigi- 
Iantes, they are going to arrest them 
and take them to the Fourteenth Pre- 
cinct for investigation. What a mess 
that will turn out to be, folks say. 
And the “Cat” smiles and goes on Ais 
plundering way. 


Man Arrested Here 
In Baltimore Murder 


Thomas Averella, 22 years old, of 
Baltimore, was arrested last night at 
Fifth street and New York avenue 
northwest by headquarters detectives 
in connection with the murder last 
June in Baltimore, of Charles C. Rouse, 
prohibition agent. 

‘ Averella, who was sent back to Balti- 
more immediately after his arrest, had 
an automatic pistol in his pocket 
when arrested, according to the police.

The marchers were led by Raymond L.4 
Burgdorf, commander of the Arnold 
Wilburn Post, ef the American Legion, 
under whose auspices the ceremonies 
were held. 

In his address at the armory, Gov. 
Ritchie declared the National Guard is 
“the country’s principal reliance” in 
threat of war. “Our standing Army 
is a small one,” he said. “It would 
only serve as 4 nucleus in case of for- 
eign aggression, and would have to be 
supplementer with citizen soldiers.” 


National Guard Praised. 


Training minds and training bodies 
is a function of the State which “ex- 
cels all others,” he said, lauding the 
activities of the National Guard in 
furnishing healthful recreation” and 
“teaching self-reliance and courage.” 
Guardsmen are performing a “national 
service” in equipping themselves for de- 
fense of their country, he said. 

The governor was introduced by State 
Senator Eugene Jones, who it was that 
made the Presidential forecast. ‘This 
is no political hallucination on my 
part,” Jones said. “Ritchie looks more 
like a President than anybody that has 
been in the White House. The Demo- 
crats of Maryland are going to offer his 
name for President.” 

Dr. Lucien B. Ernest, mayor of Ken- 
sington and first lieutenant of the how- 
itzer company, made the address of 
welcome. He declared the armory dedi- 
cated “not to war, but to the pursuits 
which avoid war.” He was introduced 
by Commander Burgdorf, who presided 
at thse exercises. 


Formal Presentation. 


Brig. Gen. Reckford made the formal 
presentation of the armory to Capt. 
Clarence V. Sayer, commanding officer 
of the Kensington company of guards- 
men. In his presentation address Gen. 
Reckford announced himself an advo- 
cate of the “Keep your powder dry” 
theory of national defense, holding 
every male citizen should receive mili- 
tary training in time of peace. 

The afternoon program was concluded 
with an address by Col. D. John Mar- 
key, commander of the First Infantry, 
Maryland National Guard. Invocation 
was by Capt. F. C. Reynolds, chaplain 
of the guard regiment. 

Participating with the American Le- 
gion and the National Guard in the 
parade which preceded the dedication 
were three pieces of motor apparatus 
from the Kensington Fire Department 
and a detachment from the Kensington 
Post of Spanish-American War Vet- 
erans, In the line of march was the 
First Infantry Band, which played also 
during the afternoon program. 

Gov. Ritchie was guest of honor last 
night at a reception in the armory. 
There was dancing afterward. 


TIPPETT GOES TO JAIL 
ON MANN ACT CHARGE 


Arrest Followed Alleged Cre- 
mation of Body in Apart- 


ment House Furnace. 

The finishing touches of the Tippett- 
Butterworth romance were applied yes- 
terday by Chief Justice McCoy, in Crim- 
inal Court, when he sentenced Clarence 
E. Tippett, 37 years old, to serve a year 
in jail on a charge of violating the 
Mann act in connection with the trans- 
porting of Mrs. Clara R. Butterworth 
from Newark, Ohio, to this city for im- 
moral purposes. The jury which con- 
victed Tippett recommended mercy. The 
maximum penalty for this offense is five 
years. 

Tippett was arrested September 18 
after the police of the Fourteenth Pre- 
cinct investigated the alleged cremation 
of a baby, born to Mrs. Butterworth, in 
the furnace of an apartment house at 
Sixteenth and Harvard - streets. No 
charges were preferred against Tippett 
in connection with the alleged crema- 
tion. Assistant District Attorney Walter 
M. Shea prosecuted Tippett. 

Wade H. Mawyer was sentenced to 
serve a total of six years on charges of 
forgery. Amos Hepburn, colored, charged 
with shooting his niece, Florence R. 
Cook, was sentenced to serve five years. 
Willie Lewis, colored, was sentenced to 
serve three years on a charge of shoot- 
ing Wilbur Kenny. William P. Michaels. 
was sentenced to serve two years'on a 
charge of violating the Mann act.

Hansel Proposal Has More Detail in It; $50,000,000 
Value Given in Wilson Proposition; Bachman Proj- 
ect Sets Up Sliding Scale of Dividends Contin- 
gent on Fares—Power Company Excluded. 


Three street car merger plans have 
come into the hopper of public dis- 
cussion during November and are now 
being compared by interested persons 
who find upon examination that they 
are fundamentally different. 

November 1 Harley P, Wilson, mem- 
ber of the board of directors of the 
North American Co., which is said to 
control the Washington Railway & 
Electric Co., publicly issued a statement 
outlining with little detail his pro- 
posal. His plan approaches the merger 
problem from the standpoint of owners. 
John W. Childress, chairman of the 
Public Utilities Commission, says that 
that is the correct angle from which 
to depart toward unification since it 
must be brought about by agreement 
of owners. 

In November Byers McK. Bachman, 
accountant for the Public Utilities 
Commission, submitted to the commis- 
sion, as his personal contribution and 
quite unofficially, a suggested scheme 
for merger. His approach to the ques- 
tion was from the public angle and his 
plan was obviously designed to result 
in use of saving by unified aperation in 
reduction of carfare. 

On November 30 the general outline 
and the following day the full text 
of the third plan was made public. 
It was devised by the firm of Charles 
Hansel Consulting Specialists, railway 
valuation and public utility engineers 
with offices in the Transportation 
Building. This plan stresses the im- 
portance of managers rather than 
owners of street car facilities and is 
based on the Mitten plan, established 
in Philadelphia and other cities. And 
one of its characteristics is that it 
contemplates that motorbuses will sup- 
ersede street cars. 

The Hansel plan is much more de- 
tailed than either of the other two. 
This merely means that it has reached 
@ more advanced stage of delineation. 
The other plans will have to include 
similar details ultimately. For purposes 
of present comparison many of these 
details will have to be omitted. 

Certain of the broader principles are 
comprised in all three plans. Certain 
others are so varied as to constitute the 
distinctions between them. 

The Wilson plan calls for an agreed 
valuation of $50,000,000 for rate base 
purposes and a guaranteed profit of 7 
per cent thereon. . It removes the car 
lines from the jurisdiction of the Pub- 
lic Utilities Commission, substituting 
for that body a new board of three 
salaried trustees appointed by the Dis- 
trict Commissioners, but paid by the 
new merged street car company, to 
regulate service and rates for the public. 
These are the distinguishing feat. 
of the Wilson plan. 

.Bachman’s proposal specifically: 
any agreed valuation or guarante 
return, but sets up a sliding sc 
permitted rates of return contin 
on a cog@sponding schedule of carfare 
rates soy@fiat the lower the carfare the 
greater the percentage the company 
will be permitted to take as profits if 
it can do so by prudent management. 

The Hansel prograrfi contains no 
agreed valuation, but proposed that 
when details relating to valuation and 
rate of return are negotiated, they shall 
be made to hinge on capacity of the 
transit properties to earn them. It is 
frankly stated that the merger value 
of the companies might be considerably 
greater than the sum of their individual 
values. Rewards are to be provided, 
especially for managers, for successful 
operation. Guaranteed profit or reason- 
able return on valuation is part of the 
Hansel plan, but the rate of réturn is 
not named. The Hansel draft stipulates 
@ franchise for 50 years. Neither of the 
other two speaks of length of franchise. 


No Change First Year 


On the subject of fares, both the Wil- 
son and Bachman plans provide that 
there shall be no change during the 
first year of unified operation. Wilson’s 
written plan is silent about fares after 
that time, but he has orally supple- 
mented it with an expressed hope that 
car fares will be reduced. 

Bachman, as stated, proposes that 
lower fares shall entitle the merged 

company to higher percentage rewards. 

He would let them earn 9 per cent 
on valuation if they charged car riders 
only 5 cents and only 4% per cent if 
they charged 10 cents, with graduation 
between these two points. The present 
street car fares, as long as\continued, 
would fix the maximum net earnings 
allowed the company at 6 per cent. 
Bachman says he believed application 
of this principle would materially re- 
duce car fares reasonably soon. 

The Hansel plan, on the other hand, 
proposes not to disturb car fares at all, 
but leave them as they are indefinitely. 
The written plan does not say so in so 
many words, but Col. E. H. Abadie, 
manager of the Hansel concern, says 
that in discussing the program. If in- 
come piles up under the Hansel plan, as 
@ persual thereof tends to indicate, the 
powerful managers of the new company 
would do other things with it than re- 
duce fares. 


No Limit on One-Man Cars. 


As to service the Hansel plan pro- 
poses unlimited use of one-man street 
cars. Neither of the other plans has 
anything to say about that. The Han- 
sel document also presents a detailed 
scheme for Ferouting street car lines. 
Although this is absent from the other 
reports, it can not be credited as solely 
featuring the Hansel program, for re- 
routing is one of the major advantages 
the public will receive from unified op- 
eration under consolidation. Any mer- 
ger will bring about rerouting. 

The same is true of extension of 
transfer privileges. The Hansel report 
is the only one that specifically men- 
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tions free universal transfers, but it 1s 
thoroughly understood that consolida- 
tion must guarantee them to car 
patrons. 


The Wilson plan calls for expendi- 
ture of $2,700,000 of new capital at 
once for readjustment of trackage and 
says nothing about spending new capli- 
tal for new rolling stock. The Hansel 
plan, although setting forth ‘rerout- 
ing in detail, is silent about expendi- 
ture for readjustment of tracks but 
contemplates expenditure of $5,700,000 
for new cars. The Bachman plan says 
nothing about these details. 

Under the head of service, also, must 
come the elaborate features of the 
Hansel plan that contemplate not 
only consolidating the street car and 
motorbus facilities of the car companies 
and the Washington Rapid Transit Co., 
but of -acquiring later all other bus 
companies and car lines whatever en- 
tering the District from nearby points, 
and taxi cabs and sightseeing buses 
The Wilson plan includes only the car 
campanies and the Washington Rapid 
Transit Co., of which he is the owner 
of record. The Bachman plan specifi- 
cally excludes the rapid transit con- 
cern from the merger because it is 
operating at a loss. 


None Include Power Company. 


All three plans propose to divorce the 
Potomac Electric Power Co. from the 
Washington Railway & Electric Co. and 
leave the power concern out of the 
merger. All likewise suggest that fav- 
orable contracts be entered into for 
sale of power to the new street car 
corporation by the power concern. 

Each of the plans proposes a $1,000,- 
000 fund out of which to draw in lean 
years when carfares do not pay “reas- 
onable return” on valuation, and as a 
safety valve to make easy of operation 
the sliding scale whereby fares will be 
raised or lowered according to earn- 
ings, or even the Hansel plan, whose 
sponsors says fares never will be chang- 
ed, take the precaution in their draft 
to arrange for changing them if profits 
do not coincide with expectations. 

Savings from unified operation are 
estimated in all three drafts. Wilson 
and Bachman agree that $1,000,000 may 
be saved. Hansel says that $2,300,000 
is a better estimate, but in it he in- 
cludes $900,000 a year from substitut- 
ing one-man cars and thus cutting 
down the pay roll. 

All three plans agree that the street 
car system should, under consolida- 
tion, be relieved of the expense of 
maintaining crossings policemen. It 
is part of the economy figured. The 
Wilson and Hansel plans urge that 
all assessments against street car lines 
for street paving be eliminated and 
Bachman agrees that part of this ex- 
pense should be spared the merged 
company. 

It only remains to compare the plans 
for final disposition of the property. 
This is not a matter of major im- 
portance, because the passing of owner- 
ship out of the hands of original stock- 
holders or persons purchasing from 
them is remote under any of the plans. 


Has Amortization Plan. 


Bachman does not, in his plan, sug- 
gest any type or degree of public own- 
ership of any ownership other than 
straight stock company share holding. 
Wilson provides for an amortization 
plan whereby the merged company the- 
oretically will become the property of 
the District. But the fund that he 
says shall be used for amortization is 
to be fed only by the taxes the com- 
pany pays the District, at present $500,- 
000 a year. With capital account grow- 
ing, even at compound interest, ac- 
countants estimate it will take 150 
years or so for amortization to set in. 
The Hansel plan, on the other hand, 
provides for an ultimate “tripartite 
ownership” in 50 years, or thereabouts, 
Col. Abadie says, but others think him 
optimistic.

Judge Florence Allen Declares 
Women Lawyers Must 
Justify Existence. 


SCORES LAW EVASION 


Women lawyers were called upon to 
restore the principle of “equality before 
the law” and to justify their profes- 


sional existence through maintenance 
of a superior “sense of integrity,” in an 
address last night by Judge Florence E. 
Allen, of the Supreme Court of Ohio, 
at the annual banquet of the Women’s 
Bar Association of the District at the 
Washington Hotel. 

Judge Allen expressed alarm at “the 
rising tide of perjury” and blamed 
judges “who show men with resources 
how to evade the law.” She deplored 
the waste of public money in the trial 
of murder cases, and declared America 
has “something to learn” from Great 
Britain in speed of legal processes. 

Regret that women have been given 
the political status of men was ex- 
pressed by Judge James F. Smith, of 
the United States of Customs Appeals. 

Justice Frederick L. Siddons, of the 
District Supreme Court, warned wormen 
lawyers against seeking special privi- 
leges for their sex. “You have greatly 
misconceived the function of the law- 
yer,” he said, “if you seek alone to 
advance the cause of the ‘emancipated 
sex.” He held it “absurd” that women 
should legally be considered “something 
apart from men.” 

The banquet was called to order 
by Miss Pearl Bellman Klein, president 
of the association, who introduced the 
toastmistress, Miss Elizabeth C. Harris. 
An address was made by Mrs. Bessie 
Parker Brueggeman, who declared 
“women will leave their impress on 
government.”

HE OUUGHT TO KILL 


“She'll Be Willing to Marry 
Me,” He Boasts, “‘She’s 
Crazy About Me.” 


VICTIM, LIFE IN PERIL. 
UNABLE TO BELIEVE IT 


State Not to Prosecute if She 
Forgives, but She Is 
Undecided. 


Ottawa, Tll., Dec. 3 (A.P.).—On the 
love of the girl school teacher he 


sought to kill with dynamite, largely 
hangs the fate of young Hiram Reed, 
son of a prosperous Dana, IIl., farmer. 

Sitting in his cell in the county fail 
here today, he placidly discussed his 
prospects while the sweetheart he con- 
fessed attempting to put out of the 
way, by placing explosives in the 
schoolhouse stove, fought for her life 
at the home of her sister nearby . 

Physicians said 23-year-old Iola Brad- 
ford might recover if infection did not 
begin in some of the countless small 
wounds about her body, made by tiny 
pieces of the iron stove when it burst. 
But the iron was rusty and the chances 
of infection are great, 

Reed was told by State’s Attorney 
Hanson that if the girl forgave him he 
would not be prosecuted on the charge 
of injuring her. It was this promise 
that resulted in his cool confession and 
story of how he broke into the build- 
ing, placed the dynamite in the flue, 
attached the caps and ran the fuse to 
the firewood so it would be touched off 
when the girl lit the fire in the morn- 
ing. 

Bombing Charge Remains. 


Even though she decides to marry 
him, there still remains the bombing 
charge which incensed farmers insist 
will be pushed. 

Only one child accompanied Miss 
Bradford into the building as she pre- 
pared to light the stove, a little girl, and. 
she escaped injury. The fact that the 
teacher was kneeling probably saved 
her from being decapitated by the top 
of the stove as it was blown off. 

“Didn’t you have a.thought for the 
50 innocent children in the school?” 
the State’s attorney asked Young Reed, 
who said the girl tnsisted on a wedding, 
but that he was not ready to take on 
the responsibilities of matrimony. 

“Well, no, but what’s the difference? 
None of the kids were hurt,” he re- 
plied. “As for Iola, when she gets well 
she will feel all right about it. She is 
crazy about me and will be willing to 
marry me.” 

Miss Bradford is the daughter of a 
retired minister at Chillicothe, II. 

Reed’s first show of remorse came as 
he was being led from the court where 
the hearing was held. “I ought to be 
shot,” he exclaimed. He told the 
State’s attorney the girl became in- 
sistent on marriage about two weeks 
ago. “So I agreed,” he said, “we would 
be married Sunday. | 


Bought Dynamite, Not Ring. 


“I told her I bought a ring in Peoria. 
I had bought something in Peoria— 
dynamite. I had been planning some 
means of getting rid of her for two 
months. I’m a young fellow and didn’t 
want to be tied down by marriage.” He 
is 24 years old. 

Later, Reed’s sweetheart was informed 
of what he had done, and, gasping 
through the heavy bandages which hid 
her face, she said:

ACTION ASKS $200,000 


Chicago, Dec. 3 (A.P.).—A Spanish 
princess, much sought by Chicago 60- 
clety a year ago, indirectly has caused 
Mrs. Frank Townley Brown, wealthy 
widow, to sue Mr. and Mrs. Bror G.

Mrs. Brown filed the precipe of the 
suit several months ago, and specula- 
tion as to its nature was voiced over 
the teacups in many “gold coast” draw- 
ing rooms. Today her attorney entered 
@ declaration revealing that the widow 
charges the Dahibergs with accusing 
her of penning the malicious missives. 

The letters, sent to newspapers here 
and to local social and civic leaders, 
said the Dahlbergs entertained the 
princess—Marie de Bourbon—for the 
advertising it would give their Florida 
properties. Dahlberg, besides having 
real estate holdings near Miami, is. a 
manufacturer. His wife is regarded as 
one of the most beautiful of the 
younger Chicago social circle. 

On three occasions, Mrs. Dahlberg 
asserted, Mrs. Brown wrote the anony- 
mous letters, the declaration said. It 
lists them as, first, on October 20, 1926, 
when Mrs. Dahlberg ws alleged to 
have said: 

“Bob, I and my husband know that 
Mrs. Frank Townley Brown is guilty of 
writing those letters.” 

The following day Mrs. Dahlberg is 
quoted as having declared: 

“See this thing on my arm. It was 
given me by the Spanish king, it 
means that if there is any one I want 
killed he’ll have it done, and my hus- 
band has money enough to put you out 
of the way without your being missed. 
We both know you sent these letters 
and others.”

WIFE TRIED TO SHOOT 
REMUS, SAYS CONNORS 


Prosecution Opens Vigorous 
Attack on Witness as 
Long Story Ends.

| Cincinnati, Ohio, Dec. 3 (A.P.).— 
| Doubt that George Remus would testify 
crept into his murder trial for the 
first’ time today. 
It appeared when George Connors, 
closest ally in the gigantic syndicate 


which won Remus the title of “king 
of bootleggers” concluded a four-hour 
recital covering a two-year period, when 
into his former leader’s ear was poured 
a steady stream of calumny against the 
wife he slew in Eden Park here last 
October 6. 

Connors testified he himself first 
made Remus aware of many of the at- 
tacks upon Mrs. Remus’ fidelity, heard 
others tell him tales, new and old, and, 
after each bit of tattling, saw Remus 
give way to “outbursts of rage,” which, 
in the aggregate, finally convinced him 
his old leader was insane. 

Connors’ testimony today concerned 
alleged plots by Mrs. Remus and Frank- 
lin L. Dodge, jr., to slay Remus, to 
have Remus deported, and to mulct 
him of his Ulicit liquor fortune. There 
were other stories of Mrs. Remus and 
Dodge together here and there about 
the country, and of two occasions when 
Remus, housed in the same hotel with 
them, sought to slay them. 

Less than ten minutes of the court 
session was left when direct examina- 
tion of Connors was concluded with his 
statement that “all these things made 
me form the opinion that Mr. Remus 
was insane” 


Sibbald Opens Attack. 


The prosecution seized upon the brief 
interval with avidity. Hurling ques- 
tions at Connors in an accusing tone 
and in a voice which at its best rivals 
Remus’ roar, Walter K. Sibbald, assist- 
ant prosecutor, hurriedly built up a 
picture of Connors as a former boot- 
legger, a former convict, a man still in 
the whisky business; who had resorted 
to the subterfuge of legal possession 
to get whisky into the illegal market, 
and the associate of bootleggers. 

Sibbald fought strenuously to send 
the jury away to its day and a half of 
immurement with something fresh in 
its mind other than the dolorous, mis- 
treated and insane love-slayer Remus 
had been pictured by Connors:

“I can not say for sure nov,’ 
Charles H. Elston, cocounsel with Re- 
mus said about Remus’ appearance as 
a witness. It was the first time he had 
wavered from a positive statement that 
Remus would follow Connors after 
which the defense soon would rest its 
case. 

“We could have rested two or three 
days ago” he said: “I am hot in full 
charge of this case.” 


Recalls Opening of Case. 


He recalled that he was called upon 
to make the defense’s opening state- 
ment “upon ten seconds’ notice” and 
added that “anything can happen at 
any time.” 

An attempt by Mrs. Remus to shoot 
Remus was described by Connors. It 
occurred in the Remus $750,000 man- 
sion on Brice Hill here, he sair ae, 
Blanche Watson, Remus’ secret and 
Remus were there when Mr. gous 
came in. Remus, who was fepri- 
manded his wife. Their divo. @ case 
then was pending,.and Remus told his 
wife she knew he was trying to make 
@ settlement with her. 

“T’ll settle this myself; he can’t abuse 
me like that,” Connors said Mrs. Remus 
cried. She turned her back and he 
leaped and caught her hand as she 
had a pearl-handled pistol half drawn 
from her purse. 

The situation was reversed upon an- 
other occasion. Mrs. Remus was at her 
husband’s office, Connors narrated. He 
about Mrs. Remus a newspaper story 
aobut Mrs Remus having been at At- 
lanta, Ga., in connection with her ef- 
fort to have Remus deported to Ger- 
many where he was born. . 

“Daddy, I was down there trying to 
have it quashed,” Mrs. Remus ex- 
plained, according to Connors. Remus 
did not accept the explanation and 
went into a rage. Mrs. Remus became 
frightened and ran out o: the office. 


Other Violent Rages. 


Other violent rages, in some of which 
Remus fainted or was delirious, were 
said to have attended reports directly 
Remus that Mrs. Remus and Franklin 
L. Dodge, jr.,. had paid St. Louis gun- 
men $15,000 to kill him; when he dis- 
covered a large unnvaicu bill uace by his 
wife; when a friend told him Dodge 
and Mrs. Remus were in an Indianapo- 
lis hotel together, and when Remus 
thought he had found them registered 
under assumed names in a Washington, 
D. C., hotel. 

“Mr. Remus never slept.more than 
two hours a night after he got out of 
the Atlanta penitentiary,” testified 
Connors. “He was working out a plan 
so he could meet them somewhere and 
get his property back. ‘If ever I ot 
this Dodge, it' will be good-by Mr 
Dodge,’”’ he exclaimed onc. 

The property possessed by Remus, 
when hewas sent to the penitentiary. 
was alleged to have passed into posses- 
sion of Mrs. Remus by virtue of a com- 
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y 
in the event the trend of the defense’s 
case, made it necessary 
’ Dédge; former if Depiartrhient of Justice 
agent, worked up the case: which sent 

crashing Remus’ bootleg kingdom. 
After the dethroned “king of s2otleg- 
gers” was sent.~to the penitentiary, 
Dodg. was alleged in the defense’s open- 
ing statement to have begun an associ- 
ation with Mrs. Remus which drove 
Remus insane. 

Cross-examination of Connors brought 
out that while Remus deserted the law 
to turn bootlegger, Connors left the 
Internal Revenue Service for the same 
purpose. Connors denied Blanche Wat- 
son had been or was in the bootlegging 
business. Connors, Miss Watson, Remus 
and George Klug, who drove the death 
car the morning Mrs. Remus was slain, 
were alleged by the State to have con- 
spired to kill Mrs. Remus and to have 
appointed Remus exécutioner.

their reasons and offers today. 

Every few hours the attorney, Jay J. 
McCarthy, has receveid a call, wire or 
letter from girls and men from various 
parts of the country. 

Of the new applicants, who made 
known their names today, they were 
22, Chicago, and 
H, Stellar, of the Hotel Crest, Kansas 
City, Mo. Typical of those girls who 
would sell their ears for money was 
Miss Doris Clarke, who came to’Chicago 
three months ago to make a living and 
didn’t succeed. 

“I'm tired of being without money, 
the nice dresses and the fur coat most 
Chicago girls have,” she told a news- 
paper reporter. “I think a fur coat 
will do me more good than my little old 
left ear.” 

Those needing necessaries.were typi- 
fied by a young mother who said she 
was willing to sell her ear so she could 
pay bills. A war veteran also wanted 
to sell his “‘as nobody cares how I look 
anyhow.”

$100,000,000 IN GOLD 


FOR YULE PRESENTS 


New York City Alone Calls for 
$20,000,000 in Coins for 
the Holiday. 


New York, Dec. 3 (A.P.).—Santa Claus 
will drop some $100,000,000 in gold 
coins into expectant Christmas stock- 
ings in .he United fEtates this year, 
Federal Reserve Sank officials esti- 
mated following the demand for $20,- 
000,000 of the gold - ins in New York. 

The custom of giving gold coins as 
Christmas presents places a heavy 
c*vain on the Federal Reserve mach‘n- 
ery and on the banks that supply tneir 
clients with.the coins... Not because tne 
Federal Reserve isn’t used to handling 
much larger supplies—$54,000,000 of 
gold was exported last month through 
the New York Federal Reserve organi- 
zation—but the distribution of the 
coins means a tremendous number of 
small transactions with thousands of 
banks, 

The approach of Christmas also 
means the appearance of $1,000,000 
worth of $2.50 gold pieces. This coin 
is not minted except on special occa- 
sions, but because of the deman's 
400,000 of them have been ordered 
struck off for the Christmas rush. Be- 
cause of their scarcity and the vaiue’ 
placed upon them by collectors, very 
few of the $2.50 pieces ever are seen 
again. The demand for them always 
exceeds the supply, officials say. 


Eght Rescued From Ship. 

Galveston, Dec. 3 (A.P.).—Eight men 
were rescued from the disabled schooner 
Marston by the Japanese steamer Cal- 
cutta Maru, sald radio advices received 
by the agents of the ship here today.

DENIED CABIN PASSAGE 


Oran, Algiers, Dec. 3 (A.P.).—The 
French Foreign Legion tonight still had 
Bennett J. Doty, of Biloxi, Miss., under 
its control and he was still “Gilbert 
Clare,” the name under which he en- 
listed, ‘despite notification of his re- 
lease. 

Regardless of the technical release 
given him at Sidi-Bel-Abbas yesterday, 
he was tonight aboard the tramp 
freighter Tafna somewhere south of 
the Balearic Islands, reduced to the 
regular ration of thin soup. 

The French military authorities are 


going to take him at his word that he 
wants to go home and place him 
aboard a New York bound liner at 
Cherbourg or Le Havre. His colonel 
told him he was free yesterday at Sidi- 
Bel-Abbas but his sergeant told him 
otherwise here and he is being .chap- 
eroned as far as Marseille on the way 
home. 

Doty had expected to sail in a nice 
sunny cabin aboard the crack passen- 
ger steamer Gouveneur General La 
Ferriere which his friends had reservy- 
ed for him. Late last night, however. 
there came an “economy” order from 
some one higher up that legionnaires 
being returned to France should be 
shipped by the slow freighter Tafna 
The regimental officials here, having no 
leeway, obeyed orders and sent Doty 
with the rest still virtually as a pris- 
oner, disregarding the fact that Doty’s 
passage would be paid by friends if he 
went on the liner, thereby saving the 
French government any expense at all 
for’ his fare. 

Doty will arrive at Marseille about 
noon Monday and there he and the 
others will report under military es- 
cort at Fort St. Jean where he enlisted. 
He-may be held there for two or three 
days as military red tape is slow in un- 
tangling.

Many Changes in Nine Years. | 

In the nine years since the World | 
War ended our agriculture has under- 
gone far-reaching changes that have 
materially increased the output of both | 
land and labor. Tractors have replaced | 
many horses and mules, releasing land | 
for other uses than the production of | 
feed and forage. Improved harvesting 
machinery has come into wide use. 
The size of the average farm has in- 
creased. More productive crops have 
been planted. Live stock of increased 
productivity has become widely dis- 
persed. Farm managsment has become 
more efficient, a better balance has | 
been established among agricultural en- 
terprises, and progress has been made in 
adjusting production to market re- 
quirements. The result is an increase 
in farm production more rapid than the 
Frise in the country’s population. 

“All this technical progress has 
raised the question of the relation be- 
tween inereased efficiency and the 
prices of farm products. It has been 
Suggested that the advantage of in- 
creased efficiency to the farmer may 
be largely offset through increased total 
Output and reduced prices per unit of 
product. This is a problem which de- 
mands consideration. It may sharpen 
the necessity for a better adjustment 
of production in agriculture and for a 
better relationship between the agricul- 
4ural population and other groups. 


Efficiency Is Commended. 


“There can not, however, be any jus- 
tification for lessening the effort to at- 
tain increased efficiency. Such effort

Oklahoma Supreme Tribunal 
Denies. Inherent Right 
to Call Session. 


ACTS ARE HELD INVALID 


Oklahoma City, Okla., Dec. 3 (A.P)).— 
In the face of an adverse decision of the 
State Supreme Court, leaders of a 
movement to investigate the admin- 
istration of Gov. Henry 8S. Johnston an- 
nounced late today that the State 
house of representatives would convene 
in special session next Tuesday as 
planned. 

The Supreme Court ruled this after- | 
noon that the legislature has no in- 
herent right to meet on its own motion 
and that if a session were heid any acts 
of the body would be “without author- 
ity of law.” Challenging the authority 
of the judicial branch of the govern- 

ent to inerfere with rights of the leg- ; 
slative branch, sponsors of the session, 
called by four house members, declared 
the Supreme Court ruling would be 
ignored. 

Representative Tom Johnson, one ot 
the four legislators who declared they 
represented a majority of the house 
membership in issuing the session call, 
reiterated after being advised of the 
court decision .that the house would 
meet regardless of court opinions. 

Session proponents contended that 
the legislature is inherently endowed 
with power to convene itself at any 
time to inquire into alleged abuses by 
either the administrative oer judicial 
branches, Gov. Johnston, a Democrat, 
whose administration is under fire by 
members of his own party, had definite- 
ly refused to call a special session. 

Attorneys here expressed the belief 
that today’s ruling was the first time 
a State supreme court had definitely 
ruled as to whether a legislature can 
meet on its own call. 

“The powers of the legislature Sre 
such as are given it expressly, or by 
clear implication, in.the constitution,” 
the Supreme Court held. “In the ab- 
sence of a constitutional provision..au- 
thorizing the legislature to convene it- 
self it can not do so, and any acts or 
intended acts of a member, or mem- 
bers thereof, if so assembled, are with- 
out authority of law, whether it be for 
legislative or inquisitoria] purposes,” 

The Supreme Court, however, sus- 
tained the District Court of Oklahoma 
County in refusing to enjoin leaders of 
the session movement from filing ex- 
pense claims or issuing subpoenaés in 
connection with the session.

“When the Eastern District Fed- 
eral Court in Pennsylvania decided that 
the Reed committee had no continuing 
power past the previous Senate session 
and therefore had no right further to 
impound ballot boxes, Senator Vare and 
his friends offered to supply from pri- 
vate funds the money necessary to col- 
lect and preserve in 61 counties the 
ballot boxes of the 1926 election. Sen- 
ator Vare said then, as he does now, 
that his earnest desire was to procure 
the fullest inquiry by the Senate into 
any questioned step in his progress 
toward membership in that body. Had 
he and his friends not put up approxi- 
mately $25,000 in cash, a recount by 
any committee would be impossible, for 
the ballots would have been destroyed.”

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TAX CUT ARGUMENT 
OF CHAMBER SCORED 
BY TREASURY'S HEAD 


“Surprising Misconception of | 


Facts,’ Is Charged by 
Secretary Mellon. 


“BORROWING” PROPOSAL 


IS CALLED NO REMEDY 


Balanced Budget Maintained | 


the Essential Basis of 
Sound Fiscal System. 


(Associated Press.) 
The Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States was charged yesterday by 


Secretary Mellon with having presented 
& surprising misconception of facts and 
and argument hardly worthy of a busi- 
ness men’s report in urging a $400,000,- 
000 reduction in: taxes. 

Mr. Mellon wrote to Lewis E. Pierson, 
president of the chamber, in a con- 
tinuation of the controversy that has 
arisen between the administration and 
the chamber over the size of the tax 
reduction to be made by the Congress 
which begins sessions tomorrow. The 
Treasury favors a $225,000,000 reduc- 
tion, while a slash of $236,000,000 is 
proposed in the revenue bill: drafted by 
the House ways and means committec. 

Ipeassailing the Chamber of Com- 
merce program, Secretary Melion fol- 
lowed the lead of President Coolidge, 
whose vieW that the chamber was advo- 
cating an unwarranted reduction, was 
disclosed recently at the White House. 
After this the chamber reiterated its 
demand for a $400,000,000 tax cut and 
defended its course in advocating it. 

Secretary Mellon expressed surprise 
that the chamber had made a tax de- 
mand in “the entire absence of detailed 
figures as to future revenues and ex- 
penditures” and charged that its esti- 
mated yield from the corporation in- 
come tax represented “inexcusable care- 
lessness.”’ 

By its own argument, the Secretary 
Said, the chamber disproved the wis- 
dom of repealing the excise tax on au- 
tomobiles or on admission and club 
dues, as it would make a too narrow 
tax base and force the Government to 
rely solely on the income tax on cor- 
porations and individuals, the tobacco 
tax and customs duties. 


Deficit Report Questioned. 


In conclusion, the Secretary said, 
“let me take serious exception to the 
@ statement in the chamber’s report that 

‘there would be no great cause for 
alarm even though a deficit should, 
through unexpected developments, arise 
in any year.’ 

“For the United States Government 
to borrow to pay for current expendi- 
tures would, in my judgment, be in- 
excusable,” Mr. Mellon added. “A 
balanced budget is an essential element 
of any sound fiscal system, and as long 
as I am Secretary, the Treasury Depart- 
ment will resist the undermining of 
this principle and will continue to 
advocate a.tax system adequate to 
produce every year the revenues neces- 
gary to meet current expenditures.” 

Mr. Mellon advised the Chamber of 
Commerce that he was in accord with 
some of its revenue suggestions, assert- 
ing: 


Administration Suggestion Approved. 


“I believe that the corporation tax 
rate should be reduced, though circum- 
stances do not permit as sweeping a 
reduction as you advocate; and I favor 
the repeal of the Federal estate tax.” 

Turning to the administration’s own 
tax program, the Treasury head said: 

“Detailed figures have. been sub- 
'mitted to the ways and means com- 

mittee. If the Chamber: of Commerce 
will point out to me in what respects 
these figures are inaccurate, either in 
the case of estimated receipts or of 
estimated expenditures, I shall welcome 
their criticism. They were prepared 
after studies made independently by 
three experts having access to all of 
the facts. The estimates for 1929 as 
finally submitted to the committee ex- 
ceeded the average of the estimates of 
these individual experts by over $45,- 
000,000. I imention this in order to 
disprove the charge that has been 
made that the Treasury deliberately 
errs on the side of conservatism.” 

Mr. Mellon repeatedly challenged the 
accuracy of statements made by the 
chamber in advocating its tax program, 
and emphasized the care with which 
he said the Treasury’s plan was de- 
termined and outlined to’ the House 
committee. 


> 


Report Called Unworthy. 


“In my statement before the ways 
and means committee,” he said, “I 
pointed out that the revenue from tem- 
porary sources must disappear in the 
course of the next year or two. The 
report of your committee answers this 
argument with the statement that 
‘similar predictions have been made in 
the past, only to be disproved by later 
developments’ This is hardly worthy 
of a business men’s report. How can 
receipts be realized from assets which 
Ro longer exist? 

_ “Receipts from Federal farm loan 
‘bonds and other minor securities 
amounted to $34,000,000 in 1926, and 
-to $63,000,000 in 1927. The Govern- 
ment holds no more farm loan bonds.

Blind Senator to Bring 
Dog Guide to Capital 


(Associated Press.) 

When he returns from a Christ- 
mas holiday visit to his home in 
Minneapolis, Senator Schall, o Is 
blind, will bring with him a new 
“pal” and a guide. It is a huge 
German police dog. 

Senator Schall said yesterday that 
he won’t attempt to break any rules 
|| and take the dog on the Senate floor, 
‘| but that otherwise he intends to 
keep him as a constant assistant. 

“He never leaves me,” the Minne- 
sota senator related, “and he is a 
wonderful help to me in crossing 
streets and in steering me away 
from holes and obstacles.” 

The dog was trained in Germany 
to lead blind World War veterans 
and was imported for the senator.

Basis of Budget Figures. 


“The Treasury’s estimates as to ex- 
penditures are based on the figures 
furnished by the Budget Bureau, which 
submits them after a careful survey of 
the needs of all departments and bu- 
reaus, and with complete knowledge of 
the appropriations to be recommended 
to the Congress for the year in question. 
It must be noted that the estimates of 
expenditures submitted to the ways and 
means committee did not include in- 
creased expenditures which may result 
from new legislation, such as flood re- 
lief. 

“The present Treasury estimates of 
receipts are based on a careful analysis 
of (1)* probable receipts from miscel- 
laneous sources in the light of past ex- 
perience, and taking into consideration 
the periods in which the proceeds of 
capital assets still in hand are likely to 
be realized; (2) a careful study of 
probable future tax collections on ac- 
count of previous years, commonly 
known as back tax collections, based on 
the number of cases on hand, the cur- 
rent monthly rate of yield from this 
source, and an estimate of the amount 
invoived in unsettled cases; and (3) in 
so far as current tax and customs re- 
ceipts are concerned, on the assumption 
that neither in 1928 nor in 1929 will 
the yield fall substantially below that 
of the fiscal year 1927, in spite of the 
fact that busines in the calendar year 
1927 has not apparently reached the 
high level of 1926, a fact that must af- 
fect tax receipts for the last half of the 
fiscal year 1928 and the first half of 
the fiscal year 1929.” 


President of Chamber 
Defends Tax Cut Stand 


(Associated Press.) 

A defense of the conclusions from 
the referendum on tax reduction by the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States was made last night by Lewis E. 


Pierson, its president, in replying to 
Secretary Mellon. Declaring that the 
chamber had carefully considered its 
recommendations, Mr. Pierson said: 
“After all it is Congress which will pass 
the tax bill—not the Treasury Depart- 
ment nor the national chamber.” He 
expressed confidence that the measure 
will be in the best interests of the 
country. 

In discussing the study of the tax 
problem by his organization, Mr. Pier- 
son declared the chamber’s taxation 
committee had examined the official 
estimates of expenditures and receipts 
from many years and “these estimates 
invariably have overstated the expendi- 
tures and understated the receipts.”

EXECUTIVE IS PRAISED 


IN PINCHOT’S ADDRESS | 


Urged to Press the Cause of 
Government Regulation of 
Electric Power. 


Albany, N. Y., Dec. 3 (A.P.).—Despite 
the personal appeal of Gov. Smith at 
the annual convention dinner for a 
more liberal interpretation of the rights 
of citizens to organize in opposition 
to statutes with which they disagree, 
the New York State League of Women 
Votérs closed its 1927 meeting today 
after going on record in favor of strict 
prohibition and continued law enforce- 
ment. 

Soon after the league acted favorably 
on the prohibition measures, which de- 
veloped considerable opposition for the 
first time in the history of the organ- 
ization, the delegates heard former Gov. 
Gifford Pinchot, of Pennsylvania, sug- 
gest that Gov. Smith he named to press 
the cause of Government regulation ot!

speaking at a luncheon meeting which 
brought the convention to a close, de- 
clared that he believed Gov. Smith to 
have State and National influence. He 
also praised the New York executive fo:

Ask State Dry Act. 


Two proposals favoring prohibition 
were adopted. The first, a brief dec- 
laration in favor of a State enforcement 
act, elicited only about ten “noes” out 
of 125 delegates .on the convention 
floor, but the second measure occa- 
sioned an hour of heated debate and 
was passed by a vote of 74 to 21. Sev- 
erab amendments proposing elimination 
of reference to the eighteenth amend- 
ment and other changes were defeated 
by overwhelming majorities. 

The opposition to the inclusion of 
prohibition in the league’s platform 
and declaration of principles was the 
first ever to have arisen at a conven- 
tion of the organization. 


Not the One He Attacked. 


The resolution finally adopted was 
not the same one which provoked Gov. 
Smith’s speech at the dinner, it de- 
veloped during the cay. The governor, 
when he quoted from a resolution last 
night, said that it had originated with 
the Nassau County branch of the 
league. Officials of the league today as- 
serted that the Nassau County branch 
had not adopted a law enforcement 
resolution since just after the repeal of 
the Mullan-Gage State enforcement act 
in 1923, and it must have been that 
one which the governor read. 

In another resoiution adopted at the 
closing business session the league 
went on record in favor of urging the 
United States. Government to make 
treaties with England, France and 
Japan containing -the following 
points: To renounce war as an 
instrument of public policy, and to set- 
tle international disputes by mediation, 
arbitration and conciliation.

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COCLIDGE AND DAWES 
CONVENTION'S RIVALS 


Situation Visualized, Wherein 
Both May Be Candidates 
for Nomination. 


VICE PRESIDENT STRONG 
IN WESTERN STATES 


Detroit Appears to Be Losing 
for Meeting as Too Wet. 
Keating Leaves Capital. 


The Republican Presidential situation 
is moving toward a contest betweén the 
friends of President Coolidge and those 
of Vicé President Dawes, according to 
the discussion of national commit+-2- 
men gathered here for their meeting 
Tuesday. The conviction has taken 
hold that for reasons of his own the 
President does not at this time care to 
remove himself definitely from consid- 
eration. 


But his “choose” statement of last 
August 2 stands as an invitation, in 
their opinion, for the advancing of 
other candidates. And this is exactly 


- what the West, as opposed to the East, 


plans to do. The majority of the corn- 
mitteemen gathered here last night 
were from the West—the Middle West 
beyond the Mississippi, and the “real” 
West, as they say out there—and with 
hardly an exception they profess to in- 
terpret Mr. Coolidge’s statement as tax- 
ing him out of the field. 

On the other hand, here in the East 
it is hard to find a man who takes this 
view. He will discuss Hughes and Hoo- 
ver, but always with the qualification 
that the President does not run, 
coupled with the expression of doub: 
that he has definitely closed the door 
and the realization that if he is avail- 
able any Hoover and Hughes delegates 
could be thrown to him. 


Coolidge Still Acceptable. 


There is no suggestion on the part of 
any of the Westerners, except an occa- 
sional dyed-in-the-wood Lcewdenite. 
that Mr. Coolidge would not be accept- 
able to them, but together they give 
expression to an intention of the West 
to provide a candidate of its own. The 
West, regardless of the President’s in- 
tentions, is, in the opinion of observers, 
going to take advantage of the siturc- 
tion brought about by the “choose” 
statement to see just what the West 
can do. 

The invitation to do so has been ex- 
tended, it feels. It plans to accept it. 
As to how far it will get remains to be 
seen. There are some minds among the 
Republican leaders who say that if the 
Situation goes along as it is going, it 
Will be quiescent about March, with no 
one seriously in the field but Mr. Cool- 
ildge. But that -is another matter. 

No better expression of the West’s 
view can be found than in the public 
statements by such men as Senator 
Jones, of. Washington, party whip in 
the Senate, and Pat Sullivan, commit- 
teeman from Wyoming. Neither would 
ao anything to antagonize the Presi- 
dent, yet when their opinion is asked 
as to what he meant by his “choose” 
statement, they say flatly that he took 
himself out of the race, and then say 
their State is for Hoover. Their “inter- 
pretations” are typical of the Western- 
ers. The unity of these Western in- 
terpretations stands out in sharp con- 
trast to the interpretations in the East. 


Not Agreed on Candidate. 


But although the West seems to have 
reached an accord on the interpretation 
of choose it has not done so on a can- 
didate. Both Lowden and Hoover have 
strength there. This State is said to be 
for Lowden and that State is reported to 
be for Hoover but in virtually all of 
them there is strength for Dawes. 

Both Lowden and Hoover are looked 
upon as candidates and campaigns in 
the West are turning on them. Dawes 
can not be called a candidate in any 
sense of the word; nowhere is there an 
organization in his behalf. Thus a na- 
tional committeeman will report his 
State as either for Lowden or for 
Hoover—but invariably with the ad- 

itional information that Dawes also 
has considerable strength. He has 
strength in those States that are re- 
ported for Lowden and he has it in 
those that are repored for Hoover. 

Therefore, in the opinion of political 
students, when it comes to ironing out 
the situation there, Dawes stands to be 
the legatee of both men’s strength. 


Aim of Eastern Leaders. 


In the meantime the Eastern leaders 
will have been working for Hughes or 
Hoover or favorite son, or for unin- 
structed delegations, it is pointed. out, 
all the time either prepared to urge or 
willing to give their votes to Coolidge 
if the occasion should present itself. 

Carried on to its bitter end, it is 
pointed out, there would come a time 
in the convention when the Eastern 
leaders would say: “Well, we haven't 
gotten anywhere; let’s get together on 
Coolidge,” and the Western influences 
would reply, “Let’s get together on 
Dawes.” This contest on the part of 
the friends of the two men would take 
place in the back room, of course, but 
that is where the real contests are. 

The positions of the two men are vir- 
tually the same, it is pointed out. Vice 
President Dawes has said time and 
again that he is not a candidate. What- 
ever else Mr. Coolidge meant by his 
statement, he meant that he is not a 
candidate. But neither has said he 
would refuse the nomination if ten- 
dered to him or indicated that such a 
tender would provoke him. 

Kansas City and San Francisco 
seemed to have Detroit on the run yes- 
terday in the fight for the convention 
city. Some of the committeemen think 
that the recent notoriety which Detroit 
Teceived as a “wet” city of the first 
order has done it no good, while others 
see no political advantage in going 
there. 


Enticement of San Francisco. 


William H. Crocker, committeeman 
from San Francisco, arrived with the 
argument that it would be just as 
cheap, because of summer excursion 
rates, to go to San Francisco as Kansas 
City. San Francisco admittedly had the 
convention virtually in hand before the 
President's statement changed things 
@found. Now there is thought that 
some Other city should be chosen, and 
Kansas City, with its argument that a 
meeting in the agricultural belt would 
be a@ good political gesture, is proving 
a strong contender.

“Knowing the senators who will be 
made chairmen of the various com- 
mittees, if the Republicans organize the

MANY NOMINATIONS 
FOR REGESS PLACED 


Long List to Senate Will In- 
clude Important Vacancies 
Temporarily Filled. 


MORROW AND GREW 
MAY EVOKE DEBATE 


Opposition Expected to Con- 
firmation of Members Placed 
on Farm Board. 


(Associated Press.) 

An unusually heavy lst of nomina- 
tions, including the names of a number 
of officials now holding key positions in 
the Government service under recess 
appointments, will be placed before the 
Senate for confirmation this week after 
the. convening of Congress. Hundreds 
of appointments of postmasters, promo- 
tions of Army, Navy, Marine and Coast 
Guard officers, and nominations of 
junior consular and diplomatic officers 
will be presented for ratification. 

Among the important vacancies which 
President Coolidge has not filled by re- 
cess appointment during the congres- 
sional recess is that of a successor to 
the late Leonard Wood as governor gen- 
eral of the Philippines. There is no in- 
dication that a nomination for this post 
will go to the Capitol next week, al- 
though it is expected that a selection 
will be announced soon. 

“ Names Will Excite Debate. 


The Department of State leads Gov- 


ernment agencies in the number of ap- | 


pointments which may precipitate 
spirited debate in the Senate. On its 
list is the selection of Dwight W. Mor- 
row. a former partner in the banking 
firm of J. P. Morgan & Co., to be Am- 
bassador to Mexico. Robert E. Olds, 
promoted last May to be Undersecre- 
tary of State from an assistant secre- 
taryship was subject to considerable 
criticism during the last session of 
Congress on account of the adminis- 
tration policy in Mexico and Nicaragua.

The appointments of Nelson T. John- 
son, the State Department's chief Far 
Eastern expert, as an assistant Secre- 
tary of State and Noble Brandon Judah, 
New Ambassador to Cuba, are not ex- 
pected to arouse antagonism in the 
Senate. 

Two Places in Treasury. 

In the Treasury, two assistant secre- 
taries, Seymour Lowman, of New York, 
in charge of prohibition, and Henry 
Herrick Bond, of Massachusetts, in 
charge of fiscal affairs and taxation, 
are serving under recess appointment, 
Lowman succeeded Lincoln C. Andrews. 

While there have been no signs of 
formidable opposition to their selec- 
tions, a bitter fight in the Senate is 
forecast over confirmation of the ap- 
pointments of Eugene Meyer, jr., as 
chairman, and George R. Cooksey and 
Floyd R. Harrison, as members of the 
farm board. Meyer formerly was direc- 
tor of the War Finance Corporation and 
various senators have announced their 
opposition to his transfer to the farm 
loan board. 

One assistant secretary and three 
members of the radio commission will 
be the Commerce Department’s chief 
contribution to the confirmation list. 
The post of Assistant Secretary has 
gone to Walter F. Brown, of Ohio, while 
Orestes H. Caldwell, of New York; Sam 
Pickard, of Kansas, and Harold A. La- 
fount, of Utah, are radio board com- 
mission members whose appointments 
must be passed on by the Senate. In 
addition, President Coolidge is expected 
shortly to announce a successor to the 
late W. H. G. Bullard, who became 
chairman of the commission on its or- 
ganization. 

A number of judicial nominations, 
including those of two Federal circuit 
and eight district judges also will go 
to the Senate.

MD WASHINGTONINS | 
PLANS TO AID NAVY 
RESULT IN REWARDS 


16 Men and 4 Women, Civil- 
ian Employes, Given Cash 
for Suggestions. 


DEPARTMENT HAS PAID 
OUT $50,000 TO DATE 


Office Methods, Food Savings 
and Inventions Figure 
in Prizes. 


The most recent award by the Navy 
of a prize of $100 to Charles E. Fraser 
of the naval laboratory, New York 
navy yard; for an entirely new design of 
aviation goggle adopted by the Navy, re- 
calls the fact that twenty Washingto- 
nians, four women and sixteen men, are 
among those benefited by the Navy's 
system of material rewards to civilian 
employes for their suggestions bene- 
fiting the Navy. 

Local women who have received 
awards for suggestions are Mrs. M. E 
Smith, Miss Agnes Gallagher, Miss 
Emily Long and Miss Pansy Willson 
The men are Dr. H. C. Hayes, Raymond 


B. Owens, Robert H. Warrall, Raymond 
B. Meyer, A. Hoyt Taylor, L. C. Young | 
John A. Willoughby, Percival D. Lowell. | 
Fdwin &. Powell, Warren B. Burgess. | 
Jonn H. Larrabee, T. Peter Lampe, Ross 
Gray, Adolph Ruebsam, Carl F. Jeanson, 
John W. Kean and J. Herbert Taylor. 

Of the total $50,000 paid thus far by 
the department in cash awards, $12,000 
was awarded in prizes of $1,000 each. 
Other awards have ranged from $295 to 
$750. About 400 suggestions have been 
received by the department and 208 of 
them were given cash awards. Fifty- 
seven were recognized by letters of 
commendation which became part of 
their record. 


74 Suggestions Given Here. 


Employes in Washington, both at the 
navy yard and the department, have 
submitted the largest number of sug- 
gestions, 74. The navy yard, Mare 
Island, Calif., and the Boston navy yard 
have submitted more than any of the 
other yards or stations outside of 
Washington. 

Five women have received cash 
awards for suggestions for improved of- 
fice methods. Mrs. M. E. Smith, of the 
Bureau of Ordnance, received $100 for a 
suggestion which resulted in the re- 
duction of printed matter; Miss Agnes 
Gallagher, Bureau of Navigation, $300 
for improved office methods; Miss Emily 
Long, Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, 
for a revised method of reco~‘irg 
leave; Miss Pansy Wilison, same bureau, 
for an improved system of cross-index- 
ing and Miss Alma Davidson, of the 
Norfolk navy yard, $50 for a metal file 
rack, 

Improved office methods, inventions 
in ordnance and engineering have been 
awarded prizes. 


Prizes for Inventions. 


Two cash awards were made to Dr. 
H. C. Hayes, Naval Research Laboratory, 
for the discovery. and development of 
the present sonic depth finder which 
has contributed more reliable infor- 
mation regarding the contours of the 
ocean bed than all the work in that 
field that has ever been recorded. 

Forty-three of the suggestions and 
inventions were for radio instruments, 
one of which, awarded to Raymond B. 
Owens and Robert H. Warrall, of the 
Naval Research Laboratory, was for the 
development of the crystal-contralled 
calibrator. This invention is of out- 
Standing value and is of both national 
and international importance and ap- 
plication. 

Raymond B, Meyer, Naval Research 
Laboratory, was awarded $250 for de- 
veloping and building the first high 
frequency radio transmitters supplied 
to the Army and Navy. This transmit- 
ter embodied many highly technical 
principles and its development ds an 
important milestone in the radio world. 

A. Hoyt Taylor and L. C. Young, 
Naval Research Laboratory, received 
$1,000 for the invention -and develop- 
ment of a method of using a large 
number of receivers on a single an- 
tenna. 


Radio Experts Rewarded. 


John A. Willoughby and Percival D. 
Lowell, Naval Research Laboratory, 
contributed one of the outstanding 
radio developments in inventing a 
loop antenna for use on submarines 
which utilizes the metal hull of a 
6ubmarine as a part of the loop. 

Edwin L. Powell, Naval Research 
Laboratory, developed and invented a 
most imr .tant system for use in 
connection with radio receivers. The 
resistor acceptor circuit invented by 
Mr. Powell is of outstanding value in 
making it possible to receive a cer- 
tain frequency without interference 
from other transmitters operating on 
nearly the same wave length or fre- 
quency. 

Warren B. Burgess, Naval Research 
Laboratory, developed certain devices 
for use with the radio compass which 
makes it possible to obtain radio com- 
pass bearings with a very high degree 
of accuracy. 

John H. Larrabee, senior engineer; T. 
Peter Lampe, cartographic engineer, 
and Ross Gray and Adolph Ruebsam, 
engravers, hydrographic office, have 
developed an improved method of chart 
engraving which revolutionized the 
process of' producing engraved chart 
plates. 


Plane Catapult Wins Prize. 


The powder type of catapult for 
launching planes, which has been in- 
stalled on a number of capital ships, 
was invented by Carl F. Jeanson, of 
the Bureau of Ordnance. 

John W. Kean, civilian chief of the 
passenger transportation division, Bu- 
reau of Navigation, was awarded $500 
for a new method of feeding large 
drafts of sailors when moving by rail. 

Mr. Kean suggested that the depart- 
ment make the experiment of securing 
a tourist kitchen car to suubsist a draft 
of men transferred from the Great 
Lakes Training Station to Seattle, 
Wash. 

The department immediately adopted 
the plan and more than $100,000 has 
been saved since this system was in- 
augurated. 

J. Herbert Taylor, chief, navy identi- 
fication section, Bureau of Navigation,

The divorce law of the District of 
Columbia, and a number of other juris- 
dictions, then, is far behind the times,

SOCIETIES AID THE PUPILS 


Tentative plans have been made by 
school officials for the exhibit, either 
late in February or early in March, of 
several thousands of airplane models, 
electrical devices that “work” and bird 
houses, made by children in the higher 
grades of the elementary schools. The 
exhibits will be in charge of the seven- 
teen elementary science and school gar- 
den teachers. The displays will be 
placed in the various school centers. 

Last year pupils in the sixth and 
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seventh grades constructed more than 
6,000 birdhouses. This year, however, 
the sixth grade pupils are the only 
ones who have been taught birdhouse 
building.

Through the efforts of Miss Katherine 
H. Stuart, of the Audobon Society, bird- 
houses are placed each year in Arlington 
National Cemetery. A committee of boys 
from the various graded schools put up 
the houses last year. Only those ‘houses 
judged the best in each class are placed 
in Arlington. 

The boy or girl who would be a bird- 
house architect must know the habits 
and peculiarities of birds. Birds with 
one exception will not live in apart- 
ment houses. The purple martin is the 
expection. Other birds want detached 
houses with plenty of room to spare. 
It is also important to know how to 
make the front door of the birdhouse 
Birds are “second-story men.” They 
require entrances to be placed well up 
on the front of the house—and in the 
center. They spurn the low door be- 
cause if it is placed near the floor 
the young are apt to fall out.

The burdensome and attenuated reg- 
ulation which these groups have suc- 
ceeded in obtaining, Senator Watson 
asserted, “is washing the constitutional 
foundations of the country away.” 


Seek Lease Law Inqutry. 


The congress passed resolutions com- 
mending to the industry the undevel- 
oped resources of the South, asking for 
an investigation of the mineral leasing 
law of 1920, and requesting the Bureau 
of the Budget and the Secretaries of 
Commerce and of the Interior to con- 


lsider larger appropriations for the 


Bureau of Mines and the Geological 
Survey. 

The mining leaders, however opposed 
though they may be to such Govern- 
ment regulation as shackles on private 
enterprise, are particularly partial to 
these two branches of the Government 
service. 

It was explained that there is a great 
difference between governmental inter- 
ference and governmental assistance. 
The Bureau of Mines and the Geo- 
logical Survey represent the latter. That 
kind of bureaucracy has the strong 
support of the mining men. But the 
former kind, established through the 
influence of the “groups” that Senator 
Watson assailed, has only their con- 
demnation.

‘ to Transfer From War 
Department. 


‘LATE SECRETARY WEEKS 
MADE RECOMMENDATION 


Variety of Advantages Seen. 


' In Concentration of Fed- 
eral Jurisdiction. 


Transfer of administration of na- 
tional parks and monuments from the 
War Department to the Department of 
Interior was indicated yesterday, | by 


that Secretary of War Davis had indi- 
cated willingness to join in a recom- 
mendation to Congress for this, with 
the exception of those situated over- 
seas and located on active military res- 
ervations. The recommendations also 
do not include national cemeteries. 
In connection with the recommenda- 
tions, Secretary Davis concurs in views 
expressed by the late John W. Weeks, 
former War Secretary, that the War 


Department has litcle to do with actual 
management of nutional parks that 
could not be done equally well by an- 
other department; that if all parks 
and memorials under Federal control 
were under one department, there 
would be many administrative ad- 
vantages; that there are no special rea- 
sons, other than sentimental, why the 
National Military. Farks Commission 
should be kept under the War Depart- 
ment, and that it is logical ‘all park 
activities should be under one control. 


Recommended by Weeks. 


Secretary Weeks at that time recom- 
mended that the National Parks Com- 
mission be transferred from the War 
Department to a department in which 
it.was proposed to concentrate ad- 
ministration of national parks and me- 
morials under Féderal jurisdiction. 

The following national parks and 
monuments come within the purview of 
such a recommendation: 

Chickamauga and Chattanooga, Ga. 
and Tenn., with an area of 5,733 acres; 
Gettysburg, Pa., 2,530 acres; Shiloh, 
Tenn., 3,546 acres; Vicksburg, Miss., 1,322 
acres; Petersburg, Va., 185 acres; Guil- 
ford Courthouse, N. C., 125 acres; Antieé- 
tam, Md., 50 acres; Moore’s Creek, N. C., 
30 acres; Fredericksburg and Spottsylva- 
hia Counties battlefields, Va., acreage 
undetermined; Stone River, Tenn., acre- 
age undetermined; Fort McHenry, Md.. 
the Big Hole battlefield, Mont., Lincoln’s 
Farm, Ky., Fort Pulaski, Ga., Fort 
Marion, Fla., Fort Matanzas, Fla., Meri- 
wether Lewis, Tenn., the mounment to 
commemorate first successful airplane 
flight at Kitty Hawk, N. C., and the 
marker at the White Plains battle- 
field, N. Y.

Continued Stabilization of 
Policy as to Strength 
Needed, Says Report. 


PROMOTION STAGNATION 
IS HELD BIG QUESTION 


Inadequacy of Housing for 
Army Pointed Out 
as Important. 


The chief need of the Army, Secre- 
tary of War Davis said yesterday in 
his annual report, is “a continued 
stabilization of policy as to strength, 
organization and location.” 

“The insufficiency of our provision 
for the building up and maintenance 
of thé authorized war reserve of ma- 
terial for two field armies of 1,000,000 
men is a matter of deep concern to 
this department,” he said. “Stagnation 
in promotion and inadequacy of hous- 
ing also remain an important question 
for solution.” 

The Secretary also suggests in his 
report a new and enlarged flood control 
project and a new policy for the Inland 
Waterways Corporation. 

Continuation of the present status 
of the Philippine Islands is recom- 
mended by Mr. Davis. 

Secretary Davis stated that from a 
military standpoint, the Army enjoyed 
a year of definite progress; the inau- 
guration of the housing program and 
the increase in the money value of the 
ration allowance for enlisted men, ef- 
fected during the fiscal year 1927, being 
measures which, unquestionably, will 
rebound most benefically on the mo- 
rale of the soldier and, in turn, on the 
effectiveness of the Army. 


Progress During Year. 


In the development of material and 
means Of warfare, the Army has made 
progress during the year, he states, 
and in the instruction of commissioned 
and enlisted personnel, he notes a 
steady improvement, not only in the 
permanent establishment but in other 
elements of the Army. The first phases 
of the Air Corps program established 
by the Sixty-ninth Congress in general 
have been placed in effect with dis- 
patch and promptness, and department 
regulations governing administration 
of the Officers’ Reserve Corps have 
been so revised and improved as to 
assure eventual maintenance of a com- 
missioned reserve of increased value 
to national defense. 

Besides military features, however, 
the last year has been marked by de- 
velopments of unusual importance in 
those nonmilitary phases of the War 
Department’s activities, according to 
Secretary Davis, these being notably 
with regard to the government of the 
Philippine Islands, the supervision of 
flood control activities and the admin- 
istration of the Inland Waterways Cor- 
poration. 

Dealing with the most important of 
these from a national. standpoint, he 
reminds that it is now evident that the 
country is faced with the necessity of 
adopting a new and enlarged project for 
flocd control on the Mississippi River, 
with a broader conception of national 
interest in the problem. 


Flood Studies Made 


The War Department was 
realize this and before last 
flood had subsided, Maj. Gen. Edgar 
Jadwin, chief of engineers, by Secre- 
tary Davis’ authority and President 
Coolidge’s approval, had started neces- 
sary investigations and studies on which 
to base such an enlarged program. The 
Mississippi River Commission also is 
preparing an estimate of the cost of 
raising, strengthening and replacing the 
levees, and is considering other possible 
means of assisting in the effective con- 
trol of floods. 

Boards of officers of the Engineers’ 
Corps are giving special consideration 
to the problem presented by the City of

the Mississippi below Old River; the 
possibility of aiding in the problem of 
flood control by construction of reser- 
voirs on tributaries of the main river, 
applicability of diversion channels or 
by-passes, and the problems of naviza- 
tion improvements. The chief of en- 
gineers is coordinating the work of 
these agencies and the best features 
from all investigations will be combined 
in one report, which will comprise a 
comprehensive revision of the flood con- 
trol project. This plan will be avail- 
able for submission to Congress when 
it convenes. 

The immediate and pressing problem 
before the department, according to 
Secretary of War Davis, is the closing 
of the crevasses which occurred during 
last spring’s flood, there being 17 of 
these on the main line and 209 on 
most of them on levees 
on which no work has been done by 
governmental agencies. “Unless this 
sorely afflicted section of the country 
is to be exposed to the danger of re- 
inundation during the next high water 
season,” he warns, “these crevasses must 
be closed immediately and the levee 
line restored to as satisfactory a state 
as that which obtained before the last 
flood.” 


Rivers Fund Used. 


Showing where the War Department 
faced with certain exhaustion of funds, 
decided to allot $2,000,000 from the un- 
expended balance of the rivers and har- 
bors maintenance and improvement ap- 
propriation, he stated that these funds 
should be returned as soon as practica- 
ble and in addition there should be re- 
stored to the flood control appropriation 
the amount of the extraordinary ex- 
penses imposed by the spring floods 


which were not included in the original 


estimates of costs, these being $3,500,- 
000 for the high water fight itself and 
the same amount for levee restoration. 

Passage by Congress as soon as it con- 
venes of an urgent deficiency bill ap- 
propriating $7,000,000, is urged by him: 
$2,000,000 of this to be returned to the 
river and harbor fund, and $5,000,000 
for expenditure under the flood control 
act for essential construction, until a 
new policy is considered and adopted.

Charles G. Ruddy Breaks Off 
Conference With Neil Bur- 
kinshaw After Row. 


CONTEMPT CASE OPENS 
IN COURT TOMORROW 


Twenty Witnesses Summoned 
to Appear Before Justice 
Siddons in Jury Inquiry. 


(Associated Press.) 

Announcements by the Government 
and the defense that they were ready 
for the opening of the Sinclair-Burns 
criminal contempt proceedings in the 
Supreme Court of the District of Co- 
lumbia tomorrow were followed yester- 
day by a short but bitter exchange be- 
tween Charles G. Ruddy, a Burns de- 
tective, and Neil Burkinshaw, assistant 
district attorney. 

Ruddy, who was in charge of the 
Fall-Sinclair jury shadowing, called on 
Burkinshaw and after a sharp exchange 
he refused to continue his conference 
with Burkinshaw and departed. Later 

e issued a statement, in which he said 
that Burkinshaw greeted him with an 
accusation that he had been “drunk 
within the last week” and, declaring 
the accusation was “abbsolutely un- 
true,” he said he had refused to remain 
in Burkinshaw’s office any longer. 

Ruddy charged that “this final in- 
sult on the part of Mr.’ Burkinshaw is 
in accord with thte tactics he used dur- 
ing the grand jury investigation.” He 
alleged that “for the purpose of intimi- 
dation some of the Burns operatives 
were accused of crimes they had not 
committed.” He continued that at one 
time Burkinshaw had threatened him 
with arrest, “in spite of’the fact he was 
emphatically told that both the men 
and myself had testified truthfully and 
were hiding nothing.” 


20 Witnesses Summoned. 


Asserting that Burkinshaw had at- 
tempted to appeal to the “religious 
scruples” of some of the investigators, 
he declared that Burkinshaw had said 
he was only joking about “my being 
drunk in New York.” 


“The district attorney’s office isn’t 
in the mood to accept a lecture on eth- 
ics from the Burns Agency,” Burkin- 
shaw retorted when told of Ruddy’s 
statement. 

Charles A. Douglas, counsel for Will- 
iam J. Burns and his associates, and 
George P. Hoover, counsel for Sinclair, 
announced their clients would be ready 
to proceed with the hearing tomorrow 
and that no action would be taken 
which might tend to delay it. 

The Government has summoned about 
20 witnesses to be on hand tomorrow 
in Justice Frederick L. Siddons’ court. 
Among them is William J. McMullin, a 
former Burns detective, who, while aid- 
ing in shadowing the Fall-Sinclair trial 
jury, informed the Government of the 
operations.

Martland, of Newark, N. J., was in- 
tended by the defense to offset that of 
two of the State’s 65 witnesses who 
said that chemical examination showed 
stains found onthe clothing of Mrs. 
Lilliendahl. 

Dr. Martland claimed that there were 
only two tests for determining infalli- 
bly whether stains were made by hu- 
man or animal blood, and these were 
not the tests which the two prosecu- 
tion chemists said they used. Headded 
that milk or perspiration might give 
the same results as human blood when 
examined by the methods used by the 
two chemists. 

Mrs. Helen Parker, of Linwood Heights, 
testified today that she knew Beach, 
whom she calied “Uncle Bill.” _ She 
said Bleach was at her house October 
1. This was the day Bark had said 
Beach confessed the murder to him in 
Baltimore. Beach came to the Parker 
home on December 27 and stayed until 
October 5, the witness said, and dur- 
ing that time he never left the house 
for a minute. 

Mrs. Parker said Beach spent his time 
in the “loft,” and not even her own 
father knew he was there. Only she 
and her husband, she said, knew of 
Once two men came 
to the house and asked her father for 
Beach, but he, not being in on the 
secret, said he was not there. Mrs. Par- 
ker volunteered no information to the 
questioners. 

James Parker corroborated his wife’s 
testimony. He said Beach even ate his 
meals in the attic while he was at the 
Parker home and never left the room 
for a second. 

Beach, completely composed, as soon 
as he became .ccustomed to the 
friendly questioning of his own coun- 
sel, said that the gun Henry Pugh, of 
Philadelphia, had said he lent to 
Beach’s son, Ray, was in fact given to 
the Beach youth. He had no guns in 
his house except the three which de- 
tectives found after the killing, all 
of which were said to have been very 
dusty, indicating that they had not 
been fired for a long time. 

Beach told of first meeting Dr. Lil- 
liendahl about a year ago. Friendship 
grew between the two families, he said. 
He declared his friendship with Mrs. 
Lilfendahl never caused any quarrels 
in either family... The State contends 
that this alleged intimacy formed the 
motive for the crime. 


Quarreled With Doctor. 


Beach then told of his only quarrel 
with Dr. Lilliendahl, which, he said, 
was over the best methods for curing 
sick chickens. 

“We were very friendly,” Beach said. 


“He called me ‘Willis’ and I called him 
‘Doc’ or ‘Willie.’” 

“He told me he had some medicine 
that could cure my chickens in three 
days,” Beach continued. “I said: ‘Doc, 
you’re full of mush.’ Then he called 
me a fool and I said he was another. 
Mrs. Lilliendahl heard us and called 
us to come in the house so the neigh- 
bors wouldn’t hear. That was the only 
trouble we ever had.” 

Beach then told of going to the 
Parker home near Marcus _ ook, Pa., 
on September 27. 

He said he left on October 5 because 
he had read in the papers that the 
grand jury was to mect on the 6th and 
he wanted to present himself as soon 
as he was wanted by “the proper au- 
thorities.” 

Beach said that during the time he 
was hiding at the Parker home his 
lawyer, Edison Hedges, never knew 
where he was. 

“Did you ever in your life,” Hedges 
asked, “See Samuel Bark?” 

“Never in my life until he barked in 
the box here.” 

“Did you ever confess to killing Dr. 
Lilliendahl?” 

“Never.” 


Was Not.in Baltimore. \ 


“Were you in Baltimore between Sep- 
tember 27 and October 5” 

“I was not.” 

Beach flatly denied the truth of 
previous testimony of a Vineland plow- 
man that Beach and Mrs. Lilliendahl 
had been discovered in an evening 
tryst by the roadside. 

“There was never any intimacy be- 
tween Mrs. Lilliendahl and me,” Beach 
said. 

Then the Peggy Anderson letters were 
mentioned. 

“I did write notes to Mrs. Lilliendahl 
under the name of Peggy Anderson,” 
Beach said. “They wern’t exactly let- 
ters, just notes.” 

Mrs. Lilliendahl also wrote notes to 
him, he said, perhaps a dozen in all, 
which he destroyed. There were only 
about a dozen “Peggy” letters, he said, 
although defense witnesses had said 
there were many more. Beach said his 
letters to Mrs. Lilliendahl were chiefly 
to ask concerning Dr. Lilliendahl’s 
health and her letters were replies to 
such queries. 


Reason For Letters, 


Asked why the name “Peggy Ander- 
son” was chosen for Mrs. Lilliendahl he 
replied that her nickname was Peggy 
when she was a girl and that she sug- 
gested adding Anderson, saying “it 
didn't matter as it would all be over 
soon.’ 

By this she meant his coldness with 
the doctor over the chicken cure, Beach 
said. He added that Mrs. Lilliendahl 
had told him that the doctor knew all 
about the letters and had read them. 

He said he “ran away” to the Parker 
home because “the third-degree’”’ 
methods of county detectives made him 
fear that resulting emotion would bring 
on a heart attack and'probably end his 
life. He was subject to such attacks. 

Asked by the prosecutor if he had 
haa “love affair” with Mrs. Lilliendahl, 
the witness replied “No.” 

Continuing cross-examination at the 
afternoon session Prosecutor Hinkle ob- 
tained from Beach admission that he 
had pawned two rings in -Philadelphia, 
one of which bore the letter “L.” Beach 
insisted that the rings were his prop- 
erty. 

He acknowledged that he had bought 
a lady’s diamond ring three years ago, 
but said he gave it to his niece as a 
Christmas present. 

Hinkle then began hammering at 
Beach’s alibi, but Beach remained un- 
shaken in his story. 


Women Praise Widow. 


Before Beach weat on this morning 
only three witnesses took the stand, all 
in connection with his disappearance 
before indictment, but after he left it 
there was a veritable parade before court 


was finally adjourned. Among these 
were a whole bevy of women friends 
and neighbors of Mrs. Lilliendahl when 
she lived in Mountain Lake, N. J.. which 
she left for South Vineland a year ago. 
One after another they told of the high 
regard in which the woman defendant 
was held... As each stepped down from 
the stand, she passed close to the 
widow and bestowed on her a nod and 
smile of encouragement. . 

When court was adjourned these 
women gathered about Mrs. Lilliendah] 
and the courtroom buzzed with a chat- 
ter and.laughter more typical of a sew- 
ing circle or a meeting of the ladies’ 
guild than of a courtroom where a man

UNION SPOKESMAN SEEN 


(Associated Press.) 
Serious consideretion was given yes- 
terday by Federal Government agencies 
to the problem of restoring peace and 


renewing production in the north sec- 
tor of the bituminous fields. 

Secretary J. J. Davis called in for 
conference all of the Labor Depart- 
ment agents of conciliation who have 
represented it in coa. controversies and 
gave the day to a study of conditions 
they reported, with the possibility ap- 
parent that representatives of the in- 
dustry would be summoned for addi- 
tional discussion. 

The outlook for the calling of sucn a 
meeting was held out more strongly 
when it became known that the Sec- 
retary of Labor late Friday night had 
invited into conference with him the 
spokesmen for the coal miners’ union, 
particularly those from Pennsylvania, 
Ohio and northern West Virginia ter- 
ritory. Among those he talked with 
were John L. Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers; Philip Murray, 
vice president, and Thomas Kennedy, 
secretary; Lee Hall, president of the 
Onio district; P. T. Fagan and James 
Mark, presidents of two union districts 
in Pennsylvania, and Van Bittner, who 
represents tue inion in northern West 
Jirglia. 

All of the union contingent left 
Washington yesterday, declaring that 
they had furnished the Labor Depart- 
ment Chief with the fullest information 
they had upon the prolonged suspen- 
sion of mining which began in that ter- 
ritory last April when the union and 
the mine operators failed to renew &a 
general wage agreement. They said 
they supported, the petition of the 
American Federation of Labor some 
days ago to President Coolidge for the 
calling of a conference between the em- 
ployers and the union for a Congres- 
sional investigation. 

Secretary Davis would give no inti- 
mation of what action h: contemplated 
although the report was persistent that 
the mine operators. and the unions’ 
leaders would be asked to come together 
in Washington. He sought the aid of 
Hugh L. Kerwin, the chief of the de- 
partment’s division of conciliation, and 
the several conciliators most familiar 
with the problem.

TEXAS POLITICAL ROW |

Confirmation of Davis as Suc- 
cessor to H. L. Johnson 
ls Forecast. 


Crystallization of sentiment among | 
those who control the destinies of the | 
Republican party, with reference to the 
attitude of the party organization to- 
ward participation af the negro in 
forthcoming national elections, effected 
recently by a poll of the entire mem- 
bership of the Republican national 
committee, was revealed yesterday 
by Roscoe Conkling Simomns, of Chi- 
cago, nephew of the late Booker T. 
Washington and president of the Lin- | 
coln League, whose principal bailiwick 
is the Second Ward of the Windy City. 

Simmons is yemembered here prin- 
cipally for his single*-handed fight be- 
fore the Republican national commit- 
tee four years ago to defeat a proposi- 
tion to reduce Southern representa- 
tion in national conventions of the 
party, when he succeeded in keeping 
the South fully represented there as 
in the past. A speech of R. B. Craeger, 
national committeeman from. Texas, 
made in October in New Orleans, in 
which he was reported as saying the 
negro occupied only the place of “camp 
follower” in the Republican party, was 
the cause of the poll, to discover what 
part of the committee was in accord 
with the Texan. 


Disagreement With Texan. 


The overwhelming disagreement with | 
the Southern committeeman on the 
subject has indicated the probability of 
a contesting delegation from that State | 
in the Republican national convention | 
n June, opposed to Craeger’s lily- 
whiteism. Simmons, who expressed 
yesterday vigorous opposition to sec- 
tionalizing of the Republican party, in- 
dicate the intention of the Lincoln | 
League to organize to bring men of all 
races into the party in all parts of the 
country, rather than to drive the negro 
out of the party in the South.

the Republican national committee. | 


Republican national .commititeemen | 
from all sections of the country have 
indicated to the head of the Lincoin 
League their lack of sympathy with | 
the views of Craeger, as published in | 
the New Orleans press, “to make ona 
Republican party Southern in prin- 
ciples and ideals.”

With respect to appreciation of men of | 
the negro race and justice to them, in- | 
side the Republican party and outside. | 
you know where my record is, so that 
it is not necessary for me to more than 
refer to it.” 

Confirmation of Benjamin Jefferson 
Davis, of Atlanta, negro Republican 
national committeeman from Georgia, 
as successor to the late Henry Lincoln 
Johnson, tomorrow or Tuesday, was 
forecast by the vigorous expression of 
members of the national committee on | 
the questions raised in the Craeger 
epeech, which showed that the Repub- 
lican national committee, as at present 
constituted, occupies the same position 
on the negro question that it has taken 
during the past four decades. This sen- 
timent was expressed to Simmons by 
National Committeeman Joseph W. Tol- 
bert, of South Carolina, who said: 

“If Iam anything at all I am a Lin- 
coln Republican, and stand for the 
principles he stood for, ane will ever 
stand.”

Who Is Family Head? 
Is Settled by U. S. 


The question as to who is the head 
of a family finally has been settled by 
the Internal Revenue Bureau’s income 
tax regulations. 

The bureau says the head of a fam- 
ily is “an individual who actually sup- 
ports and maintains in one household 
one or more individuals who are close- 
ly connected with him by blood rela- 
tionship, relationship by marriage or 
by adoption and-.whose right to exer- 
cise family control and provide for 
these dependent individuals is based 
upon some moral or legal obligation.” 

The bureau found it necessary to 
make such a ruling as numerous many- 
headed families had been srecorded on 
income tax returns.

$110,000 TO BE PAID | 
FOR LAND ACQUIRED 


Small Addition Yet to Be Ob-. 
tained in Controversy That 
Has Lasted Five Years. 


The five-year controversy over loca- | 
tion of an athletic field for Western 
High School was brought to an end 
yesterday when the District Commis- 
sioners authorized Maj. L. E. Atkins, 
assistant to the Engineer Commissioner, 
to purchase for $110,000 approximately 
four acres from Shannon & Luchs, two 


blocks distant from the _ school 
lying between Reservoir road 
Thirty-eighth, Thirty-ninth 
streets northwest. 

This tract, except two lots not owned 
by Shannon & Luchs, ts included in 
the prospective purchase. Purchase of 
these will add somewhat to the total 
price which, nevertheless, Maj. Atkins 
said, will come well within the $125,000 
appropriated by Congress for purchase 
of the athletic field. 

The price does not come within the 
125 per cent of assessed value set as 
a limit by Congress on nearly all school 
and playground purchases. It is, in 
fact, about 270 per cent of the assessed 
valuation, which is $39,437. But Con- 
gress omitted the 125 per cent restric- 
tion from this appropriation because of 
the difficulty experienced in obtaining 
the land.

Condemnation Too Expensive. 


The commissioners faced a problem | 
in deciding to buy at a price so far | 
above assessed value. Their alternative, 
they believed, was to enter condemna- 
tidn proceedings which they estimated 
would be as costly in the end, if not 
more so, and would further delay plac- 
ing the field in service for two years or 
more. They finally decided that to 
fppease the imaptience of the neighbors 
and patrons of the school was worth 
whatever increased cost immediate pur- 
chase entailed. 

Controversy over the athletic fleld 
site began when the addition to the 
high school building was planned 
about’ five years ago. At that time 
Municipa: Architect A. L. Harris ad- 
vised putting the new structure in|! 
front of the old, closing a street and 
buying part of the holding of the 
House of the Good Shepherd in the 
rear of the school for the athletic field. 


Visitation Property Wanted. 


He was overruled on the ground that 
the 75 feet left in front of the school 
would be insufficient for good appear- 
ance. Then the school faculty and 
friends decided that they wanted part 
of the property of the Visitation Con- 
vent to the south of the school, for the 
field. The convent would not sell and 
the Commissioners would not condemn 
their land. 

There remained only two other possi- 
bilities. One was a tract along Wis- 
consin avenue which could be had for 
a low price but was discarded because 
of the prospective expense of erecting 
a retaining wall and filling, and the 
Shannon & Luchs tract. 

The latter firm of realty operators 
did not want to sell. They wanted to 
develop the land with new residences. 
For two vears they refused to quote a 
price and then quoted $110,000, the 
price accepted by the Commissioners | 
yesterday.

including cancer. 

Scientific men, on examining into the 
facts, arrived at the opinion that can- 
cer itself was not hereditary, although 
a certain susceptibility toward it did 
exist among members of some families. 
Whether this was due to the operations 
of chance or was transmitted from 
parent to offspring was not made clear.

a hereditary characteristic. Mice were | 
used in these experiments for the rea- 
son that human beings could not be 
employed, nor could reliable records of 
cancer relating to men and women be 
obtained over a sufficient number of 
years. Miss Slye’s opinion is that can- 
cer is due to two principal factors: A 
susceptibility which is transmitted 
from one generation to another and to 
some exciting agent such as chronic 
irritation at the particular point where 
the cancer later develops. Medical men 
are not all convinced that Miss Slye’s 
claims are all justified, but her results 
are receiving very careful consideration.

IS CANCER CONTAGIOUS? 


In spite of the fact that physicians 
and nurses have come into intimate 
contact with’ cancer patients for so 
many years and taken no precautions 
against infecting themselves there is no 
recorded instance of one case of cancer 
giving rise to another. 

This is not to say that microbes are 
never found in cancers. Discoveries 
are announced from time to time that 
bacteria have been identified with can- 
cer, but upon full and impartial in- 
vestigation it is always found that these 
parasites have been invaders of the can- 
cer growth—followers rather than pro- 
ducers of the malignant condition. 

Cancers often become infected with 


such microbes as infect wounds of any 
kind and the unpleasant ordors which 
are sometimes associated with cancer 
are due to these accidental contamina- 
tions. Consequently, the precautions to 
be taken by those who come in contact 
with cancer patients are only such as 
‘should be followed with infected 
wounds. | 
There is no occasion to shun a person 
who has cancer, so far as danger of con- 
tracting the disease is concerned. The 
victims need all the sympathy and 
tenderness which can be shown them 
Fear that cancer was contagious has 
sometimes led to unnecessary and un- 
charitable action toward the sick. 


THE FAMILY DOCTOR IN CANCER. 


The family doctor is the key man in 
the control of cancer. 

It is to him that a person should go 
for diagnosis and treatment. If the 
family physician is not certain of the 
diagnosis, he should not wait, but tefer 
the patient to some other physician or 
to a hospital or clinic where special fa- 
cilities exist for the examinations which 
are required. 

It is no reflection upon the family 
physician when he can not himself 
make a diagnosis in cancer, for the 
disease takes so many forms and af- 


| fects people in so many ways that it 
'is sometimes impossible, even with the 
| best equipment, skill and experience, to 


be certain of the trouble. There is 
an old saying and a true one to the 


effect that the more simple the diag- 


nosis the more fatal the case. The 
reason for this lies in the fact that ad- 


vanced cases of cancer present symp- 
toms which are unmistakable, whereas 
newly formed cancers in certain loca- 
tions may present few or no symptoms. 

The family doctor in cancer should 
be the patient’s guide, philosopher and 
friend. He is familiar with all the 
resources in his region of the country 
which can be turned to the advantage 
of his patients. He should be suspic- 
ious of cancer upon the slightest evi- 
dence, and he should be firm in the 
instruction he gives as to treatment. 
Being a practitioner of medicine and 
not a surgeon, he may not be able to 
perform the operation, if one is re- 
quired, but he should know the quali- 
fications of those who can do so with 
the greatest skill. He should be aware 
of the pitfalls which He in the field 
of. quackery and be able to guide his 
patients away from them.

Some try home remedies, others put 
their faith in the advice of persons who 
know little or nothing about this sub- 
ject. It is surprising to see how many 
persons are ready to stake their lives 
upon the prescriptions of old women, 
Indians, quack doctors and gypsies. 

A typical home remedy reposed in the 
form of a written recipe in the back of 
a family cook book for several genera- 
tions. It consisted of white arsenic and 
@ number of herbs which were without 
medicinal properties. It was the arsenic 
which produced the effect, and the ef- 
fect was not always beneficial, Oy any 


means. Yet the older it grew, the 
browner and more tattered the paper 
became, the more valuable the recipe 
was held to be. At best, it could be 
used only for external cancers. The fact 
applies to nearly all home remedies, and 
external cancers constitute only 3 per 
cent of all the fatal cases of this. dis- 
ease. If the public could but know the 
pain, disfigurement and misery pro- 
duced by so-called home remedies for 
cancer, the existing superstitution in 
favor of them would disappear. 

The testimony which people offer to 
prove that cancers have been cured by 
home remedies and the recipes of old 
Indians and gypsies is utterly unreli- 
able. Often the condition treated was 
not cancer at all. 


DELAYS ARE FATAL IN CANCER. 


It has been well said that every can- 
cer is at first a miniature tumor, and 
at that time but little more difficult 
to cure than a splinter or the sting 
of an insect. 

If a little cancer was as painful as 
a sting, many people would go promptly 
to a physician, and so be made well. 
But at first there is no pain or incon- 
venience. The symptoms develop grad- 
ually. Suspicion is not aroused that 
there is anything much the matter. 

On the theory that the trouble is 
trifling and will disappear if:left alone, 
the patient delays calling in medical 
help. It is surprising to find how many 
persons shave long been aware that 
something was wrong with them before 
they have gone to a physician about 
it. But every day counts. When at 
last something has to be done, it is 
often too late, 


It is desirable to treat all diseases 
in thelr early stages, but in no affection 
is it e necessary than in cancer. 
Thegihe er is like that of a fire. At 
first there is but a spark which can 
readily be extinguished. As the flames 
spread, the fire becomes more and more 
unmanageable. At last a conflagration 
develops, and extinction is no longer 
within human power. 

What should be done when a person 
thimks he or she has cancer is well 
illustrated by the cas@of a lady who 
is now reaching a ripe old age in New 
England. Many years ago her suspi- 
cion became aroused that she had can- 
cer. Within an hour she was at the 
hospital demanding an examination. 
The next day she was operated upon 
for cancer of the breast. She has been 
well satisfied with the result, and has

STOCK MARKET SALES 
OET SATURDAY RECORD 


Prices of Many Issues Forced 
_Up $1 to Nearly $9 a 
Share in Trading. 


TICKER’ IS FAR BEHIND 


New York, Dec. 3 (A.P.).—The bulls 
of Wall street, charging into the stock 
market today with a host of buying 
orders, forced up prices of many issues 
$1 to nearly $9 a share, and set a new 
Saturday record for total sales, approxti- 
mating 1,499,800 shares. Although there 
was some heavy selling toward the end 
of the session, it did not become gen- 
eral, ‘ 

The enormous volume of trading 
proved a powerful handicap to an ex- 
periment which exchange officials had 
hoped would speed up ticker quotations 
16 to 20 per cent. When the 11 o’clock 
sales were printed on the tape with 
only the last figures and fractions of 
quotations, the ticker was 22 minutes 
behind the market. At noon the tape 
was quoting transactions of 17 minutes 
before, but because of huge orders just 
before the close, it was 28 minutes 
before the final quotations appeared on 
the tape. 

The innovation caused much confu- 
sion in brokerage houses, where it be- 
came necessary to refer to standing 
tables and newspapers to confirm com- 
plete figures. Although the plan had 
been given wide publicity, numerous 
telephone calls to the stock exchange 
reported “tickers out of order.” 

At the exchange, however, it was re- 
ported unofficially that the test was 
apparently successful, and that under 
the usual plan of operation eight to 
ten minutes more would have been re- 
quired to clear up quotations on the 
heavy final dealings. 

The first stock quotation to be 
printed in the abbreviated form was 
“Atchison, 9,” indicating a sale at $199 
a share. One old-time trader remarked 
that this reminded him ‘of conditions 
30 years ago when, on April 19, 1897, 
Atchison common touched a low of 
$9144 a share, 

Bull traders based their operations on 
investment demand arising out of De- 
cember 1 disbursements to investors, 
renewed circulation of merger rumors 
and expectations that the introduction 
of the new Ford would stimulate busi- 
ness in general. These factors, how- 
ever, were confronted by cautionary ad- 
vices issued by many of the conserva- 
tive firms. 

Buyers of railroad shares apparently 
paid little attention to reports of de- 
clining gross revenues and freight traf- 
fic. Carriers paying established divi- 
dends were in chief demand, notably 
Atchison, Atlantic Coast Line, Balti- 
more & Ohio, Delaware & Hudson, 
“Soo” Line, Northern Pacific and other 
similar systems, 

Many industrial shares were bought 
at new high prices, including American 
Agricultural Chemical preferred, Nash 
Motors, Nevada Copper, Coty, and sev- 
eral others. Greene Cananea Copper, 
reached a new high record of $115 a 
share, but in the last few minutes the 
price broke to $106.

N keeping with the, ever-increasing 
public ‘interest in the ‘great’ fall

The. receipts from. aduit spectators 
goes. into a-fund with which to carry 
on the other sports of the scholastic 
year, such as basketball, baseball and

the term in“June. 


While it is true that. the.attend- 
ance at. the ‘Tech-Central classic 
has dropped off to some extent in 
late years, this has been more than 
made up by the .greater interest 
shown by high school. followers in 
the other games of the series and 
never was this more clearly dem- 
onstrated than this season, when 
the’ Eastern-Central contest at- 
tracted nearly .as many fans as 
the so-called classic, and the 
crowds at every game were con- 
Sistently good. 


The series was run off smoothly and 
the competition was keen enough to 
satisfy any one, as but two of the ten 
contests were one-sided, and the win- 
ner, or better, the winners of the title, 
were in doubt until the final game of the 
series. 

The local high schools are fortunate 
in having an official of such high stand- 
ing as Paul Magoffin to handle the 
series games. Magoffin has been handling 
the series for many years. and both 
coaches and players have’ utmost confi- 
dence in him.: Magoffin works the high 
school games chiefly because he is in- 
terested in high school athletics here 
and the game he has served as player 
and official. His interest has done con- 
siderable to better the grade of loca! 
scholastic football. 

After such a start in the athletic 
work of the schools, it seems a banner 
year: is ahead. but, due to the fact that 
no school possesses a.gymnasium or 
basketball court suitable to stage the 
basketball series next on the program, a 
great amount of the football procgeds 
on hand is expended on this account 
and the. series of ten double-headers 

recently played in the spacious Arcade 
Auditorium, does well to ‘show any bal- 
ance at its ‘close.

COLTS WIDOW PROTESTS 
DIVISION OF U. 9, FUND 


She and Children Get Little, 
She Writes Premier; Others 
Will Inherit Bulk. 


PARENTS RECEIVE MOST 


Marseilles, Dec. (A.P.).— American 
generosity appears to have failed to 
bring the solace intended to the widow 
of Capt. Francis Coli, companion of 
Charles Nungesser in an ill-fated at- 
tempt to cross the Atlantic by air last 
May. 

Mme. Coli is deeply dissatisfied with 
the apportionment of the Coli family 
share of the fund subscribed in America 
for the Nungesser-Coli families. The 
apportionment was completed recently 
and Mme. Coli is starting an active 
campaign of protest. She has written 
a long and bitter letter to Premier Poin- 
care, expressing the hope that he will 
give consideration to the situation, in 
which she has been placed. She desires 
that the French government compen- 
sate in some form for what she alleges 
to be injustice on the part of the com- 
mittee handling the fund. 

The committee allotted 593,000 
francs (roughly, $23,720) to CoH’s 
mother and father, and 97,000 francs 
(roughtly, $3,880) each to the window 
and three children, which represents a 
monthly income of $20 apiece. 

Another thing which rankles the 
widow is the French law governing in- 
heritances. By this at the death of 
Coli’s father and mother, what is left 
of the 593,000 francs must be divided 
into two equal portions, one going to 
Coli’s brother, who, she says, doesn’t 
need it, the other being divided again 
among three daughters. 

Altogether, she claims that the ob- 
ject of the subscribers—to try to remedy 
the injustice of fate by making easier 
the lot of their bereaved families—has 
hardly been attained in the apportion- 
ment. The fiyers’ mothers were consis- 
tently kept in the foreground, while 
she, the widow, and her children, were 
kept in the background. She asks if 
their American benefactors ever knew 
of the existence of herself and her 
children. 


Chinese Students Kill 


Five Anticommunists 


Shanghai, Dec. 3 (A.P.).—Four hun- 
dred students of Sun Yat Sen Univer- 
sity stormed a cotton mill at Hankow, 
which had dismissed several women 
workers, and dragged five antired union 
officials into the open and shot them, 
it is reported from Hankow. 

The shooting is said to have occurred 
in the presence of armed police who 
did not interfere. 

A recrudescence of Communistic ac- 
tivities is seen and it is reported that 
the Communists are organizing an 
armed corps to bring about another 
reign of terror.

The bishop accordingly instructed

NG, [BELGIAN ROADS YIELD 
‘PROFIT FOR FIRST TINE 


Success of Quasi-Private 
Ownership May Change 
Postal Control. 


PHONES ALSO INVOLVED 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Brussels, Dec. 3.—So successful has 
been the first year of Belgium’s experi- 
ment with quasi-private instead of 
Government ownership of the railroads, 
into which the country was forced by 
the financial panic of a year ago, that 
the postoffice, telephone and telegraph 
system is destined soon to be taken 
out of the ineffectual hands of the 
state. 

The whole system, which potentially 
is a gold mine, yielded more than 50,000- 
000 francs (about $1,400,000) last year 
although the railroads never before 
yielded anything. With the Socialists 
out of the cabinet and a member of the 
Liberal party head of the department 
it is expected that M. Franqui, the 
“old fox” of Belgian finance and veri- 
table dictator of the country’s financial 
policy, will seize the opportunity to 
give the theory of public ownership an- 
other body blow, making the postal and 
telegraph system yield real money. 

For the first time in history the rail- 
ways were an asset instead of a liabil- 
ity. From September, 1926 to June, 
1927, receipts of 3,325,000 francs 
(about $65.100) loomed against expen- 
ditures 6f 1,890,000 francs. 

The company is completely autono- 
mous. The king appoints the twenty- 
one directors, five of whom really are 
in charge. Two of these are old-time 
functionaries of the government roads, 
two are business men and one is a rep- 
resentative of the railroad men’s unions. 
The three latter are compelled to band 
together to force innovations down the 
throats of the old-timers.

The mine is in the 
area affected by the I. W. W. strike of 
coal miners in Colorado.

THE STATES IN THE SENATE, 


Before the Senate can expect to trans- 
act business it must dispose of the ques- 
tion raised by the attempt to exclude two 
senators-elect, who stand at the door 
with authentic credentials. 

The States of Illinois and Pennsy]- 
Vania are entitled to two senators each, 
before the Senate transacts any business 
whatever. The first duty of the Senate 
tomorrow is to receive the credentials of 
newly elected senators and administer 
the oath to all senators-elect who present 
themselves. The Senate is not constitu- 
tionally organized for its duties in the 
Seventieth Congress until new senators 
are admitted. 

Missouri, represented in part by Sen- 
ator Reed, is expected to challenge the 
right of Illinois and Pennsylvania to have 
two senators from the hour of organiza- 
tion. Will a majority representing other 
States deny to Illinois and Pennsylvania 
their equal rights in the Senate? 

Questions of the highest importance 
might confront thé Senate at the begin- 
ning of a new Congress. A declaration 
of war might be pending. It is the con- 
. stitutional right of every State to have 
two senators on the floor to represent it 
in all matters, great or small. 

Senators having regard for the Con- 
stitution and their oath will do well to 
consider whether they have the right to 
vote to exclude the representative of any 
State, for any reason whatever. The 
Senate has no jurisdiction over Frank L. 
Smith and William 8S. Vare until they are 
sworn in. They are private citizens. If 
their right to be senators is challenged, 
or if they should be expelled, the Senate 
can ascertain the facts after they have 
taken their seats. Refusal to seat these 
- senators-elect would be equivalent to con- 
viction before trial. 

Some of the senators are said to be 

afraid to oppose a motion to exclude be- 
cause rivals in their home States stand 
ready to accuse them of condoning “cor- 
ruption” in Illinois and Pennsylvania. 
These senators may be wondering 
whether it is not best for their selfish 
interest to sacrifice Smith and Vare, and 
trample upon the rights of Illinois and 
Pennsylvania, rather than face embar- 
rassing opposition when their own time 
comes for seeking reelect on. 
_ What is the country to think of a sen- 
- ator who in his heart knows that his con- 
stitutional duty is to admit all senators- 
’ elect bearing proper credentials, and yet 
votes to exclude some of them because he

WASHINGTON MONUMENT. 


The thousands of Americans who visit 
the Washington Monument and admire 
the view of the surrounding hills from its 
windows under the capstone assume, of 
course, that the structure is complete. 
But that is an erroneous supposition, as 
there is still one stone lacking to finish 
the “interior decoration” of the shaft. If 
the State of Idaho, which is the dilatory 
sister, will send her granite contribution 
to make the forty-eighth “State stone” in 
time to have it accented bv the 4th of 
next March, exactly 80 years will have 
passed between the day the corner stone 
was laid in 1848 and the date of the com- 
pletion of the memorial. 

The Monument was begun by an asso- 
ciation that endeavored to collect suf- 
ficient funds with which to erect the 
shaft through voluntary contributions. 
But after building to a height of 110 feet, 
which was in 1854, six years after the 
corner stone was set, work ceased owing 
to the exhaustion of funds. Twenty-two 
years later, in 1876, the Government took 


over the project and the capstone was \ 


set on December 6, 1884. The Monument 
was dedicated February 21, 1885, but was 
not thrown open to the public until Octo- 
ber 9, 1888. Since which date the States, 
one after another, have furnished 47 
stones to be set within the shaft. The 
forty-seventh came from New Mexico 
and was accepted by President Coolidge 
on December 2. Idaho is today the only 
State that has not honored the Father of 
‘His Country by contributing a stone to 
the Monument. 


“ENDLESS CHAIN” FRAUDS. 


Postmaster General New appears in- 
disposed to permit enterprising gentle- 
men with well-digestec schemes for “‘get- 
ting rich quick” to accumulate fortunes 


by misuse of the mails. There is the case. 


of the Tribond Sales Corporation, of New 
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Federal Trade Commission. ‘In order 
that the:concern might not hesitate upon 
the order of ceasing, but desist at once, 
Mr. New called into operation the per- 
suasive power of a “fraud order.” The 
Tribond concern endeavored to halt the 
Postmaster General by applying for a 
writ of certiorari. But the United States 
Supreme Court denied the application, 
and thus sustained Mr. New. 

According to Horace J. Donnelly, So- 
licitor of the Postoffice Department, the 
decision has far-reaching effect; and will 
enable the department to protect the pub- 
lic against fraud through the endless 
chain method of merchandising, which 
“runs from golf balls to automobiles for 
men and from kitchenware to lingerie for. 
women, Italian villas not excepted.” 

Complaints against these endless chain 
schemes were received by the Postoffice 
Department from State authorities, trade 
bodies, merchants, manufacturers and 
individual victims. 

“In the Tribond scheme,” the Depart- 
ment explains, “the lure was the hope of 
getting $10 worth of hosiery for. $1. 
Each chance-taker was, however, first 
required to hazard the sum of $4 for 
four coupons. But before each adven- 
turer even up to the fifteenth link in the 
chain of this lone scheme could win the 
$10 prize additional investors to the 
number of 1,549,681,956, which is around 
the total population of the entire earth, 
would have to be found to advance the 
stupendous sum of $4,649,045,868.” 

This is the second time that the Post- 
office Department has halted the “‘endless 
chain” scheme for’ selling merchandise. 
The first was about ten years ago. 


GOV. SMITH ON PROHIBITION. 


The first declaration made by Gov. Al- 
fred E. Smith, of New York, on the sub- 


ject of prohibition since he became a. 
definite figure in connection with ‘the | 
Democratic nomination for the Presi- | 
dency is not surprising to his friends, 


although it may be disturbing to his en- 
emies. Gov. Smith accepts respect and. 
obedience to law as so obvious a truth 
as to merit no lengthy discussion, but he 
insists that the right of organized oppo- 
sition can not be denied, whether the 
questions on which opinions differ be 
within or without the law. 

Gov. Smith’s statement on this subject 
is thoroughly in keeping with his acts, 
which Mrs. Carrie Chapman. Catt de- 
scribed, following the governor’s re- 
marks, as “honest and fair and square.”’ 
It is just what he might have been ex- 
pected to say on the subject. The New 
York chief executive has never made any 
effort to hide his disagreement with the 
principles of the eighteenth amendment, 
nor has he, except in the eyes of his en- 
emies, ever encouraged violation or nulli- 
fication. In this respect he has the com- 
pany of millions of citizens throughout 
the United States. 

The fact that there are those who now 
wish to still all criticism of the 
eighteenth amendment is an indication 
that the growing resentment against this 
legislation is worrying those who 
brought it about. There is certainly 
nothing in the traditions of this country 
that forbids opposition to public prin- 
ciples or policies. The law, while it is 
law, commands obedience, but this fact 
does not protect it from amendment or 
repeal whenever the people wish ‘to act. 
The enactment of legislation to meet new 
and changing conditions is essential, and 
the repeal of laws that have not served 
their purpose is equally vital. Every 
citizen has the right to challenge the 
wisdom of the eighteenth amendment or 
any other law. ~The right to amend or 
repeal is as undeniable as the right to 
enact. | Gov. Smith does the people a 
good service when he emphasizes their 
rights. 


SEEKING FARM RELIEF. 


Secretary Jardine makes clear in his 
report the difference between actual: and 
political farm relief. There is no deny- 
ing that the agricultural situation in the 
United States can be improved, but there 
is a decided difference between uneco- 
nomic nostrums and practicable plans. 
As Secretary Jardine points out, there 
must be mutual effort in order to arrive 
at a solution. The farmer can not ex- 
pect the Government to take all of his 
troubles off his hands while he continues 
to practice methods that have fallen be- 
hind the times.

Money taken from the Treas- 
ury must be replaced. Increased Federal 
taxation would prove as distasteful to 
the farmers as to any other group. 


A QUESTION OF AUTHORSHIP. 

The; *4 controversy about the authen- 
ticity ot the lines on transubstantiation, 
attributed for so long to Queen Elizabeth, 
has been revived of late in the columns of 
the London.Times, and very learned let- 
ters have appeared pro and con without, 
as far as one can see, bringing a solution 
of the problem any nearer. 

It was, it appears, Sir Richard Baker 
who, in his “Chronicle” published in 
1643, gave the Elizabethan tradition its 


popular book; and it went through nine 
editions before the end of the seven- 
teenth century. Addison speaks of Sir 
Roger de Coverley as a frequent reader 
and quoter of the “Chronicle,” which al- 
ways lay in his hall window, and later in 
the eighteenth century, Fielding repre- 
sents it as part of the furniture of Sir 
Thomas Booby’s country house. Any 
statement of a specific fact which it con- 
tained, even if prefaced, as in this case 
it is, by an “it is said,” would be likely 
to gain currency and wide credence. 
Baker is backed up by Heylyn who, in 
his “Ecclesia Restaurata” published in 
1660, gives substantially the same ac- 
count, and introduces it by the clause, 
“There goes a story.” _

AN OLD DISPUTE. 

The discussion of the new silver coin- 
age in Great Britain has brought back to 
public memory long forgotten feuds and 
quarrels connected with the designers of 
coins and medals in other days. Nearly 
every one regrets the disappearance of 
Pistrucci’s noble “George,” used for the 
sovereign and the crown of George IV, 
the latter of which pieces was described 
by Denon, director of the French mint, 
as “the handsomest coin in Europe.” 

Pistrucci, a native of Rome resident in 
England, was in his own day. the central 
figure around which raged a fierce and 
long-lasting ‘controversy. It had its ori- 
gin in a rivalry between Pistrucci and 
William Wyon for the position of chief 
engraver to the mint. Wyon won out, 
and was subsequently elected to the Acad- 
emy. Partisans of each unleashed their 
fury in the columns of the London Times. 
Not only was artistic incompetence 
charged, but also moral obliquity. The 
dispute, begun in 1817, was at its height 
in 1838, and as Victoria had ascended the 
throne in the previous year, she was 
naturally a great asset and was duly 
dragged in. A partisan of Wyon wrote 
thus: 3 


Instead of a licentious and unfeeling 
king, we have a young queen, whose 
sympathy for the humblest of her subjects 
has been frequently evinced, and whose 
desire to encourage English art and Eng- 
lish enterprise appears to increase with 
her increasing years. 


Nothing daunted, an adherent of the 
Italian came back with the taunt that 
Pistrucci had found “the coins issued 
from the English mint the worst pro- 
ductions of modern times,” and added the 
boast that he had “left them the best and 
all but fit to take their place amongst the 
most beautiful coins of Greece.’” 

Strange to say, the brunt of the attack 
on Pistrucci on the artistic side fell on

The correspondence ran its bitter 
course for along time. It was eventually 
terminated by the dogmatic declaration 
of the Times:

Wayne B. Wheeler 
was remarkably successful in his chosen 
mission. No one of exactly his type 
is available to replace him. ‘The 
credit for the accomplishments of the 
Antisaloon League before Congress 
must be given to Mr. Wheeler. He him- 
self might have had difficulty in the face 
of present conditions, and it stands to 
reason that his successor will have more.

Frank L. Smith During His 
Campaign for the Nomina- 
tion and Election to the U.S. 
Senate From Illinois, About 
Faces When Senator-Elect’s 
Right to Seat in That Body 
Is Questioned—Declares 
That Legality May Be Dis- 
puted, but Refusal to Seat on 
Other Grounds Would Estab- 
lish a Dangerous Precedent.

| The Globe-Democrat is an independent 
-mewspaper and the largest paper pub- 
, shed in the State of Missouri. 


A phase 
of the situation is due to the fact that 
the Globe-Democrat admittedly opposed 
Frank, L. Smith as a candidate in the 
Illinois primaries in 1926. It violently 
opposed him for the election. 

When Smith presented his credentials 
as senator-designate to fill the vacancy 
created by the death of Senator Mc- 
Kinley, the Globe-Democrat supported 


\the Reed resolution, denying to the 


penator-designate the right to take the 
oath of office. 


It is quite evident that after study 
of the Constitution and the denial to 
his State full representation as guaran- 
teed by the Constitution, the Globe- 
Democrat saw in this question some- 
thing far more reaching than the in- 
terest of Frank L. Smith; saw that to 
deny to the sovereign State of Illinois 
full representation would be to estab- 
lish a precedent dangerous to our 
country. 

The editorial published on Novem- 
ber 25 follows: 

“When the new Congress meets next 
month Frank L. Smith, senator-elect 
from Illinois, will again present himself 
for admission to that body; and this 
time his application will be supported 
by a special committee, authorized by 
a joint resolution of the last legislative 
assembly of the State of Illinois, which 
will on behalf of the legislature demand 
@ recognition of the right of Iilinois 
to full representation in the Senate 
and the admission of Smith as the rep- 
resentative duly elected by the people 
of that State. 

“This will put the case on a some- 
what different footing from that on 
which the Senate refused to admit 
Smith last winter. He came then as a 
representative to the Senate appointed 
by the Governor of Illinois to succeed 
the late William B. McKinley. He will 
come now as a senator elected by 
the people of Illinois, and his right 
to a seat has been formally de- 
clared by the body that is presumed 
to represent the thought and feeling 
and power of the State. No claim has 
been set up that his election was illegal. 
The charges on which the Senate based 
its rejection grew out of the primary 
campaign for the senatorial nomina- 
tion. ‘The people,’ says the legislative 
committee in a statement just pub- 
lished, ‘were fully and thoroughly ad- 
vised on all issues and charges growing 
out of the primary election. When the 
voters approached the polls they were 
intelligently advised of the respective 
merits of the three candidates.” And 
with full Knowledge they elected Smith 
by an overwhelming plurality. 

“If then he has the qualifications 
prescribed by the Constitution, as to 
which there is no question, and was 
legally elected, which is also unquestion- 


-* Qed, can the Senate legally deny him 


admission? It is a serious question 
that goes to the roots of our system 
of government. The Globe-Democrat 
strongly opposed the nomination and 
the election of Mr. Smith. It did not 
think and it does not now think that 
he is a proper man to serve as repre- 
sentative in the Senate. But the people 
Of Illinois have deliberately chosen him. 
Has the Senate the constitutional right 
to deny him admission? 

“The Constitution declares that ‘no 
State, without its consent, shall be de- 
prived of its equal suffrage in the 
Senate’ This equality of representation 
is a fundamental principle of the Con- 
stitution. And it also prescribes that 
the senators shall be elected by the 
people of the respective States. That 
election is a sovereign right which can 
not be removed or abridged without 
amendment of the Constitution. The 
Senate, of course, may question the 
legality of such an election, but if it 
is legal we are unable to see upon 
what authority it can render the elec- 
tion invalid. It is true that it is made 
the judge of the qualifications of its 
members, but if this can apply to any 
qualifications not required by, the Con- 
stitution, and authorize the Senate to 
refuse admission upon any reason of 
disqualification that it chooses to agree 
upon, then it certainly possesses a power 
that is inconsistent with the right of 
the States to Select and to elect their 
own representatives. Although we 
would entirely sympathize with the feel- 
ing that prompted the action, we be- 
lieve that to refuse admission to Mr. 
Smith, assuming him to have been 
legally elected, would establish a most 
dangerous precedent, and would lodge 
in the Senate an arbitrary power that 
it is inconceivable could have been 
contemplated by the makers of the Con- 
stitution.”

Writer Issues Warning Against 
Permitting Courts of the 
Land to Be Ruled by Opin- 
ions Merely, Especially in 
Insanity Cases Where in the 
District of Columbia Some 
6,881 Cases Have Been Tied 
Recently, Unlawfully Com- 
mitting Most to St. Eliza- 
beth’s Hospital. 


To The Editor of The Post—Sir: In 
your editorial of November 23d, on “The 
Insanity Plea,” you touch upon « mat- 
ter which is becoming more important 
than the majority of people realize. 

At the afternoon session of the Na- 
tional Crime Commission conference 
here November 4, the psychiatrists 


advocated a trial by a jury of alienists 
for criminals. They freely criticized the 
judges and the legal fraternity in gen- 
eral for not falling in line more readily 
with their suggestions of how such cases 
should be handled. 

It has taken humanity countless ages 
to obtain trials which are based on 
law (written and common law) and 
upon the facts. When we digress 
from trial on the law and the facts then 
we wander into the realm of supposi- 
tion. Opinions can be as varied as 
there are holders of opinions. Condi- 
tions are quite chaotic enough without 
giving up the definite basis of trial 
upon the law and the facts. 

Prof. Andrew Bruce, of the North- 
western: University of Chicago, who 
spake that afternoon at the Crime 
Commission conference, admonished 
the experts to. get together on the 
meaning of the terms they use. He 
stated that “paranoia” meant one thing 
in Massachusetts and something else 
quite different in Chicago. 

We have here in the District of Co- 
lumbia some 6,881 cases of persons tried 
for lunacy between July 3, 1913, and 
November 14, 1927, (cases No. 5056 to 
No. 11937) in which the commitment of 
most of these sent to St. Elizabeths 
Hospital has been illegal. When I say 
illegal I mean unlawful and not in con- 
formity with the law. 

The code here says distinctly that 
there ar: only two classes of persons 
eligible to hospitalization in St. Eliza- 
beths Hospital. These are: 1, “Indigent 
insane persons,” and 2, “Insane per- 
sons with homicidal c. otherwise dan- 
gerous tendencies.” No provision is 
made fcr any other cases. ‘et in de- 
fiance of the Constitution hundreds of 
persons have bern deprived of liberty 
and of hundreds of *"* ousands of dol- 
lers’ worth of rroperty »pon the opin- 
ions of experts, wren thes. did not con- 
form to tre law. 

Expert opinions have already replaced 
the written la\. here in the District of 
Columbia, and, furthermore, two bills 
introduced in the last session of Con- 
gress would deprive us entirely of the 
right to Fe t>*-en ir » court or before 
a judge when cC:prived of our liberty 
In:tead of « -urt action they would rxe- 
place ‘““.e mere opinions of those who 
happen to get hold of us. 

When “ ‘s touches upon our rights 
to our liberty and our rroperty and does 
away with the ‘uarantees of the Con- 
stitution, it is time to halt ana look and 
listen! 

We have had plenty of examples of 
courts in i..> ~.3st being given over to 
mere opinions. There was the burning 
of our own witches, which is not far re- 
moved as the tribunal of the Santa Fe, 
wen the ‘ . ‘nisitors were given f -: 
1eim to deal with persons and property 
on the ground of mere opinions. Courts 
thus wandering from the law and the 
facts . 1ve placed upon record some of 
the darkest chapters of history. 

It is well for us to stick to .or Aon 
sense, instead of handing over our 
r'thts to any cult, sect or group of per- 
sons, no m<-‘tter . hich they may 
value their powers of conclusions in 
the realm of mere suppositions on ovr 
mental state.

ment “the Congress shall have power 
to limit, regulate and prohibit the labor 
of persons under 18 years of age.” 

By section 2 “the power of the sev- 
eral States is unimpaired by this ar- 
ticle except that the operation of 
State laws shall be suspended to the 
extent necessary to give effect to legis- 
lation enacted by the Congress.” 

If this proposed amendment with 
respect to child labor is grafted into 
the Constitution, Congress would 
possess unlimited power over labor of 
all children under the age of 18 years. 

Every time the people forget the 
fundamental idea that each community 
should solve its own police problems 
and first make every effort to help 
themselves before calling on the Na- 
tional Government for help, they are 
endangering the sacred right of local 
self-government. 

Before adding other amendments to 
the Constitution it might first be well 
for the American people to give serious 
thought and mature consideration to 
the prophetic warning heretofore so 
often given by others and especially 
to that particular one made by Mr. 


Supreme Court while a United States 
Senator from Utah, before the Ameri- 
can Bar Association in 1912, as to what 
the probable effect of the loss of the 
binding force of the Constitution 
might mean through the shattered 
faith of the people. Mr. Justice Suth- 
erland was quoted as having said: 

“To the thoughtful student of law 
and government the great principles 
of the Constitution, as old as the 
struggle for human liberty, are as 
nearly eternal as anything in this 
mutable world can be. We do not out- 
grow them any more than we outgrow 
the Ten .Commandments or the endur- 
ing morality of the sermon on the 
Mount. 

“The Constitution did not create the 
Union, but, by making it ‘more r- 
fect’ preserved it from destruction. If 
the present day teachers of vague and 
visionary reform would know the fate 
which will overtake the republic if the 
Constitution, through the shattered 
faith of the people, shall lose its bind- 
ing force, they have but to read the 
history of our country under the 
Articles of Confederation. 

“If, by some unhappy turn of for- 
tune, the Constitution should be 
wrecked, those conditions will be re- 
peated, but intensified in the proportion 
that our population has increased, our 
territory extended and our problems 
have become more numerous and 
intricate. 

“The 48 States into which our im- 
perial domain has finally been rounded,

Cortedipeailent Agrees That 
National Education Associa- 
tion Experts Are Not Quali- 
fied to Express Opinions on 
Farm Situation — Declares|; 
Contact Reveals Rural Life 
Becoming More Attractive 
Than Close Living Condi- 
tions in City. 


To the Editor of The Post—Sir: Your 
editorial of the 30th on “Drift of the 
City,” in which you discredit the re- 
port of the committee of experts of 
the National Education Association is 
absolutely correct. As you well say, 
these experts- know nothing of the 
subject except that which has been 
told them by other experts who have 
satisfied themselves that it is the 
monotony of rural life that accounts 
for the constant drift toward the town. 
Your conclusion that these experts 
know nothing of the subject is borne 
out in the report on the agricultural 
situation by the special committee of 
the Association of Land Grant Colleges 
and Universities submitted in the 
forty-first annual convention of the 
Association of Land Grant Colleges held 
in Chicago, November 15 to 17, 1927. 

This special committee has been in 
direct and intimate contact since 1920 
with the 43 experiment stations lo- 
cated in that many States. These ex- 
periment stations conguct the work of 
a corps of experts from the colleges 
who give their undivided time and 
talents everlastingly to the work of 
aiding the farmer in solving the prob- 
lems of better Seed selection, better 
cultivation, introduction of more 
profitable products for their particular 
States. 

The stations also direct the daily 
work of 3,400 county agents paid by 
the United States and the States, whod. 
spend their time going from farm to 
farm day in and day out in the work 
of improving farm conditions, organiz- 
ing cooperative associations for mar- 
keting the products, and their most 
important and most fruitful work is 
educating the boys and girls on the 
farms. There are now 650,000 boys 
and girls in the 4-H Clubs, who are 
directly interested in pig, sheep, calf 
and chicken clubs. These clubs have 
demonstrated their effectiveness in 
improving farm conditions by the 
numerous prizes of live stock and 
poultry, the girls in sewing, cooking 
and in useful and instructive amuse- 
ments at State and county fairs. 

These and other helpful agencies 
are stimulating a love for the farm. 
If the so-called experts of Education 
Association had made a study on the 
farms or in the rural’ centers they 
could readily find mighty agencies at 
work which are making farm life far 
more attractive than the movies, jazz 
dances and the close Hving conditions 
of many of the city dwellers. 

The report of this special committee 
which should be in the hands of every 
public official, especially of the mem- 
bers of Congress well says, “With the 
great expansion in industry and the 
increasing output per worker in agri- 
culture” some decrease is to be ex- 
pected in the proportion of the total 
population of the country living on 
farms. The report emphasized. the ills 
from which the farming industry is suf- 
fering—high taxes, State and county; 
while national taxes are being decreased 
there is none in State and county and 
the assessment of farm properties is out 
of proportion to other effects; shrink- 
age in value of farm capital and the 
small percentage received by the pro- 
ducer of what the consumer pays. This 
difficulty is gradually being remedied in 
sections of the country and in par- 
ticular farm products, by cooperative 
organizations which not only sell their 
product as a whole but impféve the 
quality of the product, minimize the 
cost of handling, and secure fair prices 
without extra cost to consumers, simply 
cutting out much of the huge profits 
of the middlemen. 

It may be well to say that the De- 
partment of Agriculture in its work 
for real farm improvement through the 
land-grant colleges and its many other 
agencies is paying the Nation hand- 
some dividends on every dollar invested.

Colonial Days Recalled. | 


In the lower room at the club are | 
photographs of colonial houses and | 
gardens by Frances Bejanmin Johnston, 
who held an interesting exhibition last 
year in George Washington University 
of Old World chateaux and Italian | 
gardens. This time the houses and | 
gardens belong to America, and many 
of them are in and around Fredericks- 
burg, Va. 

Miss Johnston has done something 
valuable and interesting. She has 
photographed the old houses and gar- 
dens of Fredericksburg for an historical 
record, which. will be preserved in the 
archives of the town. So many of the 
old landmarks were disappearing that 
quite systematically she went around 
taking the photographs of even the| 
humble houses, which were mostly 
rather tumbled down. 

This was done for Mrs. D. B. Devore, 
of Washington, who has bought Chat- 
ham Manor, built in 1721. Mrs. Devore 
has restored Chatham Manor and has 
replanted the gardens, making them as 
similar as possible to the original. She 
has planted splendid box trees, which 
give the garden the atmosphere of for- 
mer days. The interior has also been 
restored and the house made redolent 
of the past. Chatham Manor is con- 
sidered one of the finest and most typi- 
cal of the colonial houses, so sought 
after nowadays. Such interest is being 
taken in these old houses that it is 
becoming the fad in New England for 
the possessors of choice houses to throw 
them open to the public on certain 
days, the proceeds often being used to 
restore an old church or for some sort 
of charity. 

Miss Johnston has captured the 
charm and the quaintness of the 
eighteenth century in many of her pho- 
tographs. In the “Garden of Mary 
Washington, Fredericksburg,” there is a 
great deal of this charm, as well as in 
the “Kitchen Garden, Mount Vernon,” 
and in the views of the William Byrd 
estate, and in “Hidden Heath,” near 
Wakefield. There is beauty, combined 
with interest, in the home of Nancy 
Langhorne, Mirador. There are some 
fine views of monumental box on the 
Carter estate and at Castle Hill, Va. 
The house belonging formerly to Basil 
Gordon, at Falmouth, across the river 
from Fredericksburg, is another land- 
mark which has historical interest, for 


made $1,000,000 on the new continent. 

In short, there are. gardens of ro- 
mance, houses of architectural quality 
and interiors full of atmosphere of the 
graciousness of the eighteenth century. 
Perhaps one reason why there is such 
renewed interest in the houses and 
furniture of that century is that the 
men and women had the serenity and 


today in our mad rushing about to ob- 
tain satisfaction for our overstimulated 
nerves. 

Many of the interiors show the old 
mantels, for which their owners paid 
fabulous sums. One such is shown in 
the Italian mantel in the McGrace 
house, which was brought over in 1823. 
Then there is the charming mantel in 
the Federal Hill mansion showing Du- 
four wall paper imported from Paris 
‘about 1850. On each side of the mantel 
is. one of the large, recessed arches 
which were so favored by the colonials. 
There is a delightful play of sunlight 
and shadows over many of the houses 
which adds attractiveness to the photo-

Modern French Art. 


At the Phillips Memorial Gallery there 
is on exhibition a group of paintings 
that will be of tremendous interest to 
the public. It is called ‘Leaders of 
French Painting of Today,” and in- 
cludes Bonnard, Braque, Picasso, Vuil- 
lard, Matisse, Utrille, Andre, Maillol and 
Segonzac. These men stand for the 
most representative work that is being 
produced in France. This means the 
most representative in the world of art. 
For whatever one’s personal opinion 
may be it is true that all the new 
movements have their rise in the 
ateliers of Paris. Many of these move- 
ments have their rise but to fall again, 
but in the meantime they have in- 
fluenced materially the trend of art in 
France, Italy and America. The paint- 
ers mentioned above must be known 
by the student of contemporary art 
if he would keep informed as to what 
is being thought and achieved in our 
own times.

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Lewis P. Clephane, DAs new studio 
at 1801 Columbia road, opened an ex- 
hibition of his paintings Thursday to 
continue until December 15. This is the 
first time in thre: years Commander 
Clephane has publiciy exhibited his 
paintings. The present paintings repre- 
sent, many of them, the resuit of four 
months in Europe last spring and sum- 
mer, when he revisited Italy, Switzer- 
land and France. His former paintings 
cover largely the same localities, and 
in addition, Belgium and Holland, Eng- 
land and Austria. They include water 
colors and oils, landscape and figure 
paintings. He is more successful in the 
landscapes than in the figures, of 
which many are nudes. 

There are over 80 paintings in all 
and show a great range in subject 
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ineriy than at present. There is little 
or nothing of the trend of so-called 
“modern art” in his work. This will 
commend it to many, and doubtiess 
the present exhibition wili find mucna 
favor among many who love to linger 
in retrospect upon what they have seen 
enjoyed in their sojournings 
abroad. 

In “Olid Cloisters, Palermo,” ‘‘Pergola

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Rolle’s Work Lauded. 


A. H. O. Rolle, president of the Lana- 
Scape Club, which is at present holding 
an exhibition in the Mount Pleasant 
Library, is a painter of landscape most- 
ly in and around Washington. He has 
chosen for his favorite subjects views 
of Rock Creek Park. Here he has found 
a fertile field for his work, which is 
sincere, straightforward and with a ca- 
pacity for poetic feeling strongly 
brought out in many of his scenes. The 
scenes in Rock Creek Park are varied, 
ranging from the stark rocks that are 
so important a part of the beauty of 
the park, to the quickly rushing 
streams and the quiet upland mead- 
ows. He has painted the park in the 
white mantle of winter and in the ten- 
der charm of spring, as well as in the 
brilliant colors of the autumn. 

He has the capacity to discover the 
unusual and to choose the picturesque 
bit amid the familiar scene. This is 
the gift that the painter has for the 
layman, and it is most precious. In 
other words, the artist has taken ad- 
vantage of the opportunities at hand 
and has proved them to be worthy of 
being raised to the heights of imagina- 
tive charm. Not all his activities are 
concerned with Rock Creek Park, how- 
ever, and his many scenes along the 
shore of the sea and in various places 
along the Eastern Shore and at Ocean 
City, as for instance, “Boats on the 
Beach,” are lovely in color and excel- 
lent in composition. Mr. Rolle paints 
skies and clouds well. This is not an 
easy feat, as the tendency is to make 
them look “painty,’” which defeats the 
end at the outset. 

Mr. Rolle studies at the Corcoran 
School of Art, but has been his own 
teacher largely. He has painted for 
Many years, and it is interesting to see 
how hfs. way of seeing nature has 
changed. His palette is becoming 
lighter and more brilliant. His work 
is growing stronger and more vital. 
Always a conservative painter, he makes 
others see that which delights his mind. 
His ‘drawing and composition are al- 
ways sound, strong and effective, his 
cOlor tending toward grays, without 
being somber or dull. 7 

He is one of the,best painters of the 
group of which he is president and a 
vital factor._in keeping alive the spirit 
of art in the community. He is inter- 
ested heart and soul in the work that 
the men of the Landscape Club are 
doing, and is more than modest about 
his own work, which, however, speaks 


for itself and its sterling worth. There 


is more of the spirit of fraternity in 
this group-of painters than any other 
in the city, and it is doing more than 
is generally realized to keep alive the 
flame of art.

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New Book on Modernism. 


“Apples and Madonnas,” by C. J. 

Bulliet, director of the Art World 
Magazine of the Chicago Evening Post, 
is a mew book on “modernism” bril- 
liantly written. At times this brilliancy 
tends’ to become the flashes of cheap 
tinsel when the author indulges in 
certain tirades against his pet aver- 
sions. However, the book is a healthy 
tonic for the weakly sentimental 
admirers of academic art. We may not 
be able to go the’ limit with Mr. Bulliet 
in his admiration of modern art, but 
he has written one of the most readable 
and human accounts of the movement 
in art which has come to stay. 
He starts with the statement, “An 
apple by Paul Cezanne is of more 
consequence artistically than the head 
of a madonna by Raphael,” and what 
is more he proves his statement accord- 
ing to his own premise. For from the 
still life paintings by Cezanne, which 
were largely of apples and “kitchen 
furniture,” the whole modern movement 
in art had its rise. 

He traces this movement from the 
early impressionism of Manet and 
Monet through Cezanne, Van Gogh, 
Gauguin, Matisse, Henri Rousseau, 
Marie Laurencin, Kouault, Derain, 
Utrillo and Modligliani to the Ameri- 
can painters Karfiol, Walt Kuhn, James 
Chapin and Marin. 

He says modern art began with the 
early cave men, who first traced the 
outlines of prehistoric animals on the 
| Walls of their caves, and includes the 
| works of the early Greeks and Egyp- 
| tians, the Chinese, Persians and Japa- 
His meaning is that art is the 
expression of emotion and has not to 
do with the representation of objects in 
nature. All the early men of the na- 
tions mentioned strove to express their 
Own feelings and were not especially 
concerned with the appearance of ob- 
jects. This is the line of demarkation. 

The book is tremendously interest- 
ing whether one is enthusiastic for 
modern art or not. Every one who 
wants to Know what the modern move- 
ment is about should read this book, 
Which is vital, although at times un- 
dignified and facetious, but perheps 
this is what the author wanted. At 
any rate, it should be read by the 
conservative especially. It will prove 
an antidote. 


Hoftrup’s Appeal Is Broad. 


An interesting commentary on the 
paintings of Lars Hoftrup, the Swedish- 
American artist, which were exhibited 
last week at the Arts Club, was the 
fact that they were very generally ac- 
claimed by artists of the conservative 
type of mind as well as those of the 
more modernistic trend. There was 


one who saw the paintings. This is 
unusual as they were frankly of the 
more progressive style, but so strong 
was the composition, so vital the con- 
struction, so true and sincere the feel- 
ing beneath them that every real ar- 
uist saw and felt this and consequentl; 
admired them. | 

Mr. Hoftrup is a truly cultured indi- 
vidual, which is rare, even among art- 
ists. Too often many artists are nar- 
row, appreciating only their own art 
and those in harmony with them. Few 
have the cosmopolitan Spirit of Mr. 
Hoftrup, who believes if people would 
only buy the pictures they like, irre- 
spective of what others say, they would 
soon learn to like what is really fine. 
When they live with a certain type of 
paintings they often outgrow this and 
turn to another type. In this way they 


cultivate a true appreciation of the 
fine things in art.

HAT a nation is only as strong as 
its homes is a truism recognized 
by leaders of this and other na- 
tions. Since the enfranchisement of 
women and their establishment as fac- 
tors in the world outside the home, 
they have turned even more than ever 
to their championship of the home. 

Women who have stepped from the 
fireside into the glare of public activi- 
ties have two points of view of the 
nome—from the outside and from tne 
inside, and it is these that have made 
them realize that their duties as citi- 
zens still remain along the lines of 
home and family and children as part 
of the essentials of carrying on the na- 
tion effectively. 

Underwriting the young American 
girl as home and family insurance has 
brought all the women’s organizations 
into close cooperation in their efforts 
to enlist the young girls of today in 
their work for the American home and 
the departments related to it. 

The rallying cry of this nation of 
enfranchised women is, “The home and 
the proper training of future home- 
makers.” This movement is led by 
such organizations as the General Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs, educational 
and patriotic organizations of women, 
and particularly the Girl Scouts of 
America. In these organizations work- 
ing for the safety of the home and 
proper training for home making and 
home maintaining of the young are 
groups of business and professional 
women. 

Shortly after the establishment of the 
American Home Department in the 
General Federation of Women’s Clubs 


it was realized by the clubwomen that 


the intensive work of developing the 
junior department was essential in 
carrying out the plans of the depart- 
ment. 

Many of the clubs and national 
organizations have come to this reali- 
zation. There is a concerted movement 
to support all the organizations of girls 
which look toward effective training 
along this line. 

John Locke pointed out the impera- 
tive need of a sound mind in a sound 
body as an indispensable asset for suc- 
cess nearly 300 years ago, and in this 
aze of hurry and scramble and nerve 
strain any organization which leads the 
way in healthy pleasure and exercise 
and normal recreation, and encourages 
service and work to justify its existence, 
must have the respect of all right 
thinking people who have the welfare 
of the home, the nation and the world 
at heart. 

It is probably for that reason that 
most of the clubwomen of the District 
of Columbia are laying aside their usu- 
al pursuits this week and joining en- 
thusiastically in the campaign being 
carried on by the District of Columbia 
Girl Scouts to obtain a permanent 
camp site and budget to 1930.

weeks ago in this column must be 
resorted to. Of the match proper Capa- 
blanca unburdens himself with this 
somewhat contradictory statement— 
“As to the games of the match, some 
are very good, others are very bad. 
but they are all instructive for first- 
class players.” Which really sums up 
the entire affair very aptly. 

There: can be no doubt that Capa- 
blanca’s defeat was for the good of 
chess. A new champion in any sport 
invariably leads to renewed interest of 
its supporters in it. Alekhine is pos-

SMITHSONIAN GIVEN 
RARE CHINESE BOOKS 


Widow of William Woodville 
Rockhill Presents Library 
to Institution. 


A valuable Chinese library contain- 
ing many rare volumes has just been 
presented to the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion by Mrs. Willian: Woodville Rock- 
hill, widow of the late Minister to 
China, and student of Asiatic lore. 

The library will be placed in the 
Freer Gallery of Art. Among othe! 
rare documents it contains a manu- 
script diary of a Chinese Marco Polo 


of the eighteenth century, T’u-li-ch’en, 


who, during the years 1712 to 1714, 
made an official journey to Turgut and 
recorded his experiences in six vol- 
umes. The volumes will prove of great 
value to the sinologists of the Freer 
Gallery in their studies of Central Asian 
cultures, carried on under the Smith- 
sonian Institution. 

The collector of the. library, Mr. 
Rockhill, died in 1914. Like the diarist 
he was something of an explorer. His 
scholastic interests by predilection in- 
clined toward the Fai East. He was an 
accomplished .linguist and was one of 
the few scholars ever able to converse 
in their own idior. with the Tibetan 
Lamas of highest rank. He wrote sev- 
eral volumes of his travels and explora- 
tions, while his “Life of thé Buddha,” 
derived from Tibetan sources, is the 
classic work on the subject.

PORTRAIT OF MADONNA 
DF RODEN (3 RETURNED 


Miraculous Painting Stolen 
From Pope by Prince in 
Seventeeth Century. 


BACK TO POLISH TOWN 


Koden, Poland, Dec. 3 (A.P.).—The 
Miraculous Madonna of Koden, a por- 
trait which is third in all Polish hearts 
after Our Lady of Czenstochowa and 
Our Mother of Vilne, has been returned 


after an exile of 52 years. It is now in 
the little city in Polish eastern marches 
where she was worshipped by the entire 
population for over two centuries. 

This miraculous picture was stolen by 
Prince Nicholas Sapieha from the Pope 
in the seventeenth century. History says 
that Prince Sapieha went to Rome to 
regain his health. He had heard of the 
miraculous Madonna in the chapel of 
the 'Pope and it is before her altar that 
he decided to take communion before 
addressing prayers for restoring his 
health. The prince suddenly recovered. 

His recovery developed in him an 
unusual devotion for the picture and 
he asked the Pope to give it to him. 
The Pope refused, so Sapieha entered 
the chapel during the night and after 
bribing several monks stole it and 
brought it here to his Podlosie estate, 
whereupon the Pope excommunicated 
him. 

The Madonna became famous at once 
all over the Polish eastern provinces 
and numerous miracles took place in 
the church. In pleading for the papal 
pardon Sapieha argued that the fact 
that miracles took place in Koden 
proved that the Madonna was 
offended by being transported to Po- 
land. The Pope finally 
Sapieha and permitted him and his 
family to maintain the Madonna on 
their family estates. 

he Russian government transported 
it to Czenstocheva in 1875 in order to 
destroy the Catholic influences. of 
Koden. The picture of the Madonna 
remained there until this year, when it 
was sent to Warsaw to be restored by 
the painter John Rutkowski, most 
prominent European conservator of old 
pictures. The ceremony of restituting 
the Madonna to the old church in 
Koden was very impressive. On that 
day 16,000 took communion before the 
miraculous picture.

630-FOOT FREIGHTER

PROSPERITY HELD CAUSE 


The office-building business through- 
out the United States is normal despite 
the millions of square feet of new space 
created by recent building, it is re- 
ported by the National Association of 
Building Owners and Managers, on the 
basis of the October rental survey. As 
a result of the sustained prosperity of 
business and the consequent increase 
in office space requirements, space has 
been absorbed, on the whole, nearly as 
fast as it has been produced, leaving 
the amount of vacant space at 1087 
per cent, which is only slightly above 
the normal figure. The report included 
1,476 office buildings with a rentable 
area in excess Of 111,730,000 square feet 
of space. 

An improvement in space absorption 
is reported by many cities, including 
Atlanta, Ga., Birmingham, Ala., Buffalo, 
N. Y., Cincinnati, Ohio, Denver, Colo., 
Oakland, Calif., Pittsburgh, Pa., St. 
Louis, Mo., Salt Lake City, Utah, San 
Antonio, Tex., and Spokane, Wash. In 
the six months that intervened between 
the May and October surveys made by 
the association, in each of the cities 
named the available supply of space 
decreased. 

The rental situation so far as store 
space is concerned is reported in a 
satisfactory condition. Only three cities 
showed more than 10 per cent vacan- 
cies in store space, and seven cities 
showed vacancies of less than 5 per 
cent. 

Business conditions among the ten- 
ants of office buildings as reflected in 
promptness with which they pay their 
rent is evidently fair, since reports 
from each of the cities rank collections 
from fair to good, and in no case are 
collections designated as ‘‘poor.”

AVIATION WORKS MGHTY 
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Pen. 


CHANGES IN EXPLORATION 


Nobile Hold Airship Superior 
to Plane for Scientific 
Work Over Pole. 


TELLS OF LESSONS GAINED 


Berlin, Dec. 3 (A.P.)—Gen. Nobile 


the Italian airship constructor and 
Arctic aviator, in a lecture on “The Air- 
ship in the Service of Arctic Explora- 
tion,” at the Charlottenburg Poly- 
technic, described how aviation had 
completely revolutionized polar explora- 
tion, pointing out that today it was 
possible to fly from Spitzbergen in six- 
teen hours to the spot which took 
Fritjof Nansen in 1898 three years to 
reach. 

Of the two means of aerial locomo- 
tion, Gen. Nobile gave preference to the 
airship, from which, he said, better 
and more scientific investigations were 
possible than from an airplane, be- 
cause it could be brought to a stand- 
still in midair at a certain height, be- 
sides allowing of a greater radius of 
action. 

From the experiences of his polar 
flight, May 11 to 14, 1926, the speaker 
deduced that to prevent the formation 
of ice on the airship it was necessary 
to cover all metal parts with a thick 
layer of grease and, above all, the pro- 
peller should be rendered immune 
against ice formation. The fatal in- 
fluence of low temperatures on motors 
with gas valves was also to be consid- 
ered. From Spitzbergen, he declared, 
very many important flights could be 
undertaken, provided more appropriate 
bases than now existed were estab- 
lished. 

The lecture was attended by a large 
audience, including Dr. Eckener and a 
numerous representation of government 
Officials, parliamentarians and many 
well-known scientists.

range. The present definition is that 
a double of one No Trump, or of one, 
two or three of a suit, is informatory 
when made at the first opportunity, 
provided the partner of the doubler has 
nt previousiy bid or doubled. It will 
be notc’ that *yere has been no in- 
crease in the original No Trump limita- 
tion. Any double of a bid of two or 
more No Trumps is business today the 
same as slways; but the limit in the 
size of suit-bids that may be doubled 
informatorily has been increased from 
o- > to three, and the limitation that 
the informatory double should apply 
only to original bids has been aban- 
doned. 


By “doubling at the first opportu- 
nity” is meant doubling the first time 
the doubler has the chance to double 
the declaration in question. If a player 
had an opportunit; to double a bid of 
one Heart (for example), and either 
passed or bid some other suit, any 
subsequent double by him of any Heart 
bid would be business A few examples 
will make this rule clear. 


1. South, one Spade; West, 
North, two Spades; East 
South, pass; West, double. 


2. South, one Spade; West, two 
Hearts; North, two Spades; - East 
and South, pass; West, double. 


In both 1 and 2, West’s double wouid 
be business because he had a chance to 
double Spades on the first round and 
did not do so.

3. South, one Spade: West, double; 
North, two Spades; East and 
South, pass; West, double. 


‘In 3, West double Spades at his first 
| opportunity; consequently both of 
| West's doublers were informatory (East 
‘having neither bid nor doubled). 


4. South, one Diamond; West, pass; 
North, one Spade; East and 
South, pass; West, double. 


‘In 4, West’s double would be informa- 
‘tory. True, he passed on the first 
round; but that was a Diamond bid 
and he doubled a Spade bid. 

The rule that a doubie to be infor- 
|matory m must be made before the part- 
‘ner of the doubler has bid or doubled 
lis not hard to understand. The rule 
idoes not say “before the partner has 
declared” (a pass is a declaration), but 
“before the partner has bid or dou- 
bled.” If South should bid one Club 
and West one Diamond, a double by 
North would be business although of so 
low a bid as one’ Diamond, because it 
would be made after his partner 
|(South) had bid. If South should bid 
| one Spade, West should double, North 
'should bid two Spades two of any other 
| suit, or one No Trump; and East should 
‘double, that double would be business 
| because East’s partner (West) had pre- 
| viously doubled. 

A point which some find it hard to 
grasp is that a player’s previous bid 
does not invalidate his own subsequent 
informatory double. For example: 
South, one Spade; West. and North 
pass; East, three Diamonds; South 
double. That double would be infor- 
matory because; (a) it is a double of 
a suit-bid of not over three, (b) North 
has not bid or doubled, (c) South has 
not refused a doubling opportunity. 

When the bidding gets as high as 
either two No Trumps or four of a suit, 
all subsequent doubles are business re- 
gardless of other considerations be- 
cause moO informatory double can be 
made of more than one No Trump or 
of more than three of a suit. It is also 
important to understand that only the 
last bid made by an adversary can be 
doubled either for business or informa- 
tion. _After a bid has been overcalled, 
it can not be doubled; one partner can 
not double the bid of the other. A bid

LONG AIR MAIL ROUTES 
OF FRANCE PROSPERING 


Speedy Development of South 
American Service Now 
in Prospect. 


NEW LINES ARE PLANNED 


Paris; Dec. 3 (A.P.).—Growth of the 
French air mail service on a 4,000-mile 
route from here to Senegal, on the west 


coast of Africa, promises speedy devel- 
opment of the mail service to South 
America. 

The flight from Dakar to Pernam- 
buco by Costes and LeBrix in early Oc- 
tober was the spectacular first jump 
over the Atlantic westward to pave the 
way for regular trips. 

Mail that now takes 20 days to go 
from Paris to Buenos Aires is expected 
to be delivered in five days within a 
year or two. It will go in seven days 
within a few months. 

Two months before the war was over 
the Latecoere Co. gave the French gov- 
ernment its plan for the South Ameri- 
can service and ten years later, experts 
are sure, it will have become a reality. 

Christmas Day, 1918, the Towulouse- 
Barcelona route was established. Four 
months later it reached to Casablanca. 
Two years ago mail was bing carried 
by air to Dakar, halfway from Paris to 
Buenos Aires. During the nine years 


commercial receipts have increased like- 
wise. 

Argentina and Uruguay have signed 
contracts for the air mail service and 
Brazil and Chile are negotiating agree- 
ments.

The evening gowns are dotted in 
their entirety very often in tiny beads 
or with dots in silk and metal threads 
embroidered on them. Some of the new 
brocade velvets on metal tissue have 
the brocade part in dots of all different 
sizes in contrasting color to the back- 
ground. | 

Polka dots and coin dots are used on 
many of the hats especially those that 
follow the shape of felt we have been 


wearing for several years. The neat 
array of little round decorations give 
a welcome relief from sameness and 
have been most eagerly seized on by 
the younger generation. 

Even the lace gowns, and there are 
many worn at afternoon events, have a 
dotted design as their motif. The lace 
gown of this type is apt to have long, 
tight or at least long sleeves, a cape 
back or scarf collar’ and is not con- 
fined alone to the blacks, beige and 
gray but appears at its best in colors 
sometimes in two tones, a beige or gray 
background perhaps with a design fre- 
quently of dots in a contrasting or ton- 
ing in color. 

One of the prettiest of the dance 
frocks for a debutante this season is of 
white silk embroidered about the chif- 
fon hem in vari-colored and different 
size dots, with this effect repeated on 
the falling from the shoulder chiffon 
bertha. 

Another debutante frock is of black 
velvet intended for afternoon wear and 
has a buttoned-to-the-throat-loosely- 
fitted bodice and a fulled-on short 
skirt. There is a band of fur at the 
collar and the wrists and round dots 
of fur placed with mathematical pre- 
cision about the hem of the skirt.

Cleveland, Ohio, (A.P.).-——Dr. Dayton 
C. Miller, head of the department of 
physics of the Case School of Applied 
Science, is marshaling data with which 
to launch a new attack on the relativity 
theory of Dr. Albert Einstein. 


The Einstein theory postulates that 
the measured velocity of light for an 
observer on the moving earth must he 
constant, regardless of the direction or 
amount of the earth’s motion, 


Dr. Miller holds that there is a 
change in the velocity of light, due to 
the “ether drift.” 


For six months he has conducted re- 
search work at Case School to sub- 
stantiate his theory. He will not com- 
plete the experiments until next spring. 

The tests, laborious and physically 
trying, are made with an “interfero- 
meter,” a peculiarly shaped contrivance 
of mirrors and light projecting instru- 
ments, on which a beam of light is 
actually split in two. 


Dr. Miller for several years 
studied the “ether drift?’ but Einstein 
contended the results obtained then 
might have been influenced by such 
factors as temperature, radiant heat,

“I feel certain,” he said, “that the 
conclusion of my present observation 
should offer conclusive evidence that 
there is a real ‘ether drift’ which cor- 
responds to a relative motion of the 
earth and ether of about 10 per cent.” 

In the interferometer a beam of light 
is virtually split in twain by a thin film 
of silver, on what is called a “half sil- 
vered mirrc. " The coating of silver is 
thin enouz!: to allow about half of the 
light to pass straight through, while 
the other half is reflected in the usual 
manner. The two beams of light then 
travel at right angles to each other, and 
at the end of the path each is reflected 
back upon itself, coming together where 
they first separated. 

If the two paths traveled by each 
beam of light are optically equal, the 
reunited portions will blend perfectly. 
It is here that Dr. Einstein assumed 
that a definite and exact null result 
would be obtained, the two beams 
blending perfectly. 

If the path of one, however, is longer 
than that of the other, they will not 
blend perfectly, producing effects called 
interference fringes.

Surgeon General Submits Recommendation for Refer- 
ence to Congress—Pharmacists With Not Less Than 
4 Years of Warrant Service Eligible. 


Rear Admiral Edward R. Stitt, sur- 
geon general of the Navy, has recom- 
mended establishment of a commis- 
sioned personnel for the Naval Hos- 
| pital Corps, and he submits his pro- 
| posal in the form of a bill for refer- 
ence to Congress. 

The bill provides for the rank of 
lieutenant commander, lieutenant (jun- 
lor grade) and ensign in the hospital 
corps, for the purpose of affording op- 


|portunity for promotion to commis- 


sined rank of meritorious enlisted and 
warrant personnel of the corps. The 
number of commissioned Hospital Corps 
officers would not exceed 50, with the 
further limitation that only one of the 
number would have the rank of lieu- 
tenant commander. 


The personnel eligible for examina- 
tion and appointment in the commis- 
sioned Hospital Corps would be chief 
pharmacists and pharmacists who have 
had not less than four years of chief 
warrant or warrant service, and when 
appointed would be given the rank cf 
ensign. The bill proposes that there 
shall be appointed originally 25 offi- 
cers with the rank-of ensign, and 5 an- 
nually hereafter, until the authorized 
number have been commissioned. Pro- 
motion to the higher ranks of lieuten- 
ant (junior grade) and lieutenant 


would be governed by the same laws 
as now or hereafter may pertain to of- 
ficers of the other staff corps of the 
Navy in the same grades or ranks, with 
the same pay and allowances, and with 
the same rights of retirement a5 now 
pertain to other officers. 

The submission of this project by 
the surgeon general is in accordance 
with recommendations that have been 
made by him annually since 1918. The 
reasons set forth are: That the duties 
of pharmacist and chief pharmacist 
are such as make them deserving of 
commissioned rank, and »sith rank con- 
ferred the scope of their activities can 
be extended and their responsibilities 
increased to material advantage; that 
other classes of warrant officers have or 
have had opportunity to attain com- 
missioned rank in the regular Navy, and 
that the experience of the Army with 
its analogous medical administrative 
corps has been highly satisfactory. 

Officers serving in the Navy with 
the warrant rank of pharmacist and 
with the chief warrant rank of chief 
pharmacist for many years have been 
seeking an opportunity to attain com- 
missioned rank, which is open to all 
other officers of the warrant classes, 
with the possible exception of car- 
penters and chief carpenters.

FLIGHT PAY OTUDIED 
BY MEN IN CONGRESS 


Three Rear Admirals Among 
Those Getting 50 Per 
Cent Increase. 


6 CAPTAINS IN NAVY 
ALSO ARE BENEFITED 


One Major General and Two 
Brigadiers in Army Reim- 
bursed for Air Status. 


Some members of Congress lately 
have become concerned about the num- 
ber of officers of the Army, Navy, Ma- 
rine Corps and Coast Guard now re- 
ceiving 50 per cent additional pay au- 
thorized by law for those engaged in 
fiying. There is a wide discrepancy in 
the ranks assigned in the several serv- 
ices to flight duty. 

Officers now detailed to flying duty 
and receiving flight pay in the line of 
the Navy are 3 rear admirals, 6 cap- 
tains, 20 commanders, 71 lieutenant 
commanders, 250 lieutenants, 118 lieu- 
tenants (junior grade) and 10 ensigns, 
a total of 478, as reported on September 
30, 1927. The Navy Department re- 
cently authorized a small number of 
officers of the Medical Corps to receive 
flight pay when detailed as flight sur- 
geons, and at present one commander, 
five lieutenant commanders and six 
lieutenants of that corps are receiving 
flight pay. Of the Construction Corps, 
two captains, three commanders, seven 
lieutenaht commanders and eight lleu- 
tenants are receiving flight pay. 


27 Warrant Men on Role. 


Of the warrant classes of the Navy, 
7 chief boatswains, 1 boatswain, 4 chief 
gunners, 1 gunner, 2 chief radio elec- 
tricians, 1 radio electrician, 8 chief ma- 
chinists, 1 machinist and 2 chief car- 
penters, a total of 27, are in receipt of 
flight pay.

DISASTROUS AFFECT 
ON RADIO RECEPTION 


Explain Garbling of Messages 
Attributed by Operator to 
Faulty Transmission. 


The effect of echo signals on the 
higher frequencies, especially those be- 
tween 16,000 and 20,000 kilocycles in 
use by the Navy for ship traffic, has 
been discussed by Commander A. Hoyt 
Taylor, of the Naval Research Labora- 
tory at some length recently. 

“Signals which have passed around 
the world in the reverse direction from 
transmitter to receiver or have passed 
more than once completely around the 
world, are known in the art today as 
‘echo’ signals because they make them- 
selves manifest in the receiver as echoes 


make themselves manifest in acoustik 
phenomena,” Dr. Taylor said. “These 
signals not only have igtense scientific 
interest but with the advent of more 
and more stations in the very high fre- 
quency bands have become of very 
great practical importance because of 
their disastrous affect at certain times 
upon reception. It is amazing that 
these echo signals which have been 
photographically recorded, after having 
passed approximately 2%, times around 
the world, are of sufficient intensity to 
cause very serious interference. 


Observed at Bellevue. 


“The station at Bellevue nas lately 
been observing echo signals from a 
large number of stations in various 
parts of the world. In certain instances 
these signals explain bad garbling of 
messages, which otherwise might be at- 
tributed by the receiving operator to 
faulty keying on the part of the trans- 
mitter. 

“Echo signals once around the world, 
that is, manifesting themselves first as 
direct signals over the great circle from 
transmitter to receiver, and second as 
an echo going a long way around the 
world (probably the same great circle). 
but in the reverse direction (therefore 
arriving at an appreciable time interval 
later than a direct signal), have been 
observed on various frequencies between 
28,000 kilocycles and 8,700 kilocycles. 
but are usually restricted on the lower 
frequencies to a very limited time of 
day and time of year, 


Felt Most in Spring and Fall. 


“However, in the band between 12,000 
and 22,000 kilocycles they may be ob- 
served over a larger number of hours 
of the day and over a wider interval in 
the year. The dominant period for ob- 
servation of echo signals is in the spring 
or fall, and the best periods of the day 
are in the morning or later afternoon 
hours. Signals which go more than 
once around the world are still very 
frequently of at least one-third to one- 
half the intensity of the direct signal, 
but are commonly observed over lesser 
time periods and are restricted more to 
the bands around 20,000 kilocycles.” 

In experimenting with Station NPG, 
San Francisco, which was giving echoes 
to such an extent that as received on a 
vertical antenna any copy at all was ab- 
solutely impossible. Although the signals 
were strong, it was found that perfect 
copy without echo could be obtained on 
the directional long low single wire an- 
tenna. In other words, the highly di- 
rectional antenna pointed toward the 
transmitter is not bothered by echoes 
of the first type which have gone 
around the world once, plus the dis- 
tance from transmitter to receiver in 
the same sense as the direct signal.

Neurasthenia is the technica) 
term for what is ordinarily known 
as nervousness, It may be said to 
be a maladjustment between the 
person and the conditions surround- 
ing him. There are very few cases 
in which the nervousness will be 
considered due to some physical de- 
fects. It is usually caused by the 
nervous system or by the mental 
condition, 

Nervous disorder may result in 
various physica] conditions, such as 
indigestion, and pain in other parts 
of the body. Nervousness does not 
necessarily indicate that the nerves 


are in a diseased condition or that 


they have been exhausted. It real- 
ly means that they need readjust- 
ment. In reality, there is no such 
thing as nervous exhaustion or 
brain fag. Nerves do not require a 
rest. They must be taught to work 
properly. 

Those who turn out an enormous 
amount of work during their lives 
and do not become tired or fatigued 
are usually people who know how 


to train the nerves to work har- 
moniously and at an even, steady 
gait. Fatigue, of course, is the 
warning bell of the human body, 
telling one that it is necessary to 
cease work for a while. Many peo- 
ple exhaust themselves worrying

Curried Eggs. 


Six hard-boiled eggs, one cup curry 
sauce, one-half teaspoon salt, one- 
eighth teaspoon pepper. Cut the eggs 
in halves, slice enough of the white 
off the end of each to make them stand 
upright, Sprinkle with salt and pepper. 
Serve on a hot platter with the sauce 
poured around eggs. 


Whole Wheat Fruit and Nut Bread, 


Three cups of self-rising flour, one 

cup mixed, chopped seeded raisins and 
walnuts, two and one-half cups of milk, 
two tablespoons melted shortening, one 
tablespoon brown sugar or dark mo- 
lasses. 
Blend raisins and walnuts with flour. 
Gradually mix in milk, shortening and 
molasses.’ Beat well and turn into large 
greased bread pan (or two small ones). 
Bake the large loaf 50 minutes in a 
moderate oven (375 degrees). The 
smaller loaves will bake in about 40 
minutes. 


Baked Whole Fish. 


Line shallow dish with vegetable 
parchment paper, or use a Pyrex glass 
dish. Grease well with cooking oil. 
Split fish, cut off head and tail, saving 
these for sauce or stock. Sprinkle in- 
side of fish with salt, close it, and lay 
it in the pan. Now prepare 2-3 cup 
of milk, 2 tablespoons melted butter or 
cooking oll, % teaspoon salt, % tea- 
spoon pepper, 1 tablespoon’ grated 
cheese, 

Pour mixture over fish, allow to bake 
three-quarters of an hour in moderate 
oven. 

While fish is cooking put head and 
tail of fish in saucepan, cover with 
water, add salt, an onion, bay leaf, 
celery stalk, if you have them. Cover 
With tight lid, simmer slowly, strain, 
thicken and use for baked fish, adding 
one tablespoon chopped parsley last. 


Fish Chowder. 


2 cups cooked flaked fish (haddock) 
well minced. 
1 quart of fish stock. 
1 pint milk (or canned milk diluted). 
1 garlic clove, minced. 
2 tablespoons finely minced parsely. 
3 large potatoes, diced. 
3 slices bacon or salt pork, finely 
minced. 

4 tablespoons flour, salt, pepper. 

2 tablespoons butter. 

Seasoning of Worcestershire or An- 
chovy sauce, or tomato catsup. 

Put potatoes on to boil in small 
quantity of salted water. Heat the fish 
stock and milk. Fry the minced bacon, 
onions and garlic without browning; 
cover with a tight lid until cooked’ 
Then add the flour, cook together. Add 
to the hot soup, stirring until it thick- 
ens. Add minced fish, boiled potatoes 
with the water. 


Rasberry Shortcake. 


A delicious raspberry shortcake may 
be made in this way. Sift together a 
cup and a half of flour with three- 
quarters of a cup of sugar, a teaspoon 
of salt, three level teaspoons of baking 
powder. Break two eggs in a measur- 
ing cup and fill the cup with milk. 
Add to the dry ingredients and mix. 
Then add three tablespoons of cooking 
oll, and bake in two layers. Serve 
with crushed raspberries. As the cake 
is sweet the berries will need very little 
sugar. 


Cherries on Toast. 


the juice of the cherries and sugar to 
taste. Bake until the cherries are done. 


Currant Pie. 


Mash a cup of ripe currants with 
one cup of sugar and add the yolks 
of two eggs beaten with a tablespoon 
of flour rubbed smooth in a little cold 
water. Bake with one crust and cover 
with a meringue, made with the beaten 
whites of the eggs and two tablespoons 
of powdered sugar. 


Blackberry Pudding. 

Blackberry pudding can be made 
with bread and butter. Cook the 
blackberries with water enough to 
cover them until they are soft and 
sweeten them liberally. Put them in 
layers with slices of bread and butter 
in a baking dish, with berries on the 
top. Let the pudding stand for an 
hour or so and then bake it 20 minutes. 
Cool it in the refrigerator and serve it 
cold with cream. 


Blueberry Pie. 


. Butter a deep pie plate and fill with 
biueberries which have been carefully 


picked over.-

crust, gash and bake. Blackberries may 
be used in the same way.

Upside Down Cake. 
Cream the yolks of 2 eggs, and 1 


cup granulated sugar, add % cup boil- 


ing water, 1144 cups flour, 1 teaspoonful 
baking powder, the whites of 2 eggs 
beaten stiff. The other part of the 
cake is a caramel cream, made as fol- 
2 cups brown sugar with % cup 
butter. Spread in the bottom of a 
sheet pan a layer of peaches, with the 
pit sides up. Pour the caramel cream 
over it and then pour in the batter 
Bake one hour in a slow oven. This 
cake may be made using either pine- 
apple or apricots. When the cake is 
removed, the bottom side is uppermost 
This cake is easily made and always 
turns out successfully. It is also very 
delicious. 


Baked Macaroni, Egg Plant 
and Tomatoes. 

Take one-hzc’f pack elbow macaroni, a 
medium sized egg plant, 2 cups to- 
matoes, 2 greem peppers, 2 medium 
sized onions, 6 tablespoonfuls butter, 
1 teaspoonful salt, 4% teaspoonful pa- 
prika, % cup granulated sugar. Boil 
the macaroni in salt water until 
nearly tender, pare the eggplant, cut 
in dice and fry in butter with the 
chopped onions and pepper until brown. 
Add the tomatoes and seasoning and 
the macaroni. Put into a baking 
dish and cover with cheese and bake 
in a moderate oven 30 minutes. 


Croquettes. 
Made either of veal or chicken, or 
both. Make a heavy cream sauce of 


1 cup milk or cream, 1 tablespoonful 
butter, 2 tablespoonfuls flour. Add this 
to one pint of left over veal or chicken, 
season with 1 tablespoonful parsley 
cut fine, 1 tablespoonful celery cut 
fine, 1 teaspoonful salt, 4%, teaspoonful 
grated nutmeg and black pepper to 
taste. Mix thoroughly, form into cone 
shaped croquettes, dip in egg and bread 
or cracker crumbs and fry in deep fat 
until a golden brown.

The human system does not like 
to have itself watched. He who 
tells himself that he is too delicate 
Or not well enough to do certain 
tasks soon fools himself into the 
belief that he is unhealthy. 

Neurasthenia may be due to the 
influence of toxine derived from the 
colon and circulated throughout the 
blood. When such is the case, a 
meatless diet is to be advised. 

Intestinal toxemia, due to putre- 
faction of certain undigested meat, 
has a great influence in bringing 
about conditions of nervousness. 

A great many people who abuse 
their systems by improper diets de- 
velop neurasthenia. And it is now 
believed by a certain school] of pby- 
sicians that neurasthenia is in large 
part due to antointoxication. When 
one suffers from this malady, they 
usually respond quickly to a laxi- 
tive type of diet. 

A large amount of fruit should 
be eaten and also plenty of milk. 
Milk is a very valuable asset to the 
diet in cases of nervousness, be- 
cause it tends to nourish the body 
and to free it from toxic poisons 
which may collect in the intestines,

HE Little Theater Guild of Washington is celebrating the formal 
opening of its Baltimore branch at a housewarming which takes

This Little Theater is larger than our Washington house, though not 
of a size to contradict its official title and position in the guild.

When we think of Little Theaters in general, we, of course, think of 
Our Little Theater in particular, although it is very much attached to 
all its first cousins in New York and elsewhere, which comprise the 
guild. And it is the guild whose unwilling rear has been subjected to 
the paddle of more than one New York critic in the past. 

“Just because a picture is foreign,” say the critics, “it is shown 
whether it is good or not.”’ 

Which:is all very well, and—alas, true enough to get by. Surely 
we have sat through some awful bromides, with a two-reel preface and 
subtitles as long as the Congressional Record. But glance once 
at some of our United States outputs—there was a box-office blurb not 
three weeks ago which drew in the unsuspecting under the title of 
“Fireman, Save———’’? —-need I say more? In short, it’s hard to talk 
about six of one without mentioning half a dozen of another. 

So much for the dull movies, and now a little something 
concerning the good ones. They are very, very good. Lots of people 
don’t think But of other people do—many more than was 
anticipated. We Washingtonians thought to fill the thimble-like space 
of our Little Theater to comfortable capacity, what with the atmosphere 
of exclusiveness and coffee in the lounge for tired husbands.

So often 
has this happened that Mr. Milligan is now in Baltimore (as I write)

used encomiums deseribiig her that 
even the dictionary becomes of little 
help. The fact that each year she be- 
comes better, her characterizations 
more rounded, does not assist me; for 
superlatives look silly and heavy when 
added to ad finitum, and silly heavy 


for Helen» Hayes. They must be light 
words, with color and. nice tone, but 


ever delicate if you will take the mean- 
ing of delicate as not implying any 
kind of illness; for withal, her flower- 
like frailmess Miss Hayes suggests an 
inner strength. On* hangs on to “Bar- 
riesque charm” a long time, loath to 
let it go, but really disliking it in- 
tensely all the time; “youthful,” peér- 
haps, stays even longer, or rather, 
“spirit of youth,” for there is a fresh- 
ness in the quality of her work, a 
freshness of attack, as the technical 
term is, a spontanéity of expression, of 
thought, and a firm belief in true 
feeling in contrast to artificial make- 
believe. I grant you this freshness 
would show itself if she played an oid 
lady aS well as when she gives us her 
delightful characterizations of child- 
women, for it comes from the joy of 
her own being and’ could not bet 
downed. Now because of these very 
qualities, charm, youth, spontaneous 
freshness and becruse she is such a 
little slip of a girl it took some man- 
agers quite a time to realize that this 
young Washingtonian was carefully de- 
veloping into an actress of the first 
water.

This was a joyful period of Mozart’s 
life. The public of Prague gave 
unstinted homage to his genius and

| painting, “L’Apres-midi d'un Faune,” a 
miracle of impressionistic tonal color- 
ing, and the Prelude and Love-Death 
from “Tristan and Isolde,” the most 
poignant excerpt from the most superb 
love-drama ever written in: music. 
Miss Braslau sings three numbers. 
The first is a cantata by Bassani, which 
has been harmonized by Malipiero, one 
of the young Italian school, ‘and 
orchestrated by Lucien Cailtiet, of the 
clarinet section of the orchestra.

Second Time In English. 


One of the most important dramatic 
events of the local season is scheduled 
for the week of December 19, when 
John D. Williams will present at the 
Belasco Theater, Rostand’s famous Na- 
poleonic drama, “L’Aiglon,” translated 
for the English stage by Louis N. Park- 
er. In the history of this celebrated 
drama, this will be the second time it 
has ever been given in English, the last 
American production being that of the 
late Charles Frohman with Maude 
Adams in the title role. 

“L’Aigion” was written by Edmond 
Rostand, the eminent French dramatist 
for the divine Sarah Bernhardt, and is 
one of the roles she made immortal. 
Every year it is presented in the French 
capital and it is accepted by literary 
and dramatic critics and students as 
one of the greatest dramas of modern 
times. 

Mr. Williams has assembled a cast 
of 60 players including George Marion, 
Effie Shannon, William Courtleigh, 
Michael Strange, Hubert Wilke, Made- 
line Delmar and others equally promi- 
nent to portray the exacting roles.

HITS A MARK 


Charles Mack, of Moran and Mack, 
“the two black crows,” the tallest and 
lankiest of the two merriest merry- 
makers in the new “Earl Carrol Vani- 
ties,” claims to have put the motion- 
picture slap-stick stunt of throwing 
custard pies to its first practical use. 
It happened in Tacoma, Wash. 

Mack started life as a newsboy. The 
News, in Tacoma, was selling four pa- 
pers to the boys for a dime, and would 
not take back any unsold copies. He 
crganized all the boys into a union, and 
they demanded and received five papers 
for a dime, with the privilege of re- 
turning 2ll unsold copies. So easy was 
the first demand attained, they asked 
for and received six papers for 10 cents, 
and again gained instant victory. But 
when they struck the following day for 
seven papers for a dime the newspaper 
not only refused their demands, but 
put men to work selling the papers to 
beat the strike. 

Mack called a council of war after 
several days of idleness, during which 
all the boys had squandered most of 
their spare pennies. “Charley” told 
them he had a scheme whereby he 
know they could win the strike, but it 
required a capital of one dime. S. I. 
Perkins, manager of the News, was the 
possessor and wearer of the only “plug” 
or silk hat in Tacoma at the time. The 
scheme was pictuured so vividly -by 
Mack that the only boy in the crowd 
who had a dime donated it to the cause. 
With the last money of the crowd they 
purchased a fresh custard pie, and laid 
in wait. It was accurately timed, and 
took the shining “dicer” neatly amid- 
ship as Perkins passed a certain cor- 
ner. Either the prospect of further 
bombardment or a relenting heart 
moved the manager, for the boys won 
their demands that same week. Strange- 
ly enough, the boy who supplied the 
munitious of war was Martin Brown, 
who later also became a member of 
the theatrical profession.

TAX BURDEN LEVIED 
ON MOTORISTS HELD 
TO BE UNFAIRLY HIG 


Gasoline Revenues Declared 
to Have Increased 11.4 
Per Cent in Year. 

EFFORT MADE TO END 
FEDERAL EXACTIONS 


Automobile Association Says 
It Would Save Autoists 
$65,000,000 a Year. 


In the matter of taxation, motordom 
not only pays and pays, but it pays 
more and more all the time, declares a 
statement just issued by national head- 
quarters of the American Automobile 
Association in which comment is made 
upon United States Government figures 
which show that gasoline tax revenues 
in the first six months of 1927 amount- 
ed to $101,250.841, an increase of 11.4 
per cent over the same period in 1926. 

“This increase,” the statement de- 
clares, “is not to be explained on the 
ground that there are more automo- 
biles, as many are prone to explain it, 
because figures compiled by the same 
| Federal Government agency show that 
the increase in motor vehicle registra- 
tion is only 7 per cent over the corre- 
sponding months of 1926. It is due to 
| the fact that gasoline taxes have been 
increased through the disposition of 


State and municipal revenue-raising 
agencies to put heavier burdens upor 
the motor owning public.” 
Substantiation of this allegation is 
to be found, the statement says, in a 
recent check-up by the A. A. A., which 
shows that of the 46 States which have 
gasoline tax laws, 23 have voted to in- 
crease the rate a gallon since January 1. 
The average increase was 1% cents a 
gallon, the association’s inquiry reveal- 


ed, and, as a result, the Nation-wide 
average levy today is 2.55 cents. 


Burden Called Unfair. 


“These figures are significant,” says 
the statement. “They indicate a dispo- 
sition toward a discrimination on the 
part of legislators that is becoming 
more and more of an unfair burden 
upon a group that already is paying 
well above its Share of taxation. Con- 
sider the forms of taxation to which 
the motorist is subjected. He pays a 
Federal excise tax, a State license tax, 
a city license tax, in many places; gaso- 
line tax, wheel tax, personal property, 
minor privilege, educational taxes, 
teachers retirement fund taxes, trans- 
portation taxes and many others in 
certain localities. 

“Although the figures are not avial- 
able for the present year, the remark- 
able increase in the motorists’ contri- 
butions to city, State and Federal reve- 
nues is indicated in the fact that from 
1919 to 1926 the average tax a car 
soared from $8.55 to $21.60, a gain of 
153 per cent in seven years. What with 
increases in gasoline taxes and in other 
forms, this figure will be much larger 
this year. 

“The justice of imposing this addi- 
tional burden upon the motor car own- 
er is difficult to see. The explanation 
for it, however, seems to lie in the fact 
that the thoroughly exploded theory of 
the automobile being a luxury still is 
retained by those charged with revenue 
raising.”’

“At present the American Automobile 
Association is engaged in a fight for 
the elimination of the 3 per cent Fed- 
eral excise tax. If this effort meets with 
success, it will lift at one stroke a bur- 
den of $65,000,000 annually from the 
purses of the motor-car buyer, a bene- 


fit in whigh 3,000,000 persons will share. 

“If this hattle results in the repeal 
of the excise tax, it will be an omen of 
success for the motorist in other ef- 
forts to obtain a more equitable dis- 
tribution of taxes. To assure this re- 
sult, the energies of evéry motorist 
should be concentrated behind the cam- 
paign, for it will forestall a taxation 
trend that, under certain conditions, 
will result in a dangerous restriction of 
automobile usage. 

“Motordom is powerfu, but it needs to 
recognize and exercise its power in its 
own defense,” the statement coneludes. 


Teaching Is Popular 
With French Girls 


Paris, Dec. 3 (A.P.).—The_ school- 
ma’am of France isn’t being tempted 
out of her career by the glory her 
Sisters are winning in art, industry 
and the professions. In _ fact, the 
schoolma’am is threatening to domi- 
nate the business of teaching. 

Nearly every normal school in France 
is obliged to reject women applicants 
who want to teach school. In a few 
departments like the Aisne there is a 
shortage. City girls, therefore, are be- 
ing encouraged to go to provincial nor- 
mal schools and to teach in the smaller 
towns where their progress is more cer- 
tain and rapid than around Paris. 

Gradually, also, women are being 
taken into the faculties of the higher 
institutions, but there, where the pay 
is best, the men are fighting hard for 
their jobs.

GAR IN COLD WEATHER 


Slow Warming Up Urged Be- 
cause of Effects of 
Exnansion. 


COMPARED TO AIRPLANE 


Miles above the earth, the tiny plane 
becomes a speck in the blue and dis- 
appears. Another altitude record is 


being broken. Up goes the plane and 
down goes the temperature. Twenty, 
40, 80 below, and metal and wood 
contract and shink under the influence 
of the rapid change. But knowledge of 
changing size at high altitudes and 
low temperatures has saved the plane, 
for struts were loosened before the 
flight began, to prevent tearing the 
fuselage braces away. 

But just as striking as such a flight 
are the varying conditions that exist 
in your car under the influence of 
temperature change, for when the 
engine is started in zero weather, spark 
plugs, valves and pistons, which have 
been silently shivering in the cold 
garage, suddenly expand under a blast 
of livid flame. 

An understanding of the effects of 
temperature changes, like the knowl- 
edge that saves the plane, will prolong 
the life of your car and engine. Know- 
ing that valve stems expand with the 
heat, the wise car owner will not insist 
on such a close and silent adjustment 
that tuere is danger of valves holding 
open on a long drive at high speed. 
Knowing that pistons must be several 
thousandths of an inch smaller than 
the cylinder bore, when cold, to allow 
for expansion, the wise car owner will 
warm his engine up carefully and not

region two and a half years ago and who stil} 
remain unaccounted for.

OL. FAWCETT, an outstanding member 
& of the Royal Geographic Society of 
England, claimed seyeral years ago to have 
encountered evidences of an ancient white 
civilization in Matto Grosso, a civilization 
antedating even that of the Andean highlands, 
When the scientific world refused to believe 
him Fawcett determined to prove his claims 
and so started On what now appears to have 
been his last expedition. 

“No three white men, without the aid of 
modern aircraft and radio, could reasonably 
hope to penetrate Matto Grosso and return 


alive,” said Marsh, ‘The probability is that 
Fawcett and his companions have perished, 
or else been made captives by the Indians.

Richard Oglesby Marsh, the leader of the 
expedition, has had a colorful and crowded 
career. He was born in Washington, March 
27, 1883, the son of the late Col, B. F. 
Marsh, a veteran of the Civil War and for 
twenty years a member of Congress, After 
attending the public schools here young 
Marsh decided to become a civil engineer, He 
was prepared for this profession at the Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology and the 
Universite de Lausanne in Switzerland. 

As an engineer he has held many important 
positions in this country and in the Philip- 
pines, Mexico and Bolivia,

He also has had

Firearms are never resorted to by Marsh 
in case of. Indian attacks. On this forth- 
coming expedition, after his aviators have 
radioed that they have found an Indian vil- 
lage and have bombarded it with presents, the

“On reaching the village,’’ Marsh said, 
‘nothing is stolen or damaged.

Marsh classes himself as an “amateur ex- 
plorer,’”’ but there are few professionals who 
have traveled as much. Altogether he has 
led or participated in nine important expedi- 
tions, beginning with one that started from 
Durango, Mexico, and followed the Yaqui 
Indian territory as far as the Sierra Nevadas 
on the Pacific Coast. 3 

We next find him traveling in the Philip- 
pines to interior Samar and Panay, studying 
the Pulajanes and the Negritos. Subsequent 
trips took him to southern Arabia, the 
French Somaliland in East Africa, Morocco, 
China, Peru, Bolivia and Panama,

friendly, Lecho Indians, who cared for him 


until he was rescued by a relief expedition. 
Marsh thinks that his most fruitful ex- 
ploration trip was the one he took in the 
Darien section of southeastern Panama. On 
this occasion he led a large party of. scien- 
tists and explorers to the San Blas coast on 
the Caribbean Sea. This trip resulted in the 


discovery of a large fertile valley, theretofore 
unknown as so far as accurate topography 
was concerned. The trip also resulted in the 
discovery of about 40,000 Indians of the Tule 
stock. 

“This Tule stock,” says Marsh, “is now be- 
lieved by leading scientists te represent prob- 
ably the last living pure-bred remnants of the 
early, or true, Mayan race, the race that 
achieved such a high civilization in southern 
Mexico and interior Central America.” 

Returning from the Darien trip, Marsh 
brought back three ‘‘white type’ Indians, 
which, he explained, were existing and re- 
producing as a Mendelian recessive among 
the Tule people. However, there is stiil a 
difference of opinion as to the racial or bio- 
logical explanation of their origin, some hold- 


ing that they are nothing more than Albinos.

ARSH’S most recent undertaking was 

another trip to Darien for the purpose of 
trying to protect the Tule people from ne- 
groid mongrelization and extermination, Al- 
though he was supported by many scientists 
and scientific institutions, Marsh incurred the 
ill will of the Panama government and had 
to abandon the attempt. Since then Marsh 
has contended that the Panama government 
did not understand his motive and did not 
know the real facts in the case. 

Among the scientists who will accompany 
Marsh on his forthcoming expedition are C. E. 
Rockwood, an ethnologist, representing the 
Rochester Municipal Museum; Dr. W. Ken- 
neth Cuyler, a naturalist, representing the 
Smithsonian Institution; Mr. Gow-Smith, an 
ethnologist and explorer,. representing the 
Museum of. American Indians; Dr. Reginald 
Harris, biologist and geneticist, representing 
the Cold Spring Harbor Biological Labora- 
tories; Dr. C. M. Breder, ichthyologist, repre- 
scating the New York Zoological Society; 
Spencer Gooding, philologist, who will be the 
historian of the expedition, and a botanist

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at his home in Brockport, N. Y., will go with 


the expedition as an interpreter. He is one of 


the white Indians that Marsh brought back 
from Darien in 1924. 

The aviators, who are to play such an im- 
portant part in the expedition, will be desig- 
nated by the United States Government, and 
they in turn will ‘select their mechanics.

Talk swerved to eugenic marriages. 

“I don’t believe in them,” declared Rex 
Beach. ‘The eugenic law doesn’t solve the 
marriage problem at all. In fact, if it were 
carried out extensively it would create new 
problems, We'd have a world made up of 
super men and women, The fit would mate 
and marry and their offspring would be su- 
perior creatures. What would be the result? 
The misfits would unite and produce other 
misfits. We'd havea strange world with just 
two extreme classes of human beings—the 
perfect ones and the defectives. In such a 
world anything might happen. The superior 
ones might kill off all the defectives, or the 
defectives might cunningly plot to annihilate 
the others who give them such a thunderous 
sense of inferiority. 


“That’s why nature is so wise. She man- 
ages to strike the wholesome medium and 
give us principally just average human be- 
ings. In this arrangement lies safety; in 
the other, combustion.”

“Isn’t it true that women are less romantic 
in this age of their extraordinary economic 
independence?” 


“No. Why should they be? Sentiment or 
love isn’t a matter of economics or environ- 
ment, It’s innate, We'll always have senti- 
mentalists, romanticists.

Disillusioned by his 
new freedom, be- 
wildered by clanging, 
honking street traffic, 
tired of being elbowed 
aside by busy. unsym- 
pathetic pedestrians, 
the old man, once an 
enthusiastic young 
Nihilist, wearily board- 
ed a transsiberian rail- 
road train for the 
4,000 mile journey 
back to the island 
prison of ‘Sakhalin to 
die peacefully in vyol- 
untary exile. 

Condemned in 1885 
for a political crime 
Bugaisky spent 82 
years in prison, seven 
of which he was 
shackled to a_ wheel- 
barrow in a road gang 
or wielding a pick in 
the penal coal mines under the lash of an 
overseer, 

“I was only 22 when I was convicted,” he 
told the correspondent, 

“I was a. member of a terrorist group 
operating secretly under the banner of 
Proletariat. Seven years of hard labor and 
perpetual banishment was my sentence for 
helping to blow -up a czarist court,’’ be con- 
tinued.

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HE Wheaton iceman leaped spectacularly 
to the front pages of the Nation’s sport- 
ing sections in the fall of 1924, when, as an 
Illini junior backfield performer, he dazzled 
the University of Michigan with four touch- 
downs in the first twelve minutes of play.

Grange played his last collegiate game 
against Ohio State University, and on Thanks- 
giving Day, 1925, made his debut as the fea- 
tured star with the Chicago Bears.

For 
his first game Red received $12,000 and a black 
eye, and at the conclusion of the tour, which 
took the Bears to the southern boundary of the 
United States, was quoted as having profited 
to the extent of $300,000. 

Grange started the tour playing in every 
period, but, while the spirit was willing, the 
flesh proved weak.

The Automobile and Wild Life, 


Recently I have mentioned the automobile 
in relation to the fast disappearance of our 
wild game, pointing out that as a means of 
rapid transportation for hunters it becomes a 
secondary agency of destruction to game. But 
game birds and animals are not the only suf- 
ferers from the automobile. It is a primary 
agency of destruction to untold numbers of 
birds and animals outside the game class, to 
say nothing of lesser forms of life. One of 
my correspondents, who has occasion to travel 
over an eight-mile stretch of road daily, this 
year kept track of the number of dead ‘skunks 
on this eight-mile stretch. To date it totals 
27, all killed by automobiles. This same 
thing is happening all over the country. Ap- 
parently, wild animals have not yet Jearned 
to gauge the speed of an automobile, nor nave 
the birds. Thousands are killed yearly in 
their attempts to fly across roads in front of 
Speeding cars. 

Our floral life is suffering and once com- 
mon species of flowers are becoming rare. 
Some of the always rare species are now 
threatened with extinction. This condition is 
again chargeable to the automobile. Of 
course, there always has been and always will 
be a class of vandals, but it is not to this class 
of people alone that the present alarming 
conditions can be charged. It is to Mr. and 
Mrs. Average Citizen and family. It seems a 
harmless thing to allow the children to pick 
a few flowers by the wayside. It would be 
were these the only children to visit those 
Granting that one automo- 
bile party picks but a handful of flowers from 
a given spot and then multiply it by dozens 
upon dozens of automobile parties stopping 
at the same place and it soon becomes evident 
that the floral life of that particular place is 
doomed.

A Squirrel Tragedy. 


The other day the superintendent of fish- 
eries and game of the State of Connecticut. 


Mr. John W. Titcoumb, wrote me of an amaz- 
ing condition which he has found in his State 
this last fall. Great numbers of gray squir- 
rels have been found drowned in pords, 
reservoirs and rivers. In one reservoir over 
120 were found. Fifteen were taken from au- 
other reservoir. Apparently, these animals 
were migrating and the impulse to go on was 
so great that they undertook to swim these 
bodies of water and there, becoming ex- 
hausted, were drowned. The theory is that 
there is a great shortage of natural food sup- 
ply this year and so the animals have been 
forced to seek new feeding grounds, 

That this theory is probably correct is 
borne out by the many reports | have received 
of a shortage of the acorn and nut crop. 
These reports are coupled with statements 
that gray squirrels are unusually numerous 
this year in many parts of New England. In 
fact, they are so reported in the very places 
where the shortage of food exists. I suspect 
that this condition is more seeming than real, 
[ suspect that the squirrels are simply congre- 
gating where food can be found and there- 
fore when they are seen they appear in un- 
usual numbers, Obviously, with euch condi- 
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tions prevailing, a hard winter is before them. 
They should be helped through the cold 
weather by feeding. Cracked and whole corn 
Will be very acceptable and will see these 
little animals through. 


Horse Chestnuts as Food. 


One observer reports that a neighbor has 
two horse chestnut trees and that this year 
the squirrels have stripped these trees of 
fruit. The horse chestnut is regarded as un- 
edible. In this case, the squirrels have open- 
ed the husks, taken out the nuts, gnawed off 


the brown skin and then stored away the 
White, clean meat. They have filled their 
storehouses in the trees and have buried them 
in the lawns.

Gallows Through Court’s Historic Ruling More Than Two 
Centuries Ago

FAMOUS old crime in England, so re- 
‘\ nowned that it has been represented in 
a marble in Westminster Abbey, so much

The crime has gone down in history as the 
Pall Mall murder of 1682 At least two of 
the principals bore names famous in Eng- 
land’s houses of nobility today. The name of 
Thynne himself was perpetuated by the Eng- 
lish poet Dryden in his political satire “‘Ab- 
salom and Achitophel.”” Thackeray and other 
English writers worked with the theme. As 
to the love triangle, the lady in the case was 
one of the most renowned heiresses Great 
Britain ever had. 

This greatly discussed crime in old annals 
has been dug out by counsel for Ruth Snyder 
in the hope of establishing the unfairness of 
joint trials, for it was through a ruling made 
during the joint trial following the Thynne 
ease that Count Konigsmarck, instigator of 
the murder, managed to escape the gallows. 

Counsel for Mrs. Snyder will argue for a 
new separate trial for the unfortunate doomed 
woman on this precedent. Whether a historic 
old case grown almost to the proportions of 
a legend can stir in its dust and work in the 
cause of a life passed upon by the machinery 
of modern American courts is a moot ques-

The coachmuan hurriedly whipped 
up his horses. Al!l of this did not prevent 
three swashbuckling villains from brutally at- 
tacking Thynne. One of them discharged 
the full contents of a musketoon into his 
breast. The three assassins Capt. Gratz, a 
German; Lieut. Stern, a Swede, and George 
Borotski, a Pole, fled, but were subsequently 
captured. 

Through the disclosures of a tutor in his 
household it soon became known that Count 
Konigsmarck had hired the assassins to per- 
petrate the deed. 
country but was soon facing trial ‘with his 
three accomplices in Old Bailey. 

Because of the brutality of the crime the 
trial raised enormous interest all over Eng- 
land. All three chiefs of the Common Law 
Judicature were present on the bench, with 
Sir Francis Pembérton presiding. Even the 
Lord Mayor of London wis present. The 
fouf prisoners were arraigned before this 
solemn tribunal. 

And here is where the parellel comes in of 
this trial held in old London when town 
criers held sway and that of a man and 
woman who more than two centuries later 
perpetrated their evil in the busy rush of 
modern American life. 

Konigsmarck, like Ruth Snyder, asked to 
have a separate trial. Lord Pemberton re- 
fused this motion on the apne: that he was

was an opportunity for the chief justice to 
favor the Swedish count by ruling out the 
confession of two of tho assassins, knowing 
they would incriminate Konigsmarck. Lord 
Pemberton favored Konigsmarck because he 
knew the king preferrec tha‘ he go free. 

So the profligate Swedish count, famed for 
beautiful curly hair that reached his waist, 
escaped the gallows. But Gratz, Stern and 
Borotski were hanged :n the very spot beside 
the Haymarket where the murder was com- 
mitted. Lady Elizabeth Thynne, or the 
Countess Carrots, as she was called, never 
married the dashing gallant, who subsequent- 
lv left the country. Instead, she became the 
wife of Charles Seymour, the sixth Duke of 
Somerset, and as his duchess lived in great 
state for many years at Northumberland 
House, an ancient residence which has since 
been removed to make way for London’s pres- 
ent Northumberland avenue. 

Thomas Thynne was laid to rest in West- 
minster Abbey, the horror of his murdér 
possibly causing the public to eulogize him 
a little bit more than he merited. On his 
tomb, which may be found in the south aisle 
of the nave of Westminsier Abbey, can be 
found, carved amazingly down to the pistols, 
the swords, the dress, the jabot and boots of

Nowhere else in 
the world could you obtain such clothes. 

“Women of the inner social circles in 
France do not travel much, nor appear so 
much in public as women of the same class 
over here. When I first when over we found 
the famous cocottes making the fashions. They 
appeared at the races and so on in marvelous 
creations presented to them by the great 
dressmakers.,

“Consequently, I am quite sure’ that the 
dressmakers were just as happy to have the 
opportunity to dress American women and 
so let the world see their creations as we 
were to have those creations. The purchase 
price was high, but it was not exorbitant. 


“That is how American women became 
the best dressed in the _ world. Then, 
through the women’s magazines, American 
women throughout the country became fami- 
liar with what the great dressmakers in Paris 
were doing. They read about what was being 
created in Paris and began to demand French 
ZOwnNs. 

‘‘At first just the label of a Parisian house 
was sufficient to sell them a dress. No mat- 
ter how outre the fashion offered them hap- 
pened to be, they accepted it because it was 
‘le dernier cri.’

(CFTKHAT was simple enough for the French 

designers. But as the ‘clothes sense’ 
in the mass of American women was de- 
veloped they became more critical. The Paris 
houses found them turning thumbs down on 
styles which they decided did not express the 
spirit of youth, for which so many mature 
women are now desperately striving. 


‘These rejections were costly. The dress- 
makers began to lash their imaginations in 
order to please this great multitude. Where- 
as before they had been creating for the four 
hundred, now they were attempting to cater 
to the 36,000,000 women in America. Like 
the chameleon which wandered on to a piece 
of Scotch plaid, they were rather bewildered, 
I fancy. 

‘“‘Then the short-skirted, chemise-like frock 
was offered, and it was promptly adopted by 
young and old, stout and slim, like a uni- 
form. 

“Now, | think it is very fine that American 
women all over the country have developed 
this clothes sense, but 1 think it is wicked 
that we should suffer for it. All the artistry 
and tranquillity of the great houses have 
vanished. 


“Shopping in Paris is now like going to a 
tedious, never-ending round of fashion shows. 
If you want to purchase evening gowns, you 
have to wait until the evening-gown parade 
comes off, perhaps waiting hours while day 
dresses are being paraded. 


“Even when you manage to obtain a gown 
which is sold to you as an original model, 
you are quite liable to come back and see 
the same model being worn on the avenue 
and Broadway. Dressmakers not only are 
openly showing their preference toward the 
buyers of department stores and gown shops 
but the gowns they sell to individuals are 
not at all well sewn or cut. I had a day 
dress made the last time I was in Paris 
by one of the best houses on the Champs 
Elysees and had to send it back three times 
before it was wearable. 

“And the prices charged are outrageous. 
For a simple day dress without any fur or 
real lace $400 was demanded. Of course, 1 
blame Americans somewhat for the prices. 
Last year I heard women talking loudly about 
‘how cheap’ Paris clothes were and saw them 
pay'ng the dressmakers from large rolls of 
bilix. with the result that the prices soared. 
Many of the houses charged in dollars in- 
stead of francs. because of the fluctuations. - 
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never met any 


of them here. 


They certainly 
did not belong 
to the class who 


for many years 
bought their 
clothes in Paris. 
There, too, 1 
suppose, we 
might find a 
reason for the 
lack of interest 
these French 
houses are 
showing in in- 
dividuals and 
the lowering of 
the standard of 
their product 
sold to them. 
They regard 
them as casuals 
who will prob- 
ably never visit 
them again, 
whereas the 
buyers. wil! 
show up three 
or four times a 
year, 

“The latest

The Seventieth Congress of the United 
States of America will be called to order by 
the Vice President of the United States, 
Charles G. Dawes, in the United States Senate 
and by the Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives in the House tomorrow at noon. 

This is your concern as well as that of 
every other citizen, man, woman and child, 
in the United States, and those who do not 
take an interest in what Congress is doing 
and decide for thémselves they approve or 
disapprove the bills which it will pass, lacks 
good citizenship and proper concern in the 
welfare of. one’s native land. 

The boys and girls of Washington have a 
real privilege in the opportunity to attend 
the sessions of Congress in their own city 
ind learn for themselves how the laws of 
the lands are made. The history of the 
American Congress is a most fascinating one, 
dating back to the formative days of the 
Republic. 

It is well also to review the essentials of 
the Government of the United States, The 
plan of this Government is set forth in the 
Constitution, the supreme law of the land. 

Under the Constitution of the United States 
the Government is divided into three 
branches, each a ‘“‘balance wheel’’ to the 
other, the legislative, which is the congres- 
sional branch; the executive, of which the 
President of the United States is the chief 
officer and which carries out the law, and 
the judiciary, which decides whether or not 
the laws. have been broken. The United 
States Supreme Court is the highest court 
in the land. At .present we have as Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court a former Presi- 
dent of the United States, William Howard 
Taft. If you ever go to the Capitol Building, 
and it is hoped that The Post boys and girls 
do not overlook the privilege which is theirs, 
be sure to stop in the Supreme Court Cham- 
ber. You will have to be very still, of course, 
for the nine judges, with the Chief Justice 
in the center, are very impressive and grave 
in their justice robes, as they weigh and 
measure the justice of the matter before 
them. 

In Congress, or the legislative branch of 
the Government, the people are represented 
by two senators from each State, large or 
small, in the Senate, and by representatives 
from each congressional] district in the House 
of Representatives, Until 1913 the senators 
were elected by the State legislatures, but 
now they are elected by the people. The sen- 
ators represent the people of the whole State, 
must be at least 30 years old, a resident of the 
State, and, if born outside of the United 
States, must have been a citizen for nine 
years. 

A representative is elected for two years 
and must be a resident of the State he rep- 
resents and at least 25 years old. If he was 
born outside of the United States he must 
have been a citizen at least seven years. The 
number of representatives from each State 
is decided by its population, and for that 
reason there is a census every ten years, when 
the people are counted and Congress decides 
how many representatives there shall be in 
the House and divides them among the States 
according to population. That is the reason 
some States have only one or two repre- 
sentatives, while others have as many as 
30 or 40, or even more,
